The Speech Is Keady. 


The Spoech from the throne is ready, 
It was considered in Counoll last week 
and the Ministers had another turn at it 
to-day, The speoch is not a vory weighty 
or meaty document. It will refer among 
othor things to the development of trade 
and the success of Mr, Fielding's loan; 
the Yukon gold mining boom will be 
mentioned and the necessity of speedy 
communication with that country being 
secured will be emphasized. This will be 
preliminary to the introduction * of the 
bill to ratify the Mackenzie-Mann deal. 
Satisfaction will be expressed at the de- 
nunciation of the Gorman and Belgian 
treaties, which will have the effect of 
freoing our trade arrangements from the 
trammels of Imperial obligations. Regret 
will be expressed at the lack of success 
so far in floating the fast line scheme; 
the project of establishing a nayal militia 
will be commended and the sanction of 
Parliament asked to the scheme, Goyern 
ment measures which will be promised 
ure in reference to the franchise, the pro- 
hibition plebiscite, to amend and consoli- 
date the Irrigation Act, to amend the 
Post-Oftice Act, to amend the Steamboat 
Inspection Act ete, 

The Klondike Relief Expedition. 

The Government organs haye been per- 
sistent in their statomonts that the United 
States relief expedition to the Canadian 
Yukon is not to be of a military charac- 
tor, The Globe the other day was quite 
angry because contrary reports were in 
circulation, and said that all who persist- 
od in muking statements against the 
Government for permitting a military 
expedition to enter Canadian territory 
wore prevaricators of the truth. If any 
prevaricators exist they are none other 
than the Government organists. Enquir- 
jes have been made at Washington in re- 
yard to the intention of the United States 
Government. Acting Secretary Moikle- 
john of the War Departusent makes the 
stutement that ig is not absolutely sure 
the relief expedition will be sent. He is 
awaiting a report from Capt. Ray of the 
United States Army, who is at or near 
Circlo City, as to the actual condition of 
the Americlan miners who are supposed 
to be starving along the Yukon westward 
from Dawson. If ‘the expedition should 
be sont it will consist of 25 United States 
soldiers with two United States officers 
in command, and will be conyoyed by 
fifty Canadian Mounted Police. 

Relief oxpeditions provided by the Uni- 
tod States Goyernment are inyariably put 
in charge of the War Department when 
the relief is destined for points in the 
United States, as for instance in the case 
of the recent sufferers by the Mississippi 
flood. In the present case the expedition 
Will traverse a portion of the territory of 
Canada, but the Canadian Mounted Police 
will be in charge. Of course there will be 
no serious infraction of the rule of the 
nations azainst allowing a military force 
from another country to pass through our 
territory, but this is not the point at 
issue. Mr. Sifton has denied that an 
American military force is to enter Dom- 
inion territory at all, and Mr, Sifton 
uppears to be wrong. 

Postage on Nowspapers. 

A bill re-iny postage on news- 
papers may be loo. a for at the coming 
session, On Saturday last the Post-Office 
Department supplied 2,500 miail 
with cuble capacity equal to 10,000 bushels 
for that day's issue of two nowspapers 
alone. The train space taken up by this 
quantity of mail matter was equal to two 
box cars of 500 bushels cach, This is a 
siuall proportion of the total amount of 
free mail matter which is being carried 
16 the expense of the goneral taxpayer

father the project in Parliament.

An Interview With the Government at 
Ottawa in Regard tu un Insolvency 
Law and Ite Provisions. 


Ottawa, Feb- 1.—An important deputa- 
tion, representing the Canadian Bankers’ 
Association interviewed the Government 
yesterday morning on te subject of in- 
solvency. The deputation consisted of D. 
R. Wilkie, president of the association, 
and General Manager of the Imperial 
Bank; Thomas Fysh, Merchants’ Bank of - 
Canada; B. E. Walker, Bank of Com- 
merce; D. Coulson, Bank of Toronto; 
M. J. A. Prendergast, Banque de Hoche- 
laga; R. D. Gamble, Dominion Bank; G. 
P. Reld, Standard Bank; H, S. Strathy, 
Traders’ Bank; George Burn, Bank of 
Ottawa; also W. W. L. Chipman, secre- 
tary of the association, and Z. A. Lash, 
Q.C., counsel. ~ 

Official Report of Proceedings. 

Representatives of the press were not 
admitted, but at the close the following 
official report was handed to the news- 
paper men. 

Mr. Wilkie explained that the banks 
were not willing to give upany privileges 
which the Bank Act conferred. This Act 
to them as the charter of any corporation 
was the bank's charter, and was as sacred 
to it. The question of solvency was quite 
different from the Bank Act, and no 
change in this Act was necessary to any 
insolvency legislation. 

Mr, Walker of ‘Toronto said that the 
labors of the banks, the boards of trade 
and the Government during the session 
of 1895, when the Insolvency Act was 
before Parliament, showed that, except

FOURSCORE AND TEN. 


Mr. M, Sawyer’s, J.P., Ninetieth 


Birthday --Sketch of His Life--An 
Honorable, Upright Citizen--The 
Oldest Methodist in the City. 


Ninety years ago to-day Mr. Merrick 
Sawyer, J.P,, was born in the town of 
Heath, Mass., where his family have re- 
sided for a century anda half. He is the 
son of Gilbert and Polly Sawyer, in whose 
home eleyen children were born—two sons 
and nine daughters. Of this large family 
Mr. Sawyer and his brother Anthony, of 
Princeton, Illinois, are the only survivors. 
When he had reached his majority Mr. 
Sawyer left the home of his childhood and 
for a year taught school at the mouth of 
the Genesee river, He had then an uncle 
living in Cobourg, and at his solicitation 
he left his native land, henceforward to be 
one of the best type of Canadians. For 
seven years be guided the feet of the youth 
of Cobourg in the paths of intellectual 
and moral development. So successful 
was he that the first schoolhouse built in 
Cobourg was erected so that his school 
might bave room for growth, After teach- 
ing for seven years, the Bursarship of 
Victoria Academy (afterwards Victoria 
University) was proffered him and he 
accepted it. One of his earliest friends in 
Cobourg was the late Dr. Rufus Holden; 
their intimacy was lifelong. In 1854 Mr. 
Sawyer married Miss Esther Holden, a 
sister of Dr. Holden, and the late 
Krastus Holden and Hiram Holden, 
of this city. Two children were 
born to them—the late Mrs: Mary Esther 
Holden, who died in 1889, and Dr. James 
Sawyer, who died in 1881. In 1840 the 
late Dr. Holden, in addition to his exten- 
sive practice as a physician, was conduct- 
ing a drug business here, and finding that 
he needed a reliable and competent person 
to aid him in his store, he requested Mr. 
Sawyer to come to Be)leyville for this pur- 
pose. In the same *year Mrs, Sawyer 
died. 

Mr. Sawyer’s second wife was Miss Lyon, 
of this city, a sister of the late Mr. H. K. 
Lyon, and an aunt of Mrs. Wm. Johnson, 
Mrs, W. Jeffers Diamond and Mrs. J. W. 
Butterfield. A family of three sons and 
one daughter were given to Mr. and Mrs. 
Sawyer by this union. The boys died at 
early ages, but happily for Mr Sawyer, his 
daughter, Miss Emily, has been spared to 
him, Since her mother’s death in 1884, 
she has been her father’s constant compan- 
ion, and by her tender solicitude for him 
has made his declining years glide pleas- 
antly away. 

For nigh forty years Mr. Sawyer so con 
ducted a drug business for himself as to ba 
able to retire in 1880 with a competency, 
having earned what he esteems more than 
gold—a good name. Mr. Sawyer’s word 
was a good as his bond, and his drugs as 
pure as his life. His reputation was the 
syuonym for probity. Though often urged 
to accept public offices, Mr, Sawyer gener. 
ally declined them, preferring to devote his 
leisure hours to his family, the church 
of his choice, and to study. Forty- 
five years ago he was appointed a Justice 
of the Peace ; away back in ‘ the forties” 
he was for a short time ‘Town Clerk ; for a 
number of years he was a member of the 
Board of Education and its Chairman in 
1875, and, under great pressure he was once 
induced to contest the mayoralty. 

Mr. Sawyer’s family were Congregational- 
ists and when a lad of seventeen, he united 
with that church. He brought with him to 
Cobourg his church credentials, but as there 
was no Oongregatioval church then, he be- 
came a Methodist. He has therefore been 


for almost three quarters of a  cen- 
tury a church communicant. To the 
Methodist Church in this city he 


has been aa tower of strength; he has 
been Trustee, Recording Steward, Sunday 
School Superintendent twice, and is still a 
Class Leader, In these several positions hoe 
has been the personification of faithfulness. 


Mr. Sawyer has never become in thought 
# fossil ; through life he has always been 
& progressive raanand in matters of church 
or state has either been ahead of the times 
or abreast of them. 


The death of his very dear friend, Mr. 
Meacham, nearly a year ago, has been felt 
deeply by Mr. Sawyer, although the former 
was 4 life-long Conservative from conyic- 
tion, and Mr. Sawyer a Reformer from 
conviction, it in no way marred their 
friendship ; each gave the other credit. for 
honesty of purpose, and as they agreed on 
what was to them more essential than 
politios, their friendship became like that 
of brothers. 


While loving mersages are being receiv- 
ed by our venerable and venerated citizen 
from numerous places, and troops of friends 
will to-day call to express their devotion 
to him and best wishes for years of 
this life yet to be given to him,the !NTELLI-

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FLOOD CAUSES SUFFERING 


The Water Still Rising on Both Sides 
of the River. 


Several families are suffering to-day on 
the flats on the west side of the river as a 
consequence of their homes*being flooded 
with water. Slowly, but surely, the water 
has crept up till several streets in the dis- 
trict mentioned are inundated.

In most cases the sufferers are poor peo- 
ple and wholly unprepared for the emer- 
gency that has arisen. Several families 
woke up this morning to find their doors 
frozen shut, and ia some cases the bottoms 
had to be cut off before they could be open- 
ed. Wecanonly imagine the situation 
shuld a fire take place in this quarter. 

‘‘Oan no relief be afforded ?” is a ques- 
tion that many citizens are asking, but 
there seems to be only one answer —‘‘ No- 
thing will relieve the flood but milder 
weather.” 


The Harbor Commissioners say they can 
do nothing,and several Aldermen who were 
seen this morning are of the same opinion, 
One Alderman said the City should grant 
a sum to relieve special cases of distress 
caused by the flood. 

On the other hand, a man who had lived 
all his life near the river and had a large 
experience in floods, says that if a chaunol 
in the form of a Y was cut, with the upper 
part to bring the currehts m from two 
directions into one large channel, the 
anchor ice wou! }e carried out. Would it 
not be well to try some means to afford re 
lief ? 

We understand that several parties on 
Front st., whose premises are overflowed, 
would contribute towards the expense of 
the experiment. 

The situation on the east side of the 
river is not so bad, but the danger is in- 
creasing, as the water was rising rapidiy 
this forenoon,

Our Vast Tron Mines. 

Canada has yast quantities of tron, but 
under present conditions thero is noé an 
iron mine is Canada which is worth $1. 
It has yast quantities of nickel and cop- 
per, but asx these deposits are operated 
they are of yory little uso in Canada, al- | 
though of great importance to the United 
States ana Europe, All the Sudbury 
nickel is now going to tho States. 

The only way in which benefit could bo 
conferred upon Canada was by joining 
tho nickel and iron interests together, 
which could bo dono by placing an export 
duty on nickel and copper in their crude 
forms, which would compel the refining 
to be done In Canada. 

Would Heip the [ron Industry. 

It was also pointed out that the Ding- 
ley bill might proye a blessing in disguiso 
if this export duty wero imposed on 
nickel, and it would tend to the building 
up of the iron industry in Canada. Sup- 
posing the Dominion Government imposed 
an export duty of 10 cents per pound on 
nickel in any form, short of being refined, 
the American consumer would haye to 
pay that much more for his nickel. If 
the American manufacturer added but 
five per cent. of nickel to his steel, ®r 
100 pounds to the ton, this 100 pounds of 
nickel, under the Dingley bill, would cost 
the American steol manufacturer $8 moro 
than it now costs bin. In other words, 
Canada would recvive the oquivalent 
benefit, as few Countries in the world 
would be ablo to compete against her 
with such advantage as this. Canada is 
the only country in the world which has 
both iron and nickel, and with an export 
duty the, munufacturer of nickeliferous 
fron and steel would be a specialty in 
which Canada would be practically with- 
out a competitor. 

The Government wero assured that if 
the export duty were imposed immediate- 
ly arrangements could bo made for tho 
refineries and furnaces in 


Canada. 

The Ministers presont asked many 
questions upon the subject, and the gen- 
tlemen composing the delegation have 
good hopes that their request will be 
granted. 

Canada’s Trade Has Increased. 

Of the aggregate trade of the Dominion 
last year $110,022,518 was with the Uni- 
ted States, and $106,639,690 with Great 
Britain, Tho British trade has jumped 
soyen million oyer 1896, and the Ameri- 
can trade cight millions. 

Of our dealings with other foroign 
countries, there is a decrease of $100,000 
with France, $8,500 with Spain, $188,847 
with Newfoundland, $885,018 with the 
West Indies, $47,000 with South America, 
$39,000 with China and Japan, $100,000 
with Switzerland. 

There is an increase in trade of $900 - 
000 with Germany, $50,000 with Italy, 
$40,000 with Holland, $500,000 with Bel- 
gium, and $2,11,886 with other countries, 

The yalue of our exports to Britain 
was $77,227,502, a gain of eleyen millions 
oyer the preceding year. The yalue of our 
exports to the States was $49,878 472, a 
gain of only five millions. 

Exports to France, Germany, Italy, 
Belgium and Australia were largely on 
the increase last year. Our exports to 
Australia leaped from $517,258 in 1896 to 
$1,418,280 in 1897. 

Imports from Britain show a decrease 
of three millions, while imports from the 
United States are three millions ahead of 
the previous year. 

The total duty collected for 1897 was 
$19,891,996, as compared with $20,219,039 
in 1896. Tho average amount of customs 
duties leyied upon every head of the total 
population is $8.88, a decrease of 11 cents 
from 1896, when the customs duty was 
$8.94 per head. 

In making this calculation the popula- 
tion of Canada is estimated at 56,185,999.

ous than the Sepoy mutiny is about to 
break out, There Russia will be able, 
without difficulty, to penetrate through 
Afghanistan and the Pamirs to the In- 
dian possessions of Great Britain, 
whom she will dictate terms. We have 
enough troops and well fortified frontiers, 
With outposts well connected in the rear 
with our reserves, by railways and tele- 
graphs, and we could, in the course of a 
few days, place upon the Afghan frontier 
un army of 100,000 men. Your perceive

FEBRUARY 1898 
LATE MAYOR TEMPLETON. 


Particulars of his Death--The Obse- 
quies--A Journalists Tribute. 


The following matter has been unavoid 
ably crowded out for some time 
Partioulara of our esteemed fellow towns 
man's tragical death and funerel have been 
received, fron: which we extract the follow- 
lug:— 
On Saturday morning, Jan. 16th, at the 
time he usually arose he complained of 
fevling unwell and did not getup. A phy- 
sicijan was then sent for and ro him Mr, 
Tenipleton comylsind of asinking feel iog 
in his head. The doctor on learning that 
he had not had any sleep for five nights 
administered a sloeping potion, of which it 
took four doses to have any effect, and 
sloop did not come until 6:30. From that 
time he never regained consciousness and 
shortly after two o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing he breathed his last. On every face 
encountered when the intelligence spread 
around was the same tense oxpression of 
grief aud deep sympathy with the afflicted 
amily who have lost a devoted husband 
and affectionate fathor. He was in every 
respect 4 good and patriotic citizen. In 
him Vancouver had a chief Magistrate 
who, during his term of office, accomplished 
much good and who will be kindly remom- 
bered by all who know him. The funeral 
took plave on January 19tb, and was the 
largest ever seen in the province. All 
public offices and stores were closed, flays 
on all \he buildings and vessels in the har- 
bor fluated at half-mast aud the public 
schoolg were closed all day. ‘The funeral 
cortege was in the following order :—

The school children, in charge of their 
teachers, were lined on the two sides of 
the street, and as the hearso moved by 
they fell in on either side and marched to 
the city limits, where they halted, faced 
inwards and remained in a respectful atti- 
tude until the procession passed through. 


Long before the heart-touching strains 
of the dead march announced that the 
cortege was approaching the streets wero 
lined with people all along the route the 
funeral was to take, who by their silence 
showed their esteem for the deceased and 
sympathy for the wvereayed family. In 
accordance with an expressed wish of 
deceased, the floral tributes were not 
numerous. At the request of the widow 
the following of those sent were placed on 
the bier; From the family; the City ; 
Mayor Garden ; city school teachers com- 
bined ; D. T. Macdonell ; G. R. Maxwell, 
M.P.; and the West End School teachers, 
the latter being the school of which, as 
Trustee, deceased had special charge. ‘Lhe 
City told in a striking manner of the deep 
grief felt over the passing away of its late 
Chief Magistrate and of the love in which 
his memory is enshrined. A busy life 
was ended an an energetic personality, 
who made his presence felt in; any com- 
munity or undertaking he was connected 
with, was thus laid to his last long sleep. 


The Vancouver World of the 17th Jan. 
pays the following tribute to the memory 
of our erstwhile fellow townsman William 
Templeton. : It does justice to the deceased 
and is a credit to the writer, who has just 
opposed him in the mayoralty ;— 


With the passing away of Mr. William 
Templeton another of the Chief Magistrates 
of this city has gone to the silent land. 
Only two remain, Mr. R. A. Anderson and 
Mr. Henry Collins, for we can hardly in- 
clude the present Mayor, who only assumed 
office tu-day. Jn the case of him who now 
lies cold in death at his residence in this 
city nothing more unexpected could baye 
occurred. He seemed to be in the best of 
health on Friday last and, though defeated, 
had a kind word to say of those opponents 
who had carried on the campaign in an 
honorable manner, nor did his discomfiture 
seem lo interfere at all with his good spirits. 
And on Sunday the end for him had come! 
It is altogether sad and the city has not yet 
recovered from the shock. On every faco 
encountered when the intelligence spread 
around was the same tense expression of 
gricf and deep sympathy with the afflicted 
family who have lost a devoted husband 
and atfectiona e father. Mr, J’empleton, 
during his incumbency of the Mayor's chair, 
performed his dutice, in so far as the details 
are concerned, faithfully and left behind 
him a oretitable record. ~ At the last elcc- 
tion this journal opposed him, but we havo 
the satitsaction of knowing that Mr. 
Templeton tock no offence and declared 
afterwards that we had treated him fairly. 
We had not been able, dating the contests 
in which Mr, Dayid Oppenheimer, now 
resting in God’s Acre, took part, to see eye 
to eye with him in municipal affairs, 
though during the Federal] contest we 
fought together and wou. He was a born 
organizer and the fidelity with which he 
labored on behalf of the candidate whose 
cause he espoused in a large measure gained 
atriumph, Personally he was a very genial 
man who liked to crack a joke and could 
appreciate the joys as well as the sorrows of 
human existence, He was in every respect 
a good and patriotic citizen He took great 
interest in the advancement of Vancouver 
and on frequent occasions showed how loyal 
he was to the city which at last honored him 
with its confidence. None deplore his loss 
more than thuse who recently opposed him 
on grounds which must be regarded as hon- 
est—from their point of view—and the 
grand Recessional of Kipling keeps ringing 
in their oars, telling how afcer all glories 
pats away as the minutes fade into eternity. 

The heart of the people goes out in loy- 
ing sympathy to Mrs, Templeton and her 
children in this dark hour when they mourn 
their beloved dead, These lines written by 
Mrs. Barbauld in the last contury seem to 
be appropriate at this sorrowful time: 

Life! we've been long together, 

Through pleasant and through 
weather; 

"Tis hard to part when friends are dear;

CRAWFORD THE CHOICE. 


West Toronto Renews Its Confidence in 
the Ex-Member—An Enthusiastic 
nnd Unanimous Convention, 


Toronto, Feb 8.—The Conservative 
Conyention in West Toronto for the nom- 
ination of a candidate to contest that 
constituency in the approaching proyinc- 
ial elections was held last night in West 
Association Hall. There was a large at- 
tendance of delegates and the heartiest 
unanimity prevailed. ‘Twenty-five candi- 
dates wero nominated, and only Mr. 
Thomas Crawford remained in tho fleld, 
the rest retiring in his fayor, Mr, Craw- 
ford’s nomination was unanimous, and 
was received with hearty cheers, 

Time Ripe for a Change. 

Mr. G. F. Marter was the first speaker. 
He began with a very mild appeal for 
liberty of opinion. So far, he said, there 
had been unbroken unanimity at the 
Conservative conventions, It was not so 
with the Liberals. They had differences 
in South Toronto over the distribution of 
patronage. After the coming clection 
that cause of contentions would be re- 
moyed from them, ‘Tho Conservative 
party was noyer in better condition for 
a contest. It was time for achange. Long 
continuance in office had fostered an 
autocratic spirit in the Government. 
Their system was to appoint officials who 
worked for their tasters year out and 
year in, and especially at elections. And 
the reason for a change was that asa 
proyince they were running into debt. The 
Goyernment’s statement that it hada 
larger surplus than that left by the Sand- 
fleld Macdonald Goyernment was abso- 
lutely untrue, ‘The Sandfield Macdonald 
idea of a surplus was cash; the present 
Goyernment called assets surplus. Mr. 
Marter showed that while the population 
had increased 30 per cent. the provinoial 
expenditure had increased 91 per cent. 

One after another, in turn, the nom- 
inees spoke briefly and retired in favor of 
Mr. Crawford, whom they all heartily 
approved. 


The Convention's Choice. 


Mr. Crawford said he had not missed a 
yote during his four years in the House, 
and had always yoted in the interests of 
the people. He commended Mr. Whitney 
as a leader, commented upon the lack of 
enthusiasm among Liberals and upon Sir 
Oliver Mowat’s statement that in the in- 
forest of Ontario the Government at To- 
ronto should not be of the same politics 
as that at Ottawa. Explaining his course 
regarding departmental stores, he said tho 
municipality should undertake to tax 
these stores according to the yolume of 
their business, then come to the Legisla- 
ture to haye their action confirmed. He 
would stand by that.

The ©. P. R. Calls Off Its Toronto and 
North Bay Arrangement With the 
Grand Trunk—Managers Talk. 


Montreal, Feb. 8.—Sir William Van 
Horne, on being asked to state the cause 
of the recent failure of negotiations with 
the Grand Trunk Railway for a sorvice 
between Toronto and North Bay, replied 
as follows: 

“Tt isa very simple matter. On the 
completion of our main line eleyen years 
ago, we contemplated the building of a 
line from Sudbury to Toronto to take care 
of our Ontario traffic. The Grand Trunk 
Northern Railway, with 
its extension to North Bay, on Lake 
Nipissing, and wished us to make use of 
that instead of building a line of our 
own. Although the use of the Grand 
Trunk inyolyed a loss of seyenty miles in 
distance, as compared with the Sudbury 
line, we finally agreed to the arrangement 
proposed by the Grand Trunk, and the 
rates allotted to the Grand Trunk were 
fixed by a mutual railway friend. We 
thought these rates too high at that time, 
but we have continued to pay them all 
these years, nOtwithstanding the great re- 
duction that has occurred in railway rates 
generally, To our surprise the Grand 
Trunk recently notified us of the abroga- 
tion of the arrangement, and it came to 
an end on Sunday last, and we are now 
handling our Ontario traffic yia Smith’s 
Falls. 

The Reason and the Result, 


‘The reason? Their preference for the 
Chicago route, no doubt. I can see no 
other. They claim that the rates allotted 
are too low, but they can hardly be seri- 
ous as to that, They are very fat rates as 
compared with the most they are getting 
on through traflic. 

“The result? The carrying out of our 
original plan, of courso.’’ 


What Mr. Hays Says. 


When seen this morning, Mr. Hays, 
manager of the Grand ‘Trunk system, 
stated that he was not inclined to discuss 
his difference or fight his battles with his 
cumpetitors through the press, but gave 
out the following statement: 

“The Grand Trunk Railway notifled 
the Canadian Pacific one year ago last 
Noyember of the termination of the 
agreement between the two lines in re- 
gard to North Bay business. We made 
them a reasonable proposition, and since 
then we offered to submit the matter, for 
satisfactory arbitration, to a third disin 
terested party. The Canadian Paciflo 
Company haye declined to meet all our 
advances in the matter, Therefore, we 
have reverted to the usual interchange, 
the same as exists at ull other junctions 
with our different connections. The mat- 
ter of rates, of course, will now be goy- 
erned by competition, and where there is 
sufficient reyenue involved to warrant a 
reduction of rates, you may be sure such 
4 reduction is likely to be made,’’

| Mr. Frank Slavin, the well-known 


Australian ex-pugilist and miner, who } 
spent a great portion of the last year in 
the Klondike district, arrived hore yester- 
day to intervicw the Government in re- 
gard to certain claims he has located. 
Slavin made the trip from Dawson to the 
coast in 80 days. He had six dogs and 
made no effort to break the record. 
Frank Slavin on the Mother Lode. 
Speaking of his discovery of what is 
termed the mother lode of the Klondike, 
“Tf it is the mo- 
ther lode Tam no doubt. the discoverer. 
| On Aug. 27 last 1 started to prospect for 
@ quartz mine, and struck a yery rich 
ledge, which seemed interminable in 
length and yery wide, froe gold showed 
everywhere in the specimens I got. I did 


















| turned to the placers, and not until De- 
cember did I prosecute my search for gold 
quartz. On Dec 9 I made what I term 
the big discovery. if traced further, it 
would probably strike the Ophir, and 
cross Indian River about 16 miles from 
the Klondike. Do I think it is the mother 
lode? Well, I can’t say whether it 1s the 
mother lode or the father lode, but I 
know it is the richest quartz I have 
ever seen. My party located six claims, 
1,500 feet each in length, and we are go- 
ing to work them as soon as we return. 
I will shortly leaye here for Pittsburg, 
where I will purchase a diamond drill 
and other machinery for déyeloping the 
mines,’’ Slayin, who will return to the 
north about March, recommends eyery- 
body to outfit in Canada. 
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Navigation of the Stikine. 


Early in the spring the Government 
/ will take steps towards improving nayi- 

gation of Stikine River. There are neces- 
| sarily many points in these streams that 
‘ call for inspection, and a party from the 
, Public Works Departmont will be detailed 
' for the purpose. Less is known of the 
| Hootalingua than of either the Stikine or 
| Yukon, but whatever is known empha- 
' sizes the importance of snags being clear- 
| ed away. Late in the fall navigation in 

these waters is not of the best. 


Mails Failed to Get Through. 


It is alleged that out of six United 
States mails sent into the Yukon from 
the head of Lynn Canal since July 6 
last, only two haye reached their destina- 
tion, and that no Canadian mails have 
got through at all. In yiew of the fact 
that people are coming and going con- 
stantly, this seems yery extraordinary. 
Many persons who haye been sent into 
the Yukon by people contemplating in- 
yestment there are said to be at a stand- 
still for lack of their correspondence, and 
the persons whom they represent are 
equally at a loss to know what to do.

Wearing Apparel and Personal Effects Go 
in Free of Duty—Navigation Rules. 


Washington, D.O,, eb. 2,—The Secretary 
of the Treasury to-day Issued regulations 
governing the entry and transportation of 
merchandise desUned for the Klondike 
region und northwest territory of British 
Columbia by way of Juneau, Dyea and 
Skaguay or other customs ports In Alaska, 
It is provided that imported merchandise 
uiriving at any of these ports en route for 
the Klondike may be forwarded without 
puyment of duty In charge of a customs 
Biicer, at the expense of the Importer, er 
upon the filing of a bond for its exporta- 
don equal to the duties and charges, or the 
owner may make a deposit with the collec 
tor, the same to be refunded upon the cer- 
tiflente of the deputy collector on the fron- 
tler lines that Phe goods have been ex: 
ported. 

All imported animals or merchandise 
abandoned or sold en route will be selzed 
and forfeited to the Government, unless 
the duties ure paid thereon, All articles 
curried by passengers which are In use, and 
which consist of wearing apparel and per. 
sonal effects necessary for the present com- 
fort of such passengers, are exempt from 
duty. 

Navigation of Kivers, 


Whe Secretary bas also Issued regulations 
concerning the nayigution of the Yukon and 
Porcupine Rivers and thelr tributaries, 
They provide that the transfer of cargo and 

assengers from a river or seu-golig vessel 

rom a port in the United States, except 
another port In Alaska, or from any for. 
elgn pore, to a vessel destined by way of 
the mouth of the Yukou or Porcupine 
Rivers, or thelr tributaries, shall be per 
mitted only at) the port of St, Miclinels, 
nuder the supervision of customs officers, 
When deemed necessary, these officers are 
required to board any vessel bound to the 
United States within four leagues of the 
coust. for tha purpose of demanding its 

anifest and enforcing, the laws and regu- 
fations of the United States. 


For the Consting Trade. 


Vessels entitled by law to engage in the 
coasting trade of tho United States may 

rooced from one point in Alaska to another 

1 the manner prescribed by law for the 
entry amd clearance of vessels within the 
eume suctons district. 

The important feature of these regulations 
fe the requirement that any American yes 
gol entering St. Michael's with passengers 
or cargo for Alaskan ports, and whioh docs 
not desire to procecd, must transfer her 
oargo to avother Aniecricnn Vessel. If des. 
tined to a port im British Columbla, the 
transfer may be made to either an Ameri- 
can or Brithsh vessel. 

Forelgn vessels from a foreign port enter- 
ing St. Michitel'a with a_ ourgo destined 
for Aliskan points on the Yukon or Porcu- 
sine Rivers may elther proceed or transfer 

er cargo to an American vessel only, When 
the ourgo and paswengers are destined to 
points in British Columbia, the tranwfer 
may be made to elther an American or Bri- 
tinh veaeel, 

The same general requirements are provid- 
ed for vessela decending the Yukon or Por- 
oupine Rivers from porteln British Oolum- 
bia, entrance to be made at Cirole Clty. 


May Touch for Fucl,

Discussing editorially tho despatch 
which was printed in its columns yester- 
day from Pekin, stating that England 
had dentiitely withdrawn her conditions 
requiring the opening of Ta-Lien-Wan, 
tho Times says: 

“The fact of such withdrawal is, of 
course, consistent~ with the adoption of 
entirely different policies upon our part. 
lt might be on one hand an unworthy 
and humiliating surrender by a states- 
man, who, baying promulgated a great 
policy and defended it with brave words, 
had to run away from it on the first show 
of the opposition if was certain to pro- 
yoke On the other hand, it may bea 
judicious example of the old and tried 
diplomatic method of adding, in the first 
instance, to the terms of a bargaip some 
particular object which it was not really 
desired or expected to attain and after- 
wards sacrificing this superfluous article 
in order to secure the real ends in view. 

“Bub while it is logically compatible 
with either of these alteruutives we are 
entitled to assume that the second policy 
is that which is being followed by Lord 
Salisbury, 

A Graceful Concession. 

“On this assumption the withdrawal of 
the condition is no more than a graceful 
concession effected on the principal of do 
ut des, the gift on our part being that 
of the privilege of access to « not particu- 
larly desirable port, and the consideration 
we receive the acceptance of the more 
essential terms of our offer. This is what 
has approximately taken place, The Goy- 
erpment will have deserved the congratu- 
lations of the nation upon its successful 
conduet of the delicate and momentous 
poproliutions, Ku & . 4 objections to a free 
port at Va-Lien-Wan are not unintelli- 
aible, and if she has offered some reason- 
able compromise on this point, and also 
discontinued her opposition at Pekin to 
the remaining conditions of the British 
loan, sensible persons in this country will 
seo no reason to cry out at the deference 
shown her susceptibilities, 

“Tf, on the other band, our Ministers 
could be supposed to haye deferred to her 
in this matter without having secured an 
adequate equivalent in return, they 
would unquestionably haye to answer for 
their conduct to public opinion; but it 
would be unjust to Lord Salisbury and 
his colloagues to entertain any supposi- 
tion of the kind on the evidence before 
us."

OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 


A Summary of the Speech From the 
Throne. 


Parliament was opened this afternoon at 

8 o'clock by his Excellency the Harl of 
Aberdcon, Governor Goneral, who in the 
speech from the throne referred to the ma 

terial prosperity which the country is now 
enjoying. Tho attention of Parliament 
ie called to the success that attended the 
loan recently floated by the Finance Min 

ister on the London merket. Reference is 
made to the denunciation of the commer- 
cinl treaties between Great Britain and Ger- 
many and Belgium. ‘The rich gold dis- 
coveries in that part of the Canadian 
Northwest known as the Klondike and 
Yukon, and the benefits the country is 
certain to realize, ore noted, and prompt 
action is urged in providing facilities for 
reaching that remote territory. ‘The large 
increase in our foreign trade,as indicated by 
the returns which will be laid before Par- 
liament, is noted with satisfaction. Alli 
sion is to certain recent Government con- 
tracts calculated to lossen the evils of the 
sweating system. Throe leading features of 
the legislation to be proposed by the Gov- 
ernment will be a bill to repeal the fran- 
chise act, a bill to provide for the 
holding of a plebiscite on the ques- 
tion of the prohibition of the liquor traffie, 
and a bill to remove some of the evils of 
the present superannuation system. 


The address in reply to the speech will 
be moved in the House of Commons by 
Mr. Gauvreau,s new member from Quebec, 
The motion will probably be seconded by 
Mr. Bertram, the new member from Centre 
Toronto.. In the Senate Mr. Dandurand 
will second the address, but the identity 
of the mover is not yet known.

Ottawa, Feb. 4.—The Minister of Jus- 
tice has had this lotter sent to the judges 
of the country: ‘Considerable inconyeni- 
ence has resulted in several capital cases 
by dolay in the transmission of the eyi- 
dence and the trial proceedings, and from 
the short time allowed botween the day 
when the sentence was pronounced and 
the date fixed for the execution. I haye 
the honor to inform you that in the fu- 
ture, to give more time for the study of 
cases for Council and for decision of the 
Governor-General, a considerable’ time 
ought to be allowed between the date of 
the sentenca and the day fixed for the 
execution, and morvoyor that the evidence 
and trial proceedings should be sent to 
the Secretary of State immediately after 
the trial with the very shortest possible 
delay.”’

The Works at West Brantford Cannot 
Compete With Prison Labor. 


Brantford, Feb. 4.—The Continental 
Binder Twine Works, West Brantford, 
have been closed down on account of the 
remoyal of the duty and the competition 
of prison labor. The machinery has all 
been placed in order for preservation dur- 
ing non-usage, and tho engine has been 
dismantled. As far as present indications 
go, the factory is likely to remain closed, 
and some 70 hands in all will be thrown 
out of employment,

Tho men at this work will bo 
undor the superintendence of Nell Keith, 
who is coming with thom from Crow's 
Nest. Mr. White, tho ohlof enginoer, is 
two trains behind mo, and he will ar 
rango to start out at once, Thore will be 
threo ongincering parties put to work at 
once. Parties will also be sont out to ex- 
plore for suitable and suitably located 
timber for ties, We will ostablish offices 
in Vanoouver and Victoria, where tho 
bDusinoss in connection with the securing 
of supplios and men will be transacted. 
Wo will put teams on freight above the 
Stikine as soon as the road is roady. 

‘As soon as tho line is located we will 
fend in 1,000 more men. Those will be 


sent through to Glonora to start grading. | 


We will pay more than is being given on 
tho Crow's Nest Pass. We take a certain 
amount of risks as regards some of our 
mon loaying us and pushing on to Daw- 
son, The third party will comprise about 
three thousand men, and peopje who haye 
knowledge of such matters can come to 
anapproximate idea of what amount will 
be spent on supplies for that small army. 
We expect to get through on time, and if 
we do it will be, all things considered, 
one of the greatest railroading feats ever 
aocomplished, We oxpect to put through 
between 250,000 and 800,000 tons of sup- 
plies this year, It is a low calculation to 
say that there will be about 150,000 poo- 
ple venturing in the Yukon this year. 
Without this road it would be impossible 
to got supplies through, and many would 
die, and many more would suffer dire 
privations, To get relief intothem would 
cost the Government more than the con- 
struction of the road will cost them. 

“We will build a hundred and fifty 
miles in a hundred and twenty days, 
This will be done to preserye Canada’s 
reputation of being able to care for those 
who come to seek a living within her 
borders. Were people allowed to perish 
for the want of means to get supplies to 
them, it would give Canada a setback 
that she would never get over. We have 
also to establish a route by steamers and 
otherwiso to Dawson, for which we get 
no additional grant. This is an advance 
of some thousand miles.’’ 





TEN-YEAR MONOPOLY CLAUSE 





Iias Knocked tho Private Bill Industry at 
Ottawa All to Smithereens. 
Ottawa, Feb. 4.—The announcement 
of a ten-year monopoly in Yukon traffic 
to Mackenzie and Mann has knocked

Others, however, are holding on, and 
will endeayor to fight their bills through, 
One of the most influential syndicates, 
which has already spent a vast amount 
of money, is the Rothschilds Company, 
for which Mr, McCarthy’s firm is acting. 
They had a bona fide intention to build a 
railway from Pyramid Harbor, Lynn 
Canal, by way of the Dalton Trail to Fort 
Selkirk, admittedly the very best routc, 
but a portion of which, pending settlo- 
ment of the boundary dispute, is in 
American territory.

R. Atkinson — the 
Oook, Turnkey Tracy, the Gaol Surgeon 
and Night Watch Gastmier, witnessed tho 
drop, and after it wasmade the body was 
complotely hiddon from view, as it dropped 
into a compartment ospecially prepared 
for its reception. 

The trap was spruny at 8:07. 

The procession to the scaffoll was com- 
menced at 8 o'clock. 
were pinioned in the usual way and he 
walked to his death with a firm tread 
and with an apparently incomprehensive 
look upon his youthful face. ‘The order of 
the procession was as follows: Gaoler 
Cook, A. Boomer, J.P., of Linwood ; the 
Rev. R. Atkinson, Turnkey Tracy and the 
night dead watch Gastmier with the prison- 
er, Coroner Webband Gaol Surgeon Dr, 
G. H. Bowlby. 

The prisoner's face was pale, to an ashy 
hue, but his step was firm, and a slight 
smile, such as he always seemed to wear, 
was observaole. 


He mounted the steps leading to the 
platform totally unassisted and made no 
remarks before the black cap was ad- 
justed. 


The drop was hardly heard by the spec- 
tators, owing to the scaffold being enclosed. 

The body was viewed at 8.15 by Rad- 
cliffe, the Coroner and Gaol Surgeon Dr. 
Bowlby, who pronounced death instantan- 
eous, as the neck was broken. 


A coroner's jury was subsequently em- 
panelled and an inquest will be held. 

Tho prisoner spent a fairly comfortable 
night and took his breakfast as usual. His 
spicitual adviser was with him the greater 
part of the night and at an early hour this 
morning.

His Last Words. 


Before the exeoution a statement was 
read from him by Jailor Cook, in which 
the doomed boy expressed his repontance 
for his crime and hoped that his family 
will not suffer through it. Ho mado 
no further confession of his guilt other 
than the one he previously authorized. 

A jury was impaneled and held an in- 
quest after the hanging, returning the 
usual verdict. 

Allison’s Last Night on Earth. 

At midnight last night, with only 
eight hours to live, he sat in his con- 
demned cell, his spiritual adviser, Rey. 
Mr. Atkinson, beside him, and if outward 
appearances go for anything Allison was 
prepared to die. Rather he might be said 
te almost welcome death, su careless and 
cheerful and buoyant was he. Of the in- 
mates of the jail last night, his friends 
and the officials who watched him, James 
Allison was by far the most apparently 
unconcerned, He has shown absolutely no 
feeling since his condemnation and sent- 
ence. Yesterday Radcliffe, the hangman, 
visited Allison in his cell and looked him 
ever. When he left Allison remarked, 
unconcernedly, ‘* That's Radcliffe, the man 
who is going to hang me.’’ Ho had dis- 
gussed all the detuils of the tragedy with 
Jailer Cook, and had the operation min- 
utely described to him, and, when it was 
done, jokingly referred to the length he 
would hayetodrop, His spiritual adviser, 
Rey. Mr. Atkinson, has been with him 
at all hours of the day and night, and 
has no doubt taken from Allison much 
of the bitterness of oxpected denth. He 
remained with Allison until 10 o'clock 
last night, but was with the condemned 
boy the first thing in the morning,

The Drummond Investigation. 
Montreal Star, 


On the very first day of the session Sir 
Louis Davies moyes for the appointment 
of committee of the House of Commons 
to investigate the Drummond County Rail- 
way deal. If he wanted to do the square 
thing, why did he not move to refer the 
the whole business to Mr. Tarte ? 

What is the meaning of Sir Louis Davies’ 
sudden anxiety to investigate this scandal ? 
Does he propose to take the responsibiltiy 
of proving the charges which kia Beasts has 
already appointed a committee to investi- 
gate? Notmuch. His motion is simply 
an indication of the terror, the abject fear 
of the Government of the real investigation 
threatened by the Senate. The Ministers 
may be as innocent as chickens unhatched; 
but if they are, they evidently do not all 
believe it. The panic in which they closed 
the last session and the dread with which 
they open the present one show that they 
mistrust each other. In plain Hoglish, the 
Ministers dare not face an unpacked com- 
inittee, not because they are all guilty, but 
because they all feel that soine of them are 
guilty. They are now credited with being 
willing to make any kind of compromise to 
avoid an investigation by the Senate, even 
to abandoning the Drummond Ccunty 
scheme ; and it is significant that although 
the Government was in such a break-neck 
hurry last session, and the railway was in 
such prime condition, itis not yet taken 
over. There was great necessity for haste 
last session, but not to make the wheels go 
around on the Drummond only to get the 
deal through Parliament. 


Of cours, there can be no objection to 
the Government appointing a committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Davies, Tarte, Pope, 
etc., to hold alittle investigation, and while 
they are about it they might get Mr. Green- 
shields and Mr. Tarte to conduct the pro- 
secution, but we fear that this little expedi- 
ent willjnot relieve the Senate of its respons- 
ibility. Whatever the House of Cotimons 
may do the Senate investigation must go 
on, If the Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries wants to carry the case before a com- 
mittee of lobsters there is no reason why 
he should not do so, and for greator safety 
he might have the lobstera boiled; but at 
the same time the country wants 4 real in- 
vestigation before a committee of live men, 
aud where it can have the advantage of the 
assistance of the Minister of Justice.

GREAT FIRE AT STIRLING. 


A Number of Stores Destroyed--Loss 
Estimated at $20,000--Partly 
Insured. 


Karly yesterday forenoon the local fire- 
men were notified that a disastrous fire 
was raging in Stirling and the despatch 
asked for assistance. No. 2 engine, witha 
quantity of hose, was at once dispatched 
to the station with a number of firemen, 
and they were loading the apparatus on a 
car when a second message came, stating 
that the fire was under control and that 
their services were not required. 

A despatch from Stirling yesterday says: 
** About 6:30 this morning fire broke out 
in Conley & Martin’s store, dry goods and 
groceries, and spread to Meiklejohn’s hard- 
ware store, and to another large store un- 
occupied, and then to the post-oftice, B. F. 
Parker’s dry goods and groceryfstore. The 
loss is estimated at $20,000 ; partly cover- 
ed by insurance.” 


The Scott House across the street was 
damaged by heat and broken glass, insured 
in the Perth Mutual, $5,000; McKee's 
harness shop in the same building sustain- 
ed damage by removal of goods, insured in 
British American, $1,500; Mrs. J, J. LB. 
Flint owns the building. The insurance 
companies interested in the big fire are 
Guardian, Norwich Union, Liverpool 
and London and Globe, Western, British 
American, and Royal. 


About eight years ago Mr, I’. M. Clarke 
about closed a deal with the Council of the 
village of Stirling to sell them No. 2 fire 
éngine, but the deal was not consummated. 
All the protection the village has is a di- 
lapitated hand machine, and this was in- 
adequate to cope with yesterday’s contla- 
gration.

Portland, Oregon, Feb. 7.—Tho expedi- 
tion which the United States Government 
is sending into the interior of Aluska 
with supplies for the relief of miners who 
are reported to bo in want sailed for 
Dyea Saturday night on the steamship 
George W. Elder. 


A Call for Soldiers, 


Skaguay, Alaska, Jan. 81, via Seattle, 
Wash, Feb. 7.—A petition has beon cir- 
culated here and in Dyea asking the de- 
partment to send 800 troops here, that 
law and order may be preserved, The 
petition also asks that martial law be 
declared. The petition in part reads: 

“Belleying this to be an extraordinary 
emergency, we believe that martial law 
should be declared in all this part of 
Alaska, comprising the communities of 
Dyea and Skaguiy, and the trails leading 
therefrom to the international boundry, 
and that sufficient troops, not less than 
800, be immediately despatched to these 
points to enforce the laws and preserve 
order.”’

Section threo makes it unlawful for any 
male alien over 16 years of age, who has 
not in good faith made his declaration to 
become a permanent resident of the Uni- 
ted 5 to come into this country for 
the purpose of engaging in any mechani- 
cal trade or manual labor for wages or 
salary while retaining his home or resi 
dence in a foreign country. 

Section four provides that such alien 
shall not be employed on public works 
unless he makes a declaration of his in- 
tention to become a citizen. 

Section five makes it unlawful for any 
firm or corporation to knowingly employ 
an alien in violation of section threo, the 
provisions of which, howeyer, are not to 
apply to the subjects of the provinces of 
Canada contiguous to the United States, 
or sailors, deck bands, or other employes 
of yessels, or railroad train hands whose 
duties require thom to pass over the 
frontier to reach the terminal of their 
runs,

“Forecasts of the Quoon's spoech are 
uncertain on only one point; this is 
Anglo-Ghinese finance, Otherwise there 
are no secrets in the submunarios of foreign 
affairs or the logislative programme of 
tho sosslon The niystery onyeloping the 
Chinese loan has been deepened by the 


anto-ollinax of newspaper diplomacy. The 
announcement that the Government 
would not persist in its demand that Ta- 
Lion-Wan should bo opened as a free port 
broke up the chorus of patriotic rejoicing 
over the resolute stand in defence of 
commierolal freedom, and filled the public 
mind with misgivings respecting the 
possible surrender of British interests. 
he hot fl which followed Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach’'s declaration that Mngland 
was ready to fight for the principle of 
commercial freedom in Chinese ports has 
given way to a cold fit of apprehension 
lest there may not be anything left worth 
fighting for. 
Salisbury Keeps ‘“‘Mum.'’ 

‘‘Nowspaper enterprise is one thing, 
and Lord Salisbury’s diplomacy another. 
He broods over foreign affairs in secret, 
and does not take any pressdiplomat into 
his confidence. The leader fvriters are not 
provided with cues, and draw large in- 
ferences from slight promises. This has 
been done in the Chinese negotiations, 
No Minister has proclaimed that Ta-Lien- 
Wan must bo made a free port or else no 
money would be lent, and that British 
interests would be maintained, even at 
the risk of war. The press diplomats haye 
assumed that the freedom of Ta-Lien- 
Wan was the main condition of the pro- 
posed loan, and that no European power 
would be allowed to gain exclusive poss- 
ession of any strategio point command- 
ing the approaches to Peking. They did 
not know what was going on in the For- 
eign Office, 

England Can Beat All Europe. 

“My own conviction is that the best 
source of information respeoting financial 
diplomacy is Lombard street. A promin- 
ent and well informed English banker 
gives me this explanation: 

“ ‘Salisbury will undoubtedly arrange 
this loan for twelve millions sterling. 
England will take if alone,, and not in 
connection with any other power. This 
is the general opinion among London 
financiers, “Not Russia, nor Germany, 
nor France, can lend money on the same 
terms. ‘There will be an issue of consols, 
which can be taken in 24 hours, owing 
to the demand of banks, insurance com- 
panies and estates for permanent inyest- 
ments. Twelve millions can be had for 
24¢ per cent. and China will be required 
to pay 4 per cent. This leaves a margin 
for a sinking fund and makes it a proflt- 
able transaction for the Goyernmont, 
which can obtain full security for the 
payment of interest and principal by con- 
trol of the reyenues and other sources of 
taxation in China. It may be as brilliant 
a stroke of finance as the purchase of the 
Suez shares. Bankers haye nothing to 
make out of it, but the Government will 
haye a good profit. John Chinaman needs 
money, and will be shrewd enough to 
borrow on the easiest terms. The British 
Government can outbid any European 
power. The loan will probably be an- 
nounced early in the session, possibly in 
the Queen's speech.’ 

“This forecast reflects the general opin- 
ion in financial circles.’’ 


One Significant Fact. 

London, Feb, 7.—The London cerres- 
pondent of the New York Evening Post 
cables his paper as follows: 

“One most significant 
the success of England's firm stand in 
the interests of world-wide free trade, is 
this morning's news of the appointment 
by the Tsung-Li-Yamen of Mr. Robert 
Bredon as Deputy Inspector-General of 
Customs, at the request of Hngland’s 
representative, Sir Robert Hart. 
the position which Russia has strained 
every nerve to control, for whoeyer con- 
trols the Chinese customs can, in a 
hundred ways if inclined to a policy of 
exclusion, defeat the elaborate deyices of 
statesmanship as contained in treaties of 
commerce and the like. Those who should 
know, say that all the Chinese wiles and 
attempts to play off Russia against Eng- 
land, and Germany against both, are not 
likely to result in any other way than an 
English loan to China, with Kngland’s 
conditions attached, but that if China 
does got tho money clsewhere, England 
will still insist on the strength of her 
treaty rights, upon a China open to the 
world’s trade,’’

The man who is willing to pay misery for 
gold may have it, but he must count the 
cost well. We do not hear of the poor fel- 
luws who pay all misery and get no gold. 
We only hear of the wonderful strikes and 
none of the suffering. Even from the mone- 
tary stand point we do not hearail. 1 kaow 
of an authentic case of a man who took out 
$27,000 from his claim in winter. Every- 
body knew that so-and-so took out $27,500 
from his claim, but they did not know that 
it had cost him exactly $20,500 to get that 
$27,000 out. The profit after all was not 
too great payment for the anxiety and 
trouble of securing it. 


As for married men coming here, I ven- 
ture to say 75 per cent. of those coming 
out will say it is positively criminal for 
them to think of leaving their families. 
under the circumstances. ‘The newspapers

The treatment, as he described it, is sub- 
stantially as follows: At firat cathartics of 
castor oil and sweet oil followed by hot wa- 
ter are given, until the bowels are through- 
ly cleaned out. This treatment is followed 
by enemas of glycerine and sweet oil. 

Flaxseed poultices soaked in sweet oil 
are kept on the abdomen, The diet is re- 
stricted to very light, easily digested foods. 

The oil treatment, Dr. Terry says, re- 
moves the friction of the inflamed tissues 
and relaxes them during resolution. In 
this way, he says, he has cured cases of 
chronic, recurrent appendicitis. To pre- 
yent a return of the trouble after the orig- 
inal treatment, he prescribes a tablespoon- 
ful of sweet oil, followed by a glass of hot 
water, before each meal for several weeks. 

His statements have been sharply chal- 
lenged. by Dr. Robert P. Morris of 46 
West Thirty-ninth street, an eminent au- 
thority upon appendicitis and a warm ad- 
vocate of the use of the knife. Inthe Jan- 
uary Dumber of the Medical Times Dr. 
Morris's challenge and Dr, Terry's reply 
are printed. 

After stating that the medical treatment 
advocated by Dr, Terry is the ‘most excel- 
lent I have ever seen described,” Dr. mor- 
ris continues; ‘‘But very busy men some- 
times find it difficult to keep track of all 
their cases. When a physician of Dr. Ter- 
ry's prominence states that forty-nine out 
of fifty-one cases of appendicitis have been 
cured by medical treatment, I assume that 
some of themen upon whom he has depended 
for subsequent histories of the cases have 
deceived him, and I will put my idea in 
this form. If Dr. Terry will personally ob- 
tain a report from each one of the forty-

‘The main items of expense in mining 
are labor, fuel and transportation of sup- 
plies, and Ontario certainly has the cail in 
all these matters. In Ontario miners get 
from $1.50 to $2,00 per day and board 
themselves. In Colorado the aversyo 
wages of sniners is $3.00 per day; in Cali- 
fornia, from $2.50 to $3.00 per day; in 
Alaska, $3,00 per day and board. 

** As regards fuel for power, wood is to 
be had for the cutting, and costs about 
$1.25 ready for use at the mine. 


‘** Transportation in the past was a very 
considerable item of expense, but during 
the last year the Ontario Government has 
constructed some good waggon roads, and 
supplies can now be transported for about 
one-third what they coulda year ago, and 
when the Ontario and Rainy River Rail- 
way is constructed, which will no doubt be 
done during the year, the present cost will 
bo vory materially reduced. 

‘** Taking tho above figures and facts into 
consideration, it will be seen chat Ontario 
mining can be conducted at a better profit 
and incre cheaply than in most of the dis- 
tricts of the world,”

CANADIAN YUKON MINERS. 


Vexatious Regulations Imposed 
on Them by U.S. Government. 


Conference Held at Ottawa to Find Out a 
Way to Get Rid of Them Proposal 
That the Canadian Government 
Imposts and Collect the Refund From 
the United States Officers ~The Feoasl- 
bility of the Plan,

Ottawa, Feb. 8.—An important con- 
ference was held yesterday in the office of 
the Minister of Trade and Cornmeres, at 
which there were —present Sir Richard 
Cartwright, Messrs. Mulock, Sifton and 
Paterson, Deputy Ministers Parmalee and 
Dougald, Elias Rogers and Ki. A. Willis, 
rreaivont and secretary respectively of the 
to.....v Board of Trade; James Crathern, 
president, C. F. Smith and D. McKay of 
the Montreal Bourd of Trade; A. es 
Wood, M.P., Norman Maclean of Van- 
couver, and others. Tho object of the 
moeting was to devise methods to over: 
come inconyeniences to Canadian trade 
and Canadian minors entering the Yukon 
country by way of Dyea and Skaguay, 
until such time as the winter trail via 
Stikine River is ready. The new rogula- 
tions issued at Washington on the 2nd 
inst. provide two alternatives: That a 
bond may be given to the United States 
customs officers at Dyea or Skaguay—a 
practically impossible thing, as 4 bond 
can only be given by a responsible com- 
pany and not by individuals. The altern- 
ative is for Canadians to pay duty on 
their outfit at Dyea or Skaguay. The col- 
lector at either of these ports is to make 
an inyentory of the articles comprising 
the outfit aud certify to the payment of 
duty. The United States Government is 
to station an officer at the northern end 
of Chilcoot and White Passes. On arriv- 
ing there the traveler will present the in- 
yontory to him, and, if everything is all 
right, he will certify to the fact, where- 
upou the miner must trudge back over 
the passes, present this certificate, and 
get his refund. Anyone familiar with the 
Situation there will understand the trouble 
this regulation will involye. How best to 
overcome the difficulty and assist our 
miners was the reason for the meeting. 

After talking the matter over in the 
morning and afternoon, the following 
resolutions were agreed upon and haye 
been approved by the Government: 

“Under sections 5 and 6 we would 
recommend that the Government of Can- 
ada make arrangements toadyance at the 
Canadian border the amount of money 
duo as a refund to each traveler, as shown 
hy the American customs officer’s certi- 
flcate, the person holding such certificate 
to endorse the same oyer to the Canadian 
customs officer, which said amount will 
be refunded to the Canadian Government's 
representative on presentation to the 
American collector at the port of entry, 
as provided for in section 8 of the Amori- 
can regulations, issued at Washington, 
Fob. 2.”’

THE HEATHEN CHINEE’S DILEMMA. 


Between Russia and England He May Yet 
Have to Ask Japan for Favors. 


London, Fob. 8.—Tho Pekin corres- 
pondent of the Times, telographing yes- 
terday, says: ‘I have roason to believe 
that China will be induced to decline the 
British proposals in consequence of Rus- 
sia’s opposition and similarly that she 
will be wable to accopt the Russian pro- 
posals owing O ‘ngland’s opposition. 
The country is helpless and Usshle to pay 
the indemnity except by instalments, but 
China nurses the hope that Japan will 
agree to an extension of time. Mean- 
while an Imperial decree authorizes an 
issue of treasury bonds at fiye por cont.

“The unsatisfactory and cvasive nature 
of the Imperial edict exacted by Germany 
in condemnation of the Shan-Tung mur- 
ders affords Germany the desired pretext 
for remaining in military ocoupation of 
considerable territory, including the town 
of Kiao-Chou, beyond the area leased. 
China still maintains that the murder of 
the German sailor was justifiable hom!- 
cide and due the sailor's misconduct, but 
she is powerless to refuse Germany's ex- 
actions,’’

Sir Charlos Tupper asked if the Goy- 
ernment would lay the Mackonzio-Mann 
contract on the table to-morrow, and with 
it all probable estimates as tothe amount 
of wold takon out of the Canadian Yukon; 
what proportion was taken out by Cana- 
dians and what proportion by foreigners, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurior said tho informa- 
tion would be forthcoming as far 4s pos- 
alblo. 

Mr. Sifton informed Mr, Foster that the 
question of American soldiers without 
arms being permitted to pass through 
Canadian territory was tho subject of 
communication between the two Goyorn- 
ments. 





Mr. Foster's Speech. 

Mr. Foster, who, on rising, was received 
with loud Conservative cheers, at the out- 
sot laid down the principle that the leader 
of a party should keep his pledges to the 
electorate when he came into power. Sir 
Charles Tupper had criticized the Pre- 
mier’s stewardship of 18 months, and not 
a word had Sir Wilfrid Laurier yontured 
to say in reply. Instead, he rose in almoat 
childish anger, seeming to haye an idea 
that the adulation of 18 months must 
continue to take the place of criticism. 
He boasted of many things, but proved 
nothing. He made an unfortunate ex- 
planation of the Yukon deal, declaring 
that this great subsidy was only fora 
temporary railway, and made no defence 
whatever of his sacrifice of preferential 
trade. Such was the Premier's speech, 
which ended in a splutter of flreworks. 
(Laughter. ) 

Dissecting the Speech. 

Mr. Foster then procceded to critcize 
the speech. Dealing with the olaim of 
national prosperity, he said one of its 
essentials was political stability. Fourteen 
years ago Mr, Fielding started wu propa- 
ganda to take Nova Scotia and the other 
Maritime Provinces out of Confederation. 
The good senso of those people was 
against such a moye, and they would 
haye none of it; but, if Fielding had had 
his fway, this Confederation of to-day 
would nof haye oxisted. Memory also 
carried him back to the agitation headed 
by Mr. Wiman, 
Wilfrid Laurier, Sir Louis Dayis and Sir 
Richard Cartwright, an agitation which 
led to Mr. Blake's withdrawing from 
public life, on the ground that if was 
endangering British connection. If that 
agitation had succeeded where would have 
beon the stable importance and good 
credit of Canada, of which Ministers 
boasted to-day? When the National Policy, 
which had done so much to build up this 
country, was inaugurated how bitterly it 
Was opposed by the Liberals! Thoy could 
claim credit for good accomplished by 
that polfoy, and yet last year” whey switl- 
lowed their professions of 17 years and 
accepted that policy, (Hear, hear.) 


Tariff Logislation. 


Referring to the tariff, he said if there 
was anything done under false pretenses, 
based on false grounds, and which had 
led to humiliation, backdown and disas- 
ter, it was the tariff legislation of last 
year. Sir Richard himself had admitted 
that the preferential clause was not prim- 
arily and exclusively for England 
alone, and eyentually 
cluding the United States, might bo in- 
cluded in it. Both Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Sir Louis Dayiles had given their 
opinions that the German and Belgian 
treaties did not apply to Canada; and 
yet, despite these views, the treaties were 
denounced in order to assist in the free- 
dom of Canadian trade. ‘This was Can- 
ada’s humiliation. Haying declined to 
admit certain countries which, under the 
fayored nation clauses, were entitled to 
the beneflts of a reciprocal tariff, this 
country was compelled to throw down the 
barriers and allow those countries to 
share the benofits of the reciprocal tariff. 
An attempt had been sedulously made to 
lead the British people to believe that 
preferences were being given to them 
alone. Not only had Britain and fayored 
nation countrios been allowed in, but the 
Government had gone further and admit- 
ted Japan and the Netherlands to the 
benefits of the reciprocal tariff, although 
these countries were not entitled to it. 
This boasted tariff gave privileges to nine- 
tenths of the foreign countries of the 
world, and withheld it from nine-tonths 
of the sister colonies, all in the name of 
kinship and Imperial union, (Conserva- 
tive cheers. ) 

Regarding tariff reductions he read 
over the new tariff, and asked, after 
quoting each item of 80, 85 or 40 per 
oent,, amid Opposition laughter, ‘Is 
that u revenue tariff?’’ The truth was, 
the only pledge the Liberals fulfilled had 
hurt business, and if business was pros- 
perous it was because they had broken 
thelr election promises to destroy’ proteo- 
tion. 

Abandonment of Principles. 

Ho proceeded to score the Government 
upon the abandonment of their high 
principles whon in Opposition, and the 
shameful oyil of members sitting in the 
House with promises of office in their 
pookets. Mr. MoMullen for yoars had do 
olared against these promises, promises 
never fulfilled, and yet Mr. Bertram said 
the Government had implemented all 
their pledges. Ministers were paragons of 
purity in opposition, and apostles of cor- 
ruption when in office. He quoted from 
the opinions of Members Douglas, Oliver, 
Richardson and others regarding the 
tariff, these stating that the tariff of last 
year was only un instalment, and yet Mr. 
Bertram had declared in favor “of tariff 
iinality, and no word of protest came 
from Ottawa Mr, Bertram also had the 
andacity to say that every pledge had 


gen carried out by the Government in 
@ face of protests from the Liperar press 


and liberal public men; that the Goyern 
ment had failed to reduce expenditure, to 
reduce the number of Cabinot seats, couse 
bonusing railways by cash and lands, and 
to consulf Parliament on all important 
matters. 

The Various Railway Deals. 

Take the matter of railway bonuses, 
regarding which Sir Richard had said 
they were at one with the Patrons, what 
was their record in this respect? Tho 
Bale dos Chalours operated for alx months 
ata loss to help a bye election; Drum 
mond County deal ut o oapitalized cost 
of seven millions; Crow's Nost doal at a 
cost of two millions more than the Con 
servatives could have got the railway for.

Turning onee more to the Yukon Rall 
way deal, Mr, Foster protested that sec 
reoy and mystery were its chief factors to 
date, In the face of Parliament assombl 
ing within ton days, a rush and a rout Js 
made to carry the thing through 

“And worse than all,"’ continued Mr. 
Poster, ‘an attempt is made to foist upon 
the country a monopoly in two clauses 
which are roprehensible from beginning 
to end. And then, what I consider is the 
strongest prima facile casougainst the doal 
1s this: That for a railway 150 miles in 
longth—a bridge standing between two 
great routes of travel over which tens 
and hundreds of thousands of travelers 
must go and come, is placod under the 
watch and ward of two gentlemen with a 
monopoly for ten and flyo years, and with 
a subsidy more to be considered and of 
grayer moment than a money subsidy 
taken from the pockets of the people, a 
subsidy which consists of the pick of 
three und three-quarter millions of acres 
of placer and quartz mining territory in 
what is supposed to be the richest of all 
gold countries under the sun. 

The Worst Possibilitios to Be Feared. 

“This is the prima facle case; thore 
must be something very strong that has 
not yet been given to the House which 
can overthrow that case. As itlooks now, 
it is by all odds the most daring, the 
worst and the fullest of possibilities for 
widespread corruption, of any schome 
that has ever been placed before this or 
any other House of Commons, and as we 
look upon if now I am bound to denounce 
it, a8 a member of this House who is 
zealous that Parliament shall not be 
robbed of the privileges which it costs so 
inuch to gain, as a member who dovs not 
wish to be a mere registering machine 
for the secret compacts of the Goyern- 
ment; who does not wish to pub into the 
hands of two men, however reputable 
they may be, the highly auriferous de- 
posits of the richest gold country in the 
world.’’ 

Mr. Foster added that, unless the Goy- 
ernmont had dynamite under those papers 
explaining the contract, or could show 
some overwhelming reason for its con- 
summation, he must state that the prima 
facie cause was a bad one. 

Sir Richard Replies, 

Sir Richard Cartwright replied. He 
began somewhat in his old-time banter- 
ing style, by alluding with feigned sym- 
pathy to what he considered the family 
dissontions in the Tory party, as eyi- 
denced by the speech of Mr, W, F, Mac- 
lean. Indeed, Sir Richard quite forgaye 
Sir Charles Tupper his long speech for 
the sake of his peroration and the signal 
to it, Then he thought Mr. Foster rather 
gave himself away in the matter of the 
authorship of the ‘‘Onlooker’’ articles in 
the Citizen, There was a rumor that Mr, 
Foster was conspiring to oust Sir Charles 
from the leadership, but he would warn 
the hon. gentleman that it would prove 
a ‘barren victory.'’ Moreoyer, he could 
say of Sir Charles, that ‘Tho’ old, he's 
a tartar, and not inclined to be a mar- 


ty.” 

Continuing, Sir Rio talked of 
the disclosures of 1891 And pointed out 
that the new tariff only came into effect at 
tho end of the tenth month of the fiscal 
year 1807, so it was unfair to say it had 
reduced the year’s imports from England. 

Sir Richard, in conclusion, pointed out 
that the Government had already been 
able to reduce expenditure on the post- 
office, hoped to be able to make the Inter- 
colonial Railway pay, would reduce the 
interest on the public debt, endeayor to 
increaso the population, and in these 
ways hoped to be able to reduce the bur- 
dons of the peeple. 

Sir C. H ‘Tupper followed at some 
longth on the Quebec conference of 1887, 
and then turned to British Columbia 
affairs, emphasizing the impatience of 
Americans in Canada being treated as our 
people were treated in the States, both as 
rogards mining laws and coasting laws. 
He did not think Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
ill-advised uttere.c_s on preferential trade 
would kill the moyement. In closing, he 
‘ited from a speech of Mr. Chamberlain 
to show that even the Colonial Secretary 
was aware that what had been done to 
make Canada a nation had been accom- 
plished by the Conservative party, al- 
though opposed by the gentlemen now in 
vower ab every advance, (Cheers. ) 

Mr. Dayin moved the adjournment of 
tho debate and the House adjourned at 
11.45 pan

How an English Onstle Was Attacked Iv 
the Fifteenth Century. 

Sir John Fastolf had by his will de- 
vised his castle, callad Osister, to John 
Paston. Aw a fortifloation, it was an 
excellent defense against foreign invad- 
ers, and as a residence it was worthy of 
royalty itself. In fact, the Duke of 
Gloster, afterward Richard III, at one 
time contemplated making it his abode. 
While Paston was trying to establiak 
his title in the courts the Duke of Nor: 
folk purohased a pretended claim to it, 
and sought to gain possession by force. 
The Pastons did not propose to yield 
though the duke was then probably the 
most powerful noble in England, and 
John Paston was his liveried servant. 
Four profossional soldiers were sent up 
from London to aid in the defense. 
They are described as ‘‘provyd men, 
conning in werr and van wel sohote 
both gonnes and corossbowes and devyse 
bolwerkys and keep wacche and warde, 
They be sadde and wel advysed, saving 
on of them, whyche is ballyd (bald) but 
yit hoisno brawler, Ye shall fynd them 
gontylmanly comfortable fellowes, and 
that they dare abyde by ther taklyng.’’ 

Young John Paston, aided by these 
four and by a handful of personal friends 
and followers, held the oastle for several 
wooks against a siege conducted by the 
duke’s army of 3,000 men. By the 
termu of the final surrender the besieged 
were allowed their lives and goods, 
horses and harness, and « respite for 15 
days, in which to go where they pleased. 
They reported that they were forced to 
purrender by “‘lak of vitayl, gonepow- 
dyr, menys herts and surete of resoue."’ 
Hdward [VY had refrained from interfer- 
ing in this extraordinary contest, be- 
cause the troubles with Warwiok were 
Kathering thickly about him, and the 
Mowbrays were too necessary to be gafe- 
ly offended.—Sewauee Review.

THE TRADE OF THE EMPIRE. 


The Review of Reviews summerizes an 
article written by Mr. Mutua, the 
eminent English statistician, on the trade 
of the Empire. It runs thus :— 


“That the trade of the colonies, compar- 
ed with ten years ago, has risen 8 per cent. 


“ That their trade with Great Britain has 
Increased 2 per cent.; with foreign coun- 
tries, 30 per cent.

Some of our contemporaries look upon 
these figures as. an evidence of Britain's 
continued supremacy in trade. Such it 
may be to a great extent, but not so greut 
4s it should be. What will strike one as 
singular is that, while the trade of the 
Colonies during the past ten years with 
Great Britain has grown but 2 per cent., it 
has swollen to 30 per cent. with foreign 
countries ; and that while Colonial exports 
to Great Britain havo increased 12 per cent. 
they have risen to 32 percent. with foreign 
countries. Why should this be? Eng: 
land has all the advantages of cheap labor 
and free trade. While foreign countries 
may have just as cheap labor, they have 
most of them high protective tariffs, which 
have to be met when colonial goods seek 
an entry to their markets, yet the trade 
with the protected countries by tho 
Colonies exceed that with free trade Eng- 
land by 20 per cent. 

It will also be noted that the consump- 
tion of British goods during the same 
period has decreased by some six millions 
of pounds sterling, equal to nearly $30,- 
000,000, while the consumption of foreign 
goods has increased by ten millions of 
pounds sterling, or about $50,000,000, in

Mr. Healy proposed Mr, Edmund Vesey 
Knox, member for the City of London- 
derry, as chariman, and Mr. Michael 
Dayitt proposed Mr. John Dillon, who 
was elected by a vote of 84 to 14, 

The Queen's Speech. 

The Queen's speech was as follows: 

My Lords and Gentlemen,— My relations 
with the other powers continue friendly. 
The negotiations between the Sultan of 
Turkey and the King of Greece haye been 
brought to a conclusion by the signature 
of a treaty of peace, under which the ter- 
ritorial relations between the two powers 
are practically unchanged. : 

The question of the autonomous govy- 
ernment of the Island of Crete has ocou- 
pied the attention of the powers. The 
difficulty of arriving at a unanimous 
agreement on some points has unduly 
protracted the deliberations, but I hope 
these obstacles will before long be sur- 
mounted, 

Intelligence which is apparently trust- 
worthy was reosiyed of tho intention of 
the Khalifa to advance against tho Egyp- 
tian army in the Soudan, and I haye 
therefore given directions that a contin- 
gent of British troops should be despatch- 
ed to Berber to the assistance of His High- 
ness the Khedive, 

I have concluded a treaty of friendship 
and commerce with His Majesty the Em- 
peror of Abyssinia. 

Depression in West Indies, 


The report of the commission I appoint- 
ed in December, 1896, to inquire into the 
condition of certain of my West Indian 
colonies has conclusively established the 
existence of seyere depression in those 
colonies, caused by the bravy fall in the 
price of sugar, which is mainly attributed 
to the reduction in the cost of production 
and the great increase in its extent of 
recont years, But the fall has been arti- 
ficially stimulated by the system of 
bounties to producers and manufacturers 
of beet sugar maintained in many Euro- 
pean States, There are signs of growing 
opinion in these States that this system 
is injurious to the general interests of 
their population, and communications are 
now in progress between my Goyernmont 
and the Government principally con- 
cerned, with a view to a conference on 
the subject, which, I trust, may result in 
the abolition of the bounties, 

In the meantime measures will be pro- 
posed to you for the relief of the immo- 
diate necessities of the West Indian col- 
onies, for encouraging other industries 
and for assisting those engaged in sugar 
cultivation to tide over the present crisis. 

The Indian Troubles. 


On the northwestern border of my Indian 
Empire an organized outbreak of fanati- 
cism, which spread in tho summer along 
the frontier, induced many of the tribes 
to break their engagements with my Goy- 
ornment, to attack the military posts in 
their vicinity, and oven to inyade the 
settled districts of my territory, I was 
compelled to send expeditions against the 
offending tribes, for the punishment of 
the outrages and to insure peace in the 
future, A portion of the Afridi tribos 
haye not yet accepted the terms offered 
them, but elsewhere the operations haye 
been brought to a very successful close. 
The courage and endurance oxhibited by 
my troops, British and native, have over- 
come almost insuperable difliculticsin the 
country in which they were operating; 
but I have to deplore tho loss of many 
valuable liyes, both amongs! my own 
troops and those whose seryicos were yol- 
untarily and loyally placed at my disposal 
by the native princes of my Indian Km- 
pire. 

The Plague and Famine. 


The rest of the speech deals with the 
recrudescence of the plague and says: 
“Although the mortality is less alarming 
than in 1897 it is still such as to cause 
anxiety, and no effort will be spared to 
mitigate it."' 

Her Majesty then rejoices at the fact 
that the famine is ended, excopt ina 
small tract of Madras, and says thero is 
reason to anticipate @ prosperous yoar, 
both for agriculture and commerce, 
throughout India. 

The Estimates and Legislation. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons— 
Tho estimates which will be laid before 
you have been framed with the utmost 
desire for economy; but, in view of the 
enormous armaments now maintained by 
other nations, the duty of providing for 
the defence of the Empire inyolves an 
expenditure beyond former precodent 

Dealing with the proposed legislation 
the Speech from the Throne saya moasuros 
will be introduced for the organization of 
system of local goyernmagnt in Lreland, 
substantially similar to Great Britain's; 
to seoure tho inoroased strongth and 
ollicionoy of the army, among the present 
conditions of military service; to enable

HOUSE ON THE CONTRACT.

The Minister of Railways De- 
fends His Reckless Bargain. 





He Admits That He Was Not Aware of 
What He Was Committing the Govern- 
ment to—-Humiliating Position of the 
Minister of Railways, Hon. Mr. Blair— 
A United States Tollgate on This 
“All-Canadian”’ Route. 


Ottawa, Feb. 9.—The Stikine Railway 
contract was the piece de resistance in 
the House yestorday. One thing the dis- 
cussion clearly brought out, and Mr. 
Blair, unfortunately for the country, had 
to admit it, the boasted all-Canadian 
route is not all-Canadian, and that, on 
tho contrary, Canadians will be at the 
meroy of American customs officials when 
they come to transfer from ocean steam- 
ers to Stikine River craft at Wrangel, the 
American port at the month of the river. 

Mr. Blair spoke lengthily and warmly 
on his subject. He claimed that the dis- 
covyerios of gold in the Yukon necossitated 
prompt action on the part of the Goyern- 
ment. It was estimated that from 50,000 
to 250,000 people would be making their 
way out to the Yukon this year. That 
meant transportation of from 60,000 to 
250,000 tons of supplies, if all the mon 
were to be fed. Under those cireumstan- 
ces, the Goyernmont thought it inoum- 
bent upon them to take the question up 
immediately and not wait for Parliament 
to meet. The Teslin Lake route was the 
route of five routes that was adopted. To 
use if ocean steamers will go as far as 
Fort Wrangel. 

Mr. Foster—And in 
Fort Wrangel? 

“In territory claimed by the United 
States,’ answered Mr. Blair. 

“'Then,’’ pursued Mr. Foster, ‘will the 
customs regulations of the United States 
not apply to transhipment at that port?”’ 

Mr, Blair did not know. 

Aftor some cross-questioning, Mr. Blair 
proceeded to discuss the terms of the 
contract in detail, 

On the land grant, Mr. Blair asked: 
What was 10,000 or 100,000 acres com- 
pared to the millions of «acres of gold 
lands in the Yukon? Only small souls 
would stick at a small thing like thaf. 
Irresponsible people talked of this sub- 
sidy being worth $50,000,000, but would 
not buy a bond of the company at 90. He 
hoped the company would make money 
out of it; hoped they would succeed in 
spite of the Opposition, who wrote to the 
newspaper as ‘‘Onlooker,’’ and who, 

when not engaged in trappling like a 
vestry clork over a tiye-dollay expenditure, 
Yas slandering better men than he ever 

tared to bo. “I haven't,’ ho said, ‘a

Mr. I. Diamond inquired if there were 
not children attending the Central School 
from outside the city who are not paying 
fees?’ He knew of some poor children just 
outside the city who could not attend the 
city schools, owing to being in indigent 
circumstances. If there were others at- 
tending without paying, he would suggest 
that those referred to by him should also 
be allowed to attend one of the city 
schools, 

The Secretary-Treasurer said he had had 
some difficulty in getting the teachers to 
report non-residents, He only knew of 
one case where non-residents were attend- 
ing withont paying dues. 

Mr. I. Diamond inquired what had been 
done about having the frame containing the 
Governor General's medal hung up. 


The Chairman said arrangements had 
been made to hang it in the Council 
Chamber.

THE PAY OF PARLIAMENTS. 
“— 


Bocrs Get the Largest Salaries, But Many 
Other Logislators Are Quite Well Of, 


So far as payments in bh #J oash go, 
the brawny burghers of tho Transvaal aré 
decidedly the bust off. Quite recently the 
Boor Parliament incroased the salaries of 
its mombers to $6,000 a year for oxch in- 
dividual, as they can very eusily afford te 
do, when one remembers the big tax tolls 
which the unfranchised Uitlanders are 
compelled to pay. 

Great Britain, as every student knows, 
gives her inembers of Parliament no sal- 
aries, although Goyernment officials for 
tho time being are royally pald. The 
First Lord of the Treasury recelyes $25,- 
000, as also do the Foreign, Home, Colon: 
ial, Indian, and War secretaries. The 
Lord Chancellor receives $50,000 per an: 
num, But for the M.P. who does not 
hold office there is naught save honor, 
ISvon the ola privileges of not being liable 
to arrest for debt while an M.P. has boen 
abolished. 

The British colonies, however, do not 
follow the example of the mother coun: 
try. Now Sonth Wales and Victoria allow 
thoir M.P.’s $1,500 per annum, Canada 
and South Australia $1,000, with an ad- 
ditional mileage rate for the former, 
and Queensland $750, with mileage. New 
Zoaland representatives get $1,200. 

France gives its Senators and Deputies 
$1,800, but there is a ‘‘string’’ to this 
salary which might be tried elsewhere, 
in Vienna, for instance, with good effect, 
Any member who is twice called to order 
during a sitting forfeits half his salary 
for two weoks. Cases exist where certain 
flery rench Deputies have lost their en 
tivo your's allowance in this manner. 

Belgium grants members of the Repre- 
sentatives’ chamber $800 a year and 
passes on the railroads, but curiously 
enough makes its Senators work for noth: 
ing and pay their own traveling expenses, 

In tho realms of, the little Queen of 
Holland members of the Upper Honse are 
paid a sum equal to about $4.18 por divi 
for each session, but since they meet only 
on thirty or thirty-two days in tho year 
thoy cannot bo said to clearmuch. In the 
socond chamber $880 per annum, with a 
traveling grant of 27 cents forevery hour 
spont on thy railroad, are the allowances, 
Absentee Dutch lawglivers forfelt their 
silivios, whothor their absence be oaused 
by illness or not.

Upon Opponentsa—The Koutine, 


Ottawa, Fob, 10.—The House took its 
first night off yosterday. Tho debate on 
the address is not disposed of, but as 


nearly every logislator was at Klondike 
Ogilvio’s lecture at the Russell Theatre it 
was decided to adjourn. Tho proceedings 
in the House were quiet, soveral bills be- 
ingg introduced, and then Mr, Dayin said 
his say on the address. 

Bills Introduced. 

Dr, Roid introduced his bill to regulate 
freight rates on railways, and Mr. ‘Taylor 
his alion labor bill. Mr. ‘Taylor, in ex- 
planation of his bill, said that for several 
years he had introduced ao similar meas- 
uro. Session before last he had dropped 
his bill at the Premier's request, and 
upon his promise that at the next session 
the Government would introduce a bill 
similar in all respects to the American 
Act. Mowover, when last session came 
round, if was found that the Government 
had put up Mr. Cowan (Liberal, Essex) 
to introduce a bill similar to his, and 
both were referred toa committee. The 
compromise measure Mr, Taylor had pro- 
tested against as unworkable, and so it 
had proved. He would like to know in 
how many cases alions had been prevent- 
ed'from working in Canada under that 
bill, He now introduced a bill such as the 
Government had proposed, An exact copy 
of the United States alien labor law was 
what the workingmen of Canada wanted 
and he hoped the House would pass it. 
(Applause. ) 

The bill was read a first time, as was 
also Mr, Penny's bill to make Federal 
election days statutory holidays. 

Mr. MoMullen’s bill to authorize the 
appointment of a Board of Civil Service 
Supervisors was read a first time. 

Bills by Mr, Penny toamend the crim- 
inal code, respecting cruelty to animals, 
and by Mr. Britton, also to amend the 
criminal code, in respect of corroborative 
evidence, and for appeals for new trials. 
Mr. Britton’s bill, if carried, will strike 
out of the criminal code the section un- 
dor which Mrs. Sternaman was granted 
a new trial. 


An Important Omission. 


Upon the orders of the day being called 
Sir Charles Tupper drew the Goyern- 
mont’s attention to the fact that the Yu- 
kon Railway bill was characterized by an 
important omission. The object of sup- 
porters of the measure was to provide ar 
all-Canadian route. It was therefore neces- 
sary that it should be stipulated in the 
bill that the charter would not pass into 
the hands of foreigners. 

The Premier could not promise further 
than that the matter would be considered 
by the Government, ° 

Mr. Davin Resumes the Debate, 

Mr. Davin, amidst bountiful applause, 
resumod tho debate on tho address, The 
debate was a most remarkable one. Two 
strong arraignments had been preferred 
against the Goyernment by the Opposi- 
tion, but the replies had merely partaken 
of the nature of playful badinage. Either 
this was trifling with the House, or the 
Government had no answer to make. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Dayin was alluding to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s promises of tariff reduction 
made to the Northwest farmers, when he 
observed Mr. Sifton’s absence from the 
chamber and remarked upon it. 

“Oh, he’s out reading Dan Rose’s 
book,’’ said a member. ‘‘Dan Rose's 
book!’’ ejaculated Mr. Davin. ‘‘Not he; 
he is out silently dreaming of the golden 
guerdon that is to come from the Klon- 
dike as a result of arrangements now 
being made. Dan Rose's{book forsooth! 
It is the narrow neck clams that give 
appetite for the feast to come.’’ (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Proceeding to deal with the tariff, Mr. 
Dayin quoted from the past declarations 
of the Liberals to show how shamelessly 
they had violated their pledges not only 
as to the tariff, but in all their profes- 
sions, inckiding promises of economy and 
purity. This Klondike deal had all the 
appearance of an enormous trust. There 
were millions in it for more than one; it 
was a scheme to get the money wherein 
to pay the expenses of the last Dominion 
election, which were still due. Yes, and 
possibly something in it, too, for Hardy 
(Laughter.) Talk of redeoming the 
pledge of purity; why, 
Cabinet, and at its head, Mr. Tarte, who 
so loved Mr, Greenshields for giving him 
$80,000 out of the Drummond County 
deal to buy a paper with, and who was 
not ashamed of his evidence at the Gron- 
jer trial. And Sir Wilfrid Laurier had 
taken into his Cabinet a gentleman with 
a ten years’ record of corruption in New 
Brunswick and given him a department 
in which he can plunge his arms, not to 
the elbows, but to the shoulders, in the 
public funds, Sir Wilfrid's poor virtue of 
clean fingers would not saye him from 
responsibility for his colleaguo’s act. 

The vacillating character of the Pro- 
mier's political opinions and his natural 
desire to please upon all occasions were 
dealt with humorously by the member for 
Assiniboia. He believed, he said, that if

London, Feb. 10.—Lord Salisbury, in 
his speech in the House of Lorda yoster- 
day, said that the Warl of Kimberley, in 


his speech, had repoatedly warnod the 
Government against the dangors of ox 
cessive acquisition Lord Salisbury de 
olaved that ho heartily conourred with 
the noble Karl, and added: 


*T believe there isdanger in our public 
opinion of & reaction to the doctrine of 80 
or 40 yoars ago, when it was thought that 





it wus our duty to fight everybody and 
take overything. I think that a very dan- 
doetrine, not merely because we 
would thoroby Wxcite othor nations against 
us—and the reputation we are now en- 
joying in Europo is not by any moans 
pleasant or advyantageous—but because 
thoro is @ much more serious danger of 
ovoertaxing our strength. 

‘However strong wo may be, there is 
a point beyond which our strength doos 
not go. It is courage and wisdom to ex- 
ort that strength to its attainable Mmit, 
but madness and ruin to pass it. It is of 
extrome importance that we do not allow 
party feolings to prevent the discoyering 
and folloowing of the narrow lines that 
Roparate undue concessions and undue 
terror from the rashness which, more 
than once in history, has been the tuin 
of nations as great and as powerful as 
ourselyes."’

France Ahead as Regards Madagascar. 

Lord Salisbury admitted that France 
had got the better of England as regards 
Madagascar. He said that the Wrench 
armies had invaded the island with the 
avowed intention of maintaining the pro- 
tectorate. If they had adhered to their 
intention the British treaties with the 
Queen of Madagascar would hayoe been 
safe, but when the French were masters 
of the situation, they suddenly changeed 
the protectorate to annexation, and with 
the latter the British fell. Lord Salisbury 
repudiated responsibility for this condi- 
tion of affairs, declaring that if there was 
any responsibility, it belonged to the 
Gladstone Goyernment for allowing the 
French to invade Madagascar. 

Lord Salisbury added: ‘‘The real truth 
is, we have ground for discontent with 
the treatment we haye received 4t the 
hands of the French Government. We 
haye protested against it very strongly. 
We conceiye that the adverse tariff now 
being inflicted upon us is one which the 
French Goyernment, according to the 
ordinary rules of international amity, is 
not entitled to enforce. I do not know 
whether the Earl of Kimberley blames me 
for not having gone further. I do not 
think he doees, but I do not conceal in 
the least my impression of the manner 
in which the French Goyernment has set 
aside its clear pleages as to the purpose 
of the expedition to Madagascar.”’ 


BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 





Michael Davitt’s Amendment Which 
Proposes Relief for Ireland. 


London, Feb, 10.—The debate on the 
address, in reply to the Speech from the 
Throne, was resumed in the House of 
Comnfons yesterday. Mr. Michael Davitt, 
member for South Mayo, moved an 
amendment, calling attention to the dis- 
tress in Ireland and the failure of tho 
potato crop. The motion was seconded 
by Mr. John P. Hayden, momber for 
South Roscommon, and was supported by 
Mr. John Dillon, chairman of the Irish 
Parliamentary Party, and member for 
Kast Mayo, who said the misery in Ire- 
land was a scandal to the Goyernment. 
Mr. Dillon added that the distress was 
aggravated by evictions of the starying, 
and he called upon the Government for 
immediate comprehensive proposals for 
the relief of the sufferers, 

After Messrs. Plunket, Redmond and 
Healy had spoken, Mr. Gerald Balfour, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, denied that 
the Government had been slow to recog- 
nize the distness in Ireland. He fully 
acknowledged the situation was grave 
and called for excoptional measures, and 
defended the relief measures adopted. 


Japan Wants the Money. 


London, Feb. 10.—A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Nagasaki, says: ‘The 
British fleet now at Chemulpo will go to 
Nagasaki to-morrow (Thursday)."’ 

The Pekin correspondent of the ‘Times 
says: ‘‘The Japanese Minister, M. Yano 
Funio, regretfully intimates to the T'sung- 
Li-Yamen the inability of his Govyern- 
ment, haying regard to the obligations 
contracted by Japan to grant an exten- 
sion of the time for payment of the Chi- 
nose indemnity, 

“Though no official statement has been 
issued, the negotiations for a loan from 
British sources are regarded as having 
failed.’’ 


Our Trade With Britain. 


Lontion, Feb. 10.—The Canadian tariff 
is seemingly ‘beginning to affect Anglo- 
Canadian trade. During January imports 
from Canada increased £147,682, or 82 per 
cent,, compared with January, 1897. The 
ohief increases were: Animals £7,000, 
wheat £35,000, wheat flour £4,000, bacon 
£4,000, butter £8,000, cheese £86,000, ogee 
£2,000 and fish £78,000. The decreases 
were: Wood £18,000 and hams £5,000. 
The exports to Canada increased nearly 7 
per cent. 





The Chinese Loan Falls Through. 

Pekin, Feb. 10.—The idea of a loan on 
either British or Russian guarantee hag 
been definitely abandoned. The failure of 
the British negotiations, with such fayor- 
able terms, seems due to diplomatic 
bungling, and it is the opinion here that 
diplomacy is urgently needed, 


Krugor Elected. 
Pretoria, Tranavaal Republic, Feb. 10, 
—Paul Kruger has been ro-vlected Pre- 
sident of the South African Republic.

RAY’S NERVE SAVED HIM 


And Also Proserved the Property of 
Trading Companies at Fort 
Yukon, Alaska, 


Washington, Fob. 10.—Habard Wells, 
the special courler who brought Captain 
Ray’s despatches from the Yukon, reached 
Washington last evening. He did not 
bring the full copy of the despatches, 
these haying been expressed by General 
Merriam from Seattle. Speaking to an 
Associated Pross reporter, Mr. Wells said: 
“Toannot properly say anything as to 
Oaptain Ray's report, but I can say that 
IT left him in «a rather critical position, 
and the sooner the Government gets sup- 
port in to him the better. Captain Ray 
had only one man with him, Lieut. Rich- 
ardson. ‘They reached Fort Yukon some- 
what ahead of a mob of between 80 and 
100 of the toughest men that could be 
picked out of Dawson and when I left the 
Captain he was standing off this mob 
from the provision caches, largely by vir- 
tue of his nerve. 

‘When the food panic struck Dawson 
this mob of toughs left for ‘Fort Yukon, 
knowing that the Weare Company and 
the Aluska Commercial Company each 
had a cache of proyisions there. The Daw- 
son men intended to appropriate these 
supplies and let the rest ot the camp shift 
for itself. Captain Ray learned of this 
und he posted himself at one end of the 
cache, while Lieut. Richardson guarded 
the other, -They were in uniform. The 
mob tackled the Captain first and ordered 
him to give up. He refused and fora 
time it looked as though there would be 
shooting, but between his uniform and 
nerye, the mob was overawed. 

“Ray thon established himself asa sort 
of military dictator, superintended the 
sule and distribution of provisions and 
will make an account to the companies 
when it is all over. When I left he had 
the support of about 60 of the decent ele- 
ment, and there are about 600 of the bet- 
ter element there also, buta few bad men 
in a place of that sort can usually make 
trouble and run things if they get started. 

‘‘As to provisions, the people will need 
the Government relief by the time it 
reaches them, but there is no reason it 
should not get in all right. I came out 
by the White Pass, and the road is good, 
though the Dyea trail has recently been 
buried by a big snow slide. 

“One thing cannot be too strongly im- 
pressed on those who contemplate joining 
the spring rush. Major Walsh, the Cana- 
dian commissioner, will allow no man 
over on Canadian soil who does not bring 
1,000 pounds of provisions. To start with- 
out that will be to turn back.”’

BARRIOS MURDERED. 


Guatemala’s Chief Official Assassinated— 
The Vice-President in the Chair— 
No Details Yet Received. 


Washington, Feb. 10.—Senor Lazo 
Arriaga, the Guatemalan Minister to the 
United States, yesterday afternoon re- 
ceived an official cablegram from the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of Guatemala 
announcing the assassination of President 
Barrios and the succession to the Presi- 
dency of First Vice-President Manuel 
Estrada Cabrera. No details whatever 
were given. The despatch came from 
Guatemala City, the capital, where Presi- 
dent Barrios has lived and the Goyern- 
ment departments are carried on, It 
added that entire calm prevails. This last 
assurance, coupled with the immodiate 
succession of the First Vice-President, in 
accordance with the constituitional 
methods of the country, is a special 
sourco of gratification to the officials of 
the Guatemalan Legation here. The new 
President, Mr. Cabrera, is .a man of 
prominence in Guutoumula, and is one of 
two chosen by the Congress to fill the 
Presidency in case of a vacancy. 








General D. Jose Ma Reyna Barrios, 
President of the Republic of Guatemala, 
was born in San Marios iu 1859, 89 years 
ago. He was a nephew of the former 

sident, Justo Rufino Barrios, who was 
illed in 1885. The General was educated 
abroad, and after his collegiate course he 
made a trip around the world. In his 
ideas he was always liberal, and when 
the Conservatiye party was ousted, he 
clearly adhered to his uncle’s principles. 
In the ensuing war of federation the 
purport of which was unification of tho 
Central American States, tho General 
was placed in command of a division of 
the Liberal troops. During the war of 
1885, when his uncle, the President, was 
killed, the General succeeded him as com- 
mander of the forces. Later, when Presi- 
derit Barrillas was in control, he banished 
the young General from Guatemala, and 
he went direct to California and resided 
fp San Francisco for about a year, 

Nine years ago General Barrios was 
Consul in Hamburg Germany, In 1895 
General Barrios succeeded Barillas as 
Prosident, his term of office being six 

ears, expiring in March of this yoar. 
Fast year he publicly declared himself 
dictator of Guatemala, and from all re- 
ports he enjoyed tho fullest confidence of 
his party. His partisans say that under 
his administration the country prospered 
and developed extensively, but his ene- 
mies claimed tho contrary.

Quaint Story of the Travels of the Pleoes 
ef Gold That One of the Three Wise 
Infant 


Men of the Kast Gave to the 


Jouuse—Uletory of the Much-Traveled 

Meney. 

The 6th of January was 4 marked day 
in the calendar of mediaeval times, for 
upon jt-fell-the Feast of the Epiphany— 
the most popular of Christian festivals 
Christmas day only exoepted. All good 


ohurohmen know that the word Mpiphany 


meaning the ‘‘appoaring''—has «refer 
ence to the star which guided the ‘'three 
wise men'’ to the caye-stablo at Bothlo- 


hen twelve days after the birth of the 
holy ohild. 

Tradition says that they were throo 
Kings—their names, Melobior, Balthayir, 
and Gaspar—the one an Arablan, a ce- 
scendant of Shem; the sooond, an Wgyp: 
tian, of the race of Ham, and the third, 
Japhot's, representative—typical of the 
world-wide homage to be paid to the in- 
carnate Jehovah, 

‘Three Kings the King of Kings three 
gifts did bring.’’ Melohior presonted gold 
in recognition of the sovereignty of the 
babe; Gaspar, frankinoonse, in acknowl- 
edgmont ef his divinity, and Balthayar, 
myrrh, as typical of his human life— 
destined to be so full of bitterness. 

Of the gold offered by Melchior, 
is, according to ancient logend, a vory 
curious history. Originally coined by 
‘Lerah, the father of Abraham, the money 
waa given by him to his son upon his 
departure from the land of the Chaldeca, 
It is stated in the Koran—adopted from 
Mosopotamean traditions—that the patri- 
arch was forced into exile on account of 
his monotheistic conyictions, and because 
ho would not engage in his father's busi- 
noas, which was the manufacture of idols 
of gold and silver. These idols were of 
the ynoon-god, ‘'Sin’’—whence the name 
of tho highest mountain of the reglon— 
Sinai. The money givyon by ‘Terah to 
Abraham Was noxt used for the purchase 
of the Gaye of Macpelah of Ephron. the 
Hittite. 

When Joseph’s brethren sold him to the 
Ishmaclites thoy recelyed these identical 
plodos of gold in paymont—so runs the 
logend—whith thoy afterward paid to 
Joseph, when driyen, in time of famine, 
to buy corn in Egypt. Upon the death of 
Jucob, Joseph sent the money to the land 
of Sheba to buy splices; wherewith to em- 
balm the body of his fathor, and thoy 
romdined in the Royal’ Treasury until 
tlie Queen of Sheba made her famous yisit 
td Soloitnon, Wwhon, among other gifts, she

THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 





The Weekly Sun—the official organ of 


'| the Patrons—says in its last issue ; 


The Province of Ontario has adopted this 
plan of paying railway bonuses. The 
practice is to grant a subsidy of $3,000 per 
mile. This is paid by banding to the rail- 
way certificates extending over forty years 
that the Government will pay on the pre- 
sentation of each certificate $139.72. ‘he 
railway receiving these certificates sells 
them in the open market, and thus raises 
the onount of its subsi }: The sum of 
$1J,U2 is made up of principal, interest and 
sinking fund. e total payment for each 
mile of railway over the whole period of 
forty para is about.$5,600.. The process is 
one o pera the subsidy at a cost of 
32,600 a mile. It is further arranged that 
the Government will, when possible, pay 
out of current rece{pts these certificates as 
they mature. When that cannot be done, 
power is given roissue what are called 
annuities, payable in a similar way during 
a period of forty years. Whateyer may be 
said by way of excuse, itis ciear that the 
system is not xoally different from that of 
borrowing money by the sale of bonds. The 
amount of debt for railway aid certificates 
and annuities now amounts to $5,084,223. 
The wisdom of going into debt to assist 
railways is doubtful. The policy should be 
adopted that the Province wili fe within 
its yearly income. 


As Treasurer Harcourt states the surplus 
of Ontario’s assets over ‘liabilities pre- 
sently payable” at $5,258,324, it is appar- 


» The complaint made by Mr. Whitney | ent that Mr. Harcourt has been guilty of 


and his followers regarding the school 
books is that these books cost more than 
they should. Itis claimed that, if the 
publishing of the school books was left open 
to competition among publishing companies 
the cost would be very largely reduced. The 
present Minister of Education refuses to 
make any change, and the people zo on 
paying out their money for school books to 
_ benefit the publishers and school book 
compilers, who are friendly to the Gov- 
érnment. Mr. Henry Macklin, speaking 
_ fecently in London, presented the condi- 
_ ton of affairs very forcibly when he made 
the following statement, showing the result 
"of the school book monopoly : 

The First Part Reader was sold at 10 
cents ; the cost was 4.57 cents. 

The Second Part sold at 15 cents; the 
cost was 5.94 cents. 

The Second Book sold for 25c, and cost 

10.77 cents. 
The Third book sold for 35 cents, an 
cost 13.69 cents. , 

The Fourth Book sold for 45 cents, and 
cost 15.82 cents. 

_ | The price to the consumer of these books 
was $1.30, and they only cost 60.79 cents. 

If these books had been sold by the pub- 
lishers to the trade at 20 per cent. profit 
on the cost of production, end retailed at 

20 per cent. profit on the fair price named, 
that is tosay 7 cents for the First Bock 
and 80 on in proportion for the other books, 
there would be a difference of 30 per cent. 
remaining in the pockets of the parents of 
the school children of Ontario. 

These five readers were soli under the 
Ross arrangement at 30 por cent. higher 
than under a common business arrange- 
ment, 

Mr. Macklin estimated the cost to the 
Parents at this extortion during the past 
ten years, and found that on the First, 
Second, Third and Fourth books alone they 
havo had to pay at least $489,000, and be- 
sides these readers other books were sub- 
Ject to exorbitant charges. 

The Canada Publishing Company had a 
monopoly of publishing drawing books at 
ten cents apiece for ten years. The 
monopoly expired, and now they sell at five 
cents, just one half. It is easy to seo 
what this means, 

Inthe Public Schools there were 353,° 
041 pupils using drawing books, Allowing 
one book « year for each pupil, which is @ 
moderate computation, the exact price paid 
on account of the monopoly would amount 
to $17,500 per annum and in 10 years to 
$175,000 on that one item alone. 

Hon. Mr. Ross replies, that the books 


cost less now than the class of books did 


that were used thirty years ago. He 
pleads also that a lesser number of books 
is now in use than at that time. 

‘This reply will not satisfy intelligent 
people who are able to reason on the 
World's progress. 

In the old days to which Mr. Ross ro- 
fers there was no authorized system of text

THEY HIT US AGAIN. 


Senator Frye'’s Bill to Prevent Canadians 
From Securing Too Mach Business 
for Their Vessels. 


Washington, DGC., Feb. 11.—Senator 
Pryo, from the Committec on Commerco 
yesterday, reported to the Sonate and 
ecured the passage of a bill amending 
hoe navigation laws in important particu- 
lars affecting tho coasting trade of the 
United Stites. The bill js of general ap- 
oliestion, but if is intended especially to 
revent Canadian vessels from securing 
uo ondne share of the carrying business 
between Alaskan and other American 
ports. Complaint has been roade that 
‘unadian vessels were attempting to par- 
icipate in the trade by starting from 
thoir own ports and then stopping suc- 
eessively at more than one American 
port and taking on passengers and 
freight from one American point to an; 
other on the theory that all were embraced 
in one voyage. 

The bill provides for the forfeiture of 
iny merchandise shipped from one 
American port to another ‘ either directly 
or via « foreign port’’ in any other than 
un American yossel. A like provision is 
ilso made in regard to the transportation 
of passengers by a foreign vessel from one 
American port to another, except that tho 
penalty in this case is placed at $100 
cach. The ponalty under the existing law 
is $3. 

The bill is made to 
tnonth after its passage.

Bonnets sald no doubt tho Promier 
had good reason for wishing this debate 
to The country was anxiously 
watohing the proceedings of Parllament, 
and the storm brewing In the ranks oven 
of the Liberal party was ominous for tho 
Goyernmont., Mr, Bertram, in his spoooh 
on the address, had attributed the present 
prosperity of the country to the Goyorn- 
mont's polloy, whereas the truth was that 
mills were run to supply the demand for 
the great mineral areas just opened up.

Instead of wip- 
ing away protection, about the only thing 
they had dono was to reduce the duty on 
coal oil and make binder twine free, and 
now the country saw the extraordinary 
spectacle of a loading Liberal, in the por- 
son of Senator Cox, hurrying to the Gov- 
ornment and asking that the duty on 
binder twine be re-imposed. In reference 
to the Yukon Railway deal, which he 
opposed, he pointed out that there was no 
limitation in the matter of rates, and at 
the outset the contractors could charge 
whatever they pleasod. 

Mr. Pope (Compton), in a slashing 
speech, kept the Conservative benches 
continually cheering and laughing, as ho 
poured hot shot into the Government 
rauks, He reminded his fellow-members 
of the Conservative benches that they 
speak more respectfully of Mr. Tarte be- 
cause, according to his own statement, he 
was in the Cabinet as the representative 
of Conseryatives. (Laughter.) Referring 
to the Yukon contract, he saw in that 
document the masterly hand of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, as he had seoured the 
reservation to the Government of the 
“arable lands.’’ (Much laughter.) 

Mr. Rogers (Patron, Frontenac) enter- 
ed into a defence of the Patron policy, 
and repelled the attacks made upon h 
party. He held that they were not hide- 
bound followers of the Government, but 
Were true to their platform, responsible 
only to thelr constituents. ; 

Messrs, Clarke and Osler of West To- 
ronto made telling speeches, condemning 
the contract in the most vigorous lang- 
uage. 

Tho House adjourned at midnight, Mr. 
MoNeill making the motion. 


THE ADDRESS IN THE SENATE, 





Mr. Boulton Condemns the Yukon Rail- 
way Contract in Strong Terms. 


Ottawa, Feb. 11.—In the Senate yes- 
terday afternoon Senator Macdonald of 
British Columbia called the attention of 
the Government to the report that an 
army of Japanese coolies were about to 
invade the gold fields of the Klondike. 
This, if true, was serious, as this class of 
people were not wanted in the gold flelds. 

Senator Boulton continued the debate 
on the address, referring to the Goyernor- 
General's speceh at the National Club in 
Toronto. Mr. Boulton regarded the utter- 
ance of Lom Aberdeen as an official in- 
timation from the Conseryative Goyern- 
ment of Hngland that the polioy of pref- 
erential trade was hupossible. 

Coming to the Government’s Yukon 
Railway policy, he had no words too 
strong in which to condemn the deal. It 
Was outrageous that the Government 
should give away four million acres of 
land within the gold belt for the construc- 
tion of 150 miles of narrow gauge rail- 
way. Senator Boulton maintained that 
the only all-Canadian route to the Klon- 
dike was the Edmonton route. 

Senator McCallum moyed the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, and the Senate ad- 
journed. 


AYRSHIRE BREEDERS. 


Proposal te Have a Joint Herd Book for 
the Whole Dominion—Election of 
Officers and Representatives. 


Toronto, Feb. 11.—There was ao large 
attendance yostorday at the Albion Hotel, 
when Vice-President William Smith took

How Was the Letter Obtained ? 

Lhe Tribune says: The members of the 
Cuban Junta were jubilant yesterday 
over the capture of the letter of the Span- 
ish Minister, Depny de Lome. They 
gathered in large numbers at their head- 
quarters and talked freely of the outcome 
of the disclosures made from the letter. 

All sorts of rumors were afloat around 
the Cuban headquarters last night. One 
of thom was to the effect that a number 
of efforts had beet made to get the letter 
out of the possession of the Junta, and 
that as bigh as $20,000 had been offered 
for it. 

One of the clerks at headquarters said: 
“*T had a chance to make $5,000 here to- 
day, and threo others received similar 
offers. The offer was made to us, if we 
would work together and steal the letter 
and give it to the men who approached 
us.’’ 

This is, however, discounted by the 
fact that the letter had already been for- 
warded to the State Department.

Speeches From _ Belleville and 


Trenton Men, 


Mr, M. B. Morrison held an organization 
moeting in Trenton last evening and it was 
a splendid rally. Tho leading Conserva- 
tives of the town, together with seyoral 
the 
Committee rooms to the doors, testifying 
in no uncertain way to the popularity of 
Mr. Morrison in Trenton. 

Belleville sent a contingent to report on

Mr. A. A. Abbott was ap- 
pointed chairman,and before he introduced 
the speakers he expressed his pleasure at 
seeing so many of the electors present and 
they were also pleased ts have so many 
prominent workers present from Belleville. 


Mayor Morrison was the first’ speaker, 
and upon rising to addross the assemblage 
was enthusiastically received. His ad- 
dress was brief, but to the point. He re- 
pudiated the statement which had been 
circulated about him in reference to 'Pren- 
ton water power and the City of Belleville. 
The City ag a body had not asked for the 
privilege of obtaining the power, but the 
Company which operated the electric Jight 
plant. What he had done in the matter 
was, in his opinion, for the benefit of the 
town, which he was in duty bound, owing 
to his position, to protect. He had also 
been termed a wobbler, but his record was 
before the electorate, and from that they 
should judge.

THE PITTSBURG FIRE HORROR. 





No More Bodies Have Been Found, But 
Many People Are Missing. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 12. — The work of 
searching for bodies in the ruins of Wed- 
nesday night's flre was continued through 
last night by two hundred men, but no 
more were found, The debris is still piled 
ten feet high, however, and moro than a 
score of people are missing. That more 
people were killed Fire Chief Humpbroy 
says there can be no doubt. , He saw the 
walls go down in the midst of a mass of 
humanity huddled together in a small 
space, and the number of people killed, 
he says, will be found to be in excess of 
any ostimate yet made. The search for 
the bodies is attended by great danger, 
not only from weakened walls but from 
126 tanks of anlydrade known to bo still 
in the smouldering ruins. Anlydrade is 
ammonia in its most powerful state, and 
its ignition would result in an explosion 
which would cause incaloulable disaster. 
The firemen are keeping a number of 
streams constantly playing on this part 
of the building.

Notes From Dawson City. 

Vancouver, Feb. 12.—There are seven 
arrivals from Dawson, The latest, W. 
Kenney, left on Jan, 12. Dawson is now, 
deserted, all the miners being at work on 
their clains. 

A report reached Juneau just before 
the Topeka left that fiye men were frozen 
to death on the summit of Chilkoot, but 
no names are obtainable. 

Another report had it that E. O. Syl- 
vestor, merchant, of Alaska, was acci- 
dentally shot in tho leg.

The Cleveland had 956 tons of freight 
and 196 passengers, She took up machin- 
ery for the Stikine Railway, but no men 
for the line. 

Tho days are very dark during the win 
ter months, there being light only be- 
tween 11 and 1.80 o'clock each day. Noth- 
ing can be bought in the stores there. A 
friend of Behnsen, named Heoly, recently 
secured a ton of potatoos for $2,000.

Ottawa, Feb. 12.—Instructions have 
beon sent to Collector Milne at Victoria 
to despatch officers to Dyea and Skaguay 
to facilitate transit of Canadian goods by 
that route to Yukon and to afford such 
information and instructions as will pre- 
vont friction as far as possible.

MR. JENNINGS’ REPORT, 





Number of Miles and Cost Per Mile, 
cording to Mis Estimate, 


Ottawa, Feb, 11.—(Speclal.)—Mr. Jen- 
Dlugs submits two reports, the tiret or in- 
terlin one -bemg dated Dec. 15, 1897, and 
the second or complete report dated Jan. 
11. He speaks firat of the Stlkine River 
Itself, which he says is navigable for pow- 
erful steamers of suitable design for 150 
niles from the sea between Let May and 
20th October. Where are two dangerous 
polnts, however, in the river, namely, at 
Libtle Canyon and Klootehmnn Canyon, re- 
spectively 96 and 106 miles from the sea. 
In very high water there ds great danger 
to vessels passing these polnuts, as ‘the 
Wheels and rudders of the steamers are I- 
able to be broken by driftwood. If, there- 
fore, anything goes wroug with the mu- 
chinery of a vessel she Is Mable to be driv- 
eh agulnst the rocks by the swirling waters, 
and if a hole is kuocked in ler hull she is 
lable to go down, The first 50 miles from 
the sea is good water, not exceeding three 
tiles an hour, Above this point the cur- 
rent ls awifter, 

Mr. Jennings says: The river has got a 
bid name hitherto owing to the poor class 
of vessels which has been employed. It 
Will take a powerful steamer ove day to 
enolig at a point near Little Canyon, on 
‘other day to reach Glenora or Telegraph 
Creek, 


Ac 


Suguest Two Kontcs, 


Dealing with the proposed railway, Mr. 
Jennings suggests two different routes. The 
best route in his judgment is that com- 
mene gat a polnt near Little Ganyon, on 
the left bank of the Stikine River, This 
would necessitate the crossing of the Stl- 
kine further up, but Mr. Jennings thinks 
lt preferanble to pay for the/cost of a bridge 
over the river, rather than build the rall- 
Way on the night bank and ruu the risk of 
the tmeck belng continuously injured by 
snow sildes from the lofty mouutains. 
Mr. Jennings divides construction work into 
three dlerent classes, The light work he 
figures out as likely to cost on the average 
$15,000; the medium at $22,000, and the 
heavy at $86,000 per mile. His total esti- 
nite of the cost Is given approximately at 
$4,000,000, that portion on the Stikine River 
below the crossing, and Including the 
bildge, costing $746,000 olf the tgtal amount 

The report Itself Is somewhat obscure 
in Its wording, Mr. Jennings gives the 
length of the railway from the river to Tes- 
lin Lake at 165 miles, and the portion of 
the railway running along the Stikine River 
is 80 miles, or 195 altogether, but In his 
total estimate he figures out the distance 
ut OS miles. Sonre explanation should, 
therefore, be forthcoming to account for 
this apparent Inconsistency. 

Sickine-Testio Road's Cot. 


Mr, Jennings assumed that the Stikine- 
Teslin Kallway would be an electric one, 
und for the total length of 165 miles he 
gives the approximate cost as $2,850,000, 
this including power stations, cars, con- 
struction, engines, wire, and everything of 
that nature, Assuming that the railway 
would be In operation for six months, he 
puts the cost of operating it at $55,000 and 
clhurges to Interest and depreciation ac 
count, at 10 per cent, on the whole sum, 
$285,000, or a total annual cost of operating 
of “$340,000. He estimates that with three 
steumecrs plying on the Stikine, bringing on 
un average 100 prospectors per day for four 
months, or 12,000 passengers, the rate paid 
by these passengers on the railway, 165 
miles of rail haul, at Se per mile, $8.25 
ach, would give «a revenue of $09,000, 
Tihree-quarters of a ton of freight for each 
man, 9000 tous in all, at $50 per ton, equals 
$150,000, or a total revenue of, $540,000. 
Deducting from this amount the expenses 
us mentioned above, Mr. eJuuluge figures 
that the yearly profit will be $200,000.

The new Customs regulations, which are 
of the utmost interes tto ali Canadians who 
we golig to the Klonkike, read as follows: 

Keontry of goods luto Yukon disteiet and 
Stikinc—The following fustructiong are ts 
sucd for the information of collectors of 
‘Ustdis dad other persons concerned: 

1—Goods purchased in Canada, duty paid,

A 
clergyman states that he saw a man in an 
orchard catching red birds and skinning 
them alive, (to better preserve the color, 
which is injured by the death of the bird) 
1,000,000 birds were killed in a month 
near Philadilphia, 70,000 on Long Island 
in four months and 40,000 from Cape Cod.

How to Reach the North Pole. 


We know that dogs are the cavalry 
horses of the arctics, and that we must 
have plenty of dog-power to drag all the 
loads over the good ice, in order to save 
the strength of the men for rougher places; 
and plenty of man power to get everything 
quickly over the rubble, ridges and Jeads 
— the dogs resting at these bad spots and 
the men resting while the dogs do the work 
on the long reaches of level or undulating 
surface. 


With a party of six hardy men, with 
fifty draft dogs from Siberia, with a rabber 
pneumatic boat which has no rigid surface 
to receive injurious blows in ice, with 
specially builé sledges that are drawn each 
by one dog and that may capsize without 
injury or the need of righting, so that the 
dogs go along practically without attention 
or driying, with light weights constantly 
becoming lighter, with man-power and dop- 
power enough to keep moving straight 
ahead all the time with all the loads with- 
out the need of doubling up ""—that is, vo 
divide the load into two parts and thus go 
three tines over the road —with caretul 
attention guided by experience to every 
minute detail of food and equipment, it is 
possible to travel an average of from thir- 
teon to seventeen miles per day, ; 

At an average progress of only twelve 
miles per day the pole could bo reached 
and returned from in eighty-cight days. 
Ample time would remain for the party to 
mike its way back to the station on the 
southern coast to meet the steamer sent 
out after it. 


In this way, with a very small expondi- 
ture of money and with only o year and 
three months’ absence from civilization, I 
beliove the north pole can be attained 
without the logs of a single human life. — 
Krom *‘Arctic Exploration and the Quest 
of the North Pole,” by Walter Wellman, 
in American Monthly Review of Reviews 
for Fobruary.

Not much has been said as yet in regard 
to the town sites, but Jarge forcunes will no 
doubt be made from the sale of lota in the 
future cities and towns that will grow 
in the district. 

Of mineral lands the railway contractors 
have first choice of four million acres, and 
they haye nine years in which to make 
their selection. As we pointed out this 
provision enables the contractors to reap 
the benefit of the labor and enterprise of 
the thousands of prospectors who will be 
scattered over the country during the next 
ten years. ‘TVhe privilege which the com- 
pany is to get of selecting the best lands in 
the Yukon for nine years will hang like a 
blight over the whole country. No induce- 
ment will be offered individuals to prospect 
the country, because as soon as any im- 
portant discovery is made the monopolistic 
company will swoop down and corral every- 
thing in the neighborhead: The company 
has power not only to select quartz deposits 
and river beds, but it can even divert 
streams ani create new water courses. As 
far as the mineral resources of the country 
are concerned, the railway contractors 
virtually have the monopoly of the whole 
field. ‘They not only have unlimited power 
to select the best lands themselves, but 
they are in a position to interfere with the 
discoveries of independent miners and 

prospectors. 

As to the town sites,\the company will 
have the laying out of these and no provis- 
ion whatever exists for safeguarding the 
rights of the people. The contractors can 
locate the towns where they choose, and 

lace whatever value they like upon the 

ots. Along the railway itself there are 
bound to be two important centres at least, 
one at each terminal of the road. People 
have already left from this district intend- 
ing to settle in the prospective cities of 
Glenora, Telegraph Creek and Teslin. Lots 
in these cities will command fancy figures. 
In the railway town lot business alone the 
contractors ought to clear half a million 
dollars, not to speak of the other towns 
that will spring up along the water stretch-

Britain Scoops in the Coal, 


London, Feb. 14.—A despatch to the 
Dally Mail from Singapore says that the 
British admiral, acting under Iinstruo- 
tions from the Admiralty, has bought all 
the available Welsh coal at Singapore 
and at the Chinese and Japanese ports, 
with the result that the foreign squad- 
rons in the waters of North China are 
almost immobilized. 

The step has exoited the foreign com- 
munity. The despatch adds that the Rus- 
agian oruiser Russia, which is now in 
Singapore, has beon allowed to take on 
board 2,000 tons ef coal. 


Britain Will Have a Big Preponderance. 


London, Feb. 14,.—The British war- 
ships now on their way to China are the 
first-olass battleships Victorious, the first- 
cluss battleship Barfleur, the first-class 
cruiser Gibraltar and the second-class 
cruiser Bonayenture, When they arrive, 
on March 5 or thereabouts, Great Britain 
will haye a preponderance of twenty-five 
thousand tons of warships over Russia 
and France combined in those waters.

He stated that his 
mission here is to examine the Michipi- 
coten, Lake-of-the-Woods, and Kootenay 
gold fields) He added that Canadians 
have not the slightest conception of the 
interest in Europe respecting the new 
Canadian Eldorado. He anticipates a big 
influx of English gold-seekers. 





A Cricket Record at Sydney, N.S.W. 

Sydney, Feb. 14.—The cricket match 
between Capt, Stoddart’s visiting English 
eleven and the eleyen representing New 
South Wales, which ended Friday, estab- 
lished a record. ~In the first innings New 
South Wales scored 415 runs, and in the 
second 574 runs, The Englishmen, in 
their first innings, made 878 runs and in 
their second 863 runs. 

There were several sensational inol- 
dents, notably the extraordinary batting 
of Howell, who, going in last for New 
South Wales, in tho home team’s second 
inning, made 95 runs in 60 minutes, his 
partner scoring nine. 

The English team then wentin, and at 
the olose of play the visitors had scored 
268 runs for one wicket down. MacLaren 
was not out for 185. On resuming play 
the English team went to pleces, all the 
remaining players making less than 100 
runs. 





Count Kalnoky Is Doad. 


Brunn, Feb. 14.—Count Gustay Sieg- 
mund Kalnoky De Koros-Patak, former 
Austro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, died here Sunday afternoon. 

The late Count Kalnoky, who was born 
at Lettowite, Moravia, Deo. 9, 1882, was 
descended from the Moravian branch of 
an old Bohemian family. He entered the 
diplomatic service of Austria in 1850. 
From 1860 to 1870 he was Counoillor of 
Legation at tho Austrian Bmbassy in 
London.

It was to one of those that I was now 
going, at bis request.

The Important Question. 

The important question to-day, there- 
fore, is ‘will the United States Govern- 
mont permit transshipment of passengers 
and freight at Fort Wrangel?”’ 

May as Woll Prepare for the Worst. 

I have no desire to be set down as an 
alarmist, but knowing something of tho 
true inwardness of what has been going 
on for days past, the country may as woll 
be prepared for the worst. If the Wash- 
ington Government or Congress shuts our 
vessels out from Wrangel, the ‘‘all-Cana- 
dian route’’ will be non-existent until a 
railway is built from Port Simpson, B.C., 
to Glenora, there to connect with the 
railway or tramway which is to be con- 
structed this summer, 

Communications have been passing bo- 
tweon Ottawa, Downing streetand Wash- 
ington for several days, with the result 
that information has come that no regu- 
lations regarding transshipment at Wran- 
gel will be forthcoming for the present, 
if at all. A private despatch from Wash- 
ington lust night says: ‘‘Pressure upon 
Congress from the transportation inter- 
ests in the United States is so great that 
no other recourse will be left than to pro- 
ect the interests of the Americans, no 
matter how injurious the legislation may 
be to Canadian trade. The Americans 
put the matter this way: You ask for 
bonding privileges at Wrangel for the 
purpose of building up Canadian trade to 
the Yukon by way of the Stikine. At the 
sume time by the monopoly clause in the 
contract with Messrs, McKenzie and 
Mann you shut us out from all opportuni- 
ties of trade yia the Lynn Canal, inas- 
much as you will not permit any railway 
to be built from that point. In maintain- 
ing this attitude the Americans may be 
expected to make matters as troublesome 
as they possibly can for Canada.”’ 

Thus "tho information which has 
reached Ottawa, that there will be no 
regulations issued by the Treasury De- 
partment governing the transshipment of 
goods at Fort Wrangol, pending the adop- 
tion of the legislation now before Con- 
gress, is accounted for. 

Twenty Government Members Opposed. 

Ié is stated that 20 members of the 
Government side in the House are opposed 
to the Yukon Railway contract. Great 
efforts will be made to whip them into 
line. 

To Prevent Dual Employment, 

It is reported that Mr, Mulook is to 
introduce a bill to preyent civil seryants 
und Government employes generally from 
ucting as ticket sellers, gate-keepers at 
fas, ushers at theatres, floral decorators, 
waiters at Government House receptions 
und dinners, markers at rifle matches, 
etc. Ottawa is not mentioned, but the 
eyil here should ‘be remedied, and, of 
course, will be if the bill is passed. ,It is 
the custom here for Government clerks, 
messengers, Watchmen and other employes 
of the Government to ask for their holi- 
days at exhibition time and during rifle 
matches, when they find ready employ- 
mené in the gapacity mentioned. 

J. C. Harvey Under Arrest. 

J. C, Harvey, tho alleged proprietor of 
the Canadian Homestead, a fake periodi- 
cal, was arrested Saturday in the post- 
oflice while in the act of taking three let- 
ters out of box 257. About a score of let- 
ters wero found upon his person, Thoy 
all came from sub-agents in western 
towns and citics in Ontario. Many of 
them contained money from his agents 
and a request for more receipt checks, 
vte. The alloyed monthly newspaper is 
published by t' eo York Newspaper 
Union, 184 Leonard street. Tho man who 
wives the name of Haryey is a strangor 
in Oltawa, and has been here only a 
short time, Upon his person several let- 
ters addressed to agents were found, They 
wore all addressed in a somewhat differ- 
cut style,

BIG BLAZE IN HAMILTON. 


Nearly Three Hundred Men Thrown 
Out of Work. 


Hamilton, Feb. 14.—There was another 
disastrous fire hore last evening, the On- 
tarlo rolling mills being burned down. 
‘Lhe flro was discovered about 10 o'clock 
in the main building, a frame, about 250 
feet by 100 feet, by Thomas May, night 
Watchman. He got burned badly while 
running through the flames to telephone 
an alarm. In a few minutes the big struc: 
ture was sending big forks of flames 
heayenward and clouds of live sparks 
Were carried towards the G.T.R. work- 
shops. The whole city was illuminated 
before tho firemen arrived on the scone. 
‘Tho department did excellent work, pre- 
yeuting the flames from spreading to the 
adjoining buildings. The fire had not 
burned itself out in the main building at 
midnight, About 280 men, day and night 
shifts, are thrown out of employment. It 
is impossible to ascertain the loss, but il 
Will amount to about $80,000. The build- 
ing was owned By the G.T.R. and was 
valued at $6,000. The building and ma- 
chinery were insured, but not sufficiently 
to cover the loss. 





DRAGGED UNDER A HORSE- 





A Holland Landing Farmer’s Tightest 
Squeeze of His Life. 


Holland Landing, Ont., Feb. 14.—Mr. 
XK. Route, a farmer residing two miles 
north of here, wonderfully escaped a hor: 
rible death Saturday at 8 pm. Mr. Alex: 
ander Shields of this place had some 10 
or 12 teams engaged at a bee moving his 
barn on sleighs, and while the barn was 
in motion one of the horses got its hind 
legs faswunder the sleigh, throwing it) 
down, and Mr. Route, in some ner, 
was knocked under the horse, and, before 
the horses could be stopped, horse and 
nan werd dragged some 80 or 30 fect. 
Mr. Route was as soon as possfble extri- 
cated from under the horse, and, when 
examined by the doctor, who was imme: 
diately on hand, found several ribs broken 
and u deep gash in the left thigh, where 
one of the horses tramped on him, and 
several cuts about the head. Mr. Route 
was conscious while in this fearful pre- 
dicament, and, as the horse was some 
1,600 or 1,700 pounds in weight, one can 
imugine the agony he must haye been 
in. He says it was the tightest squeeze 
he cyey got, and neyer expected to come 
ou! alive. He will, in all probability, re- 
coyer, but will be unable to get around 
again for some time.

His Fish Climbed up a Tree. 


* Did T ever tell you of the tithing expedi | 
tion Lhad on Boulder Creek a couple of 
years agolt” asked W. L, Roberts, formerly 
of Santa Rosa, a San Francisco Call mau 

There were several of us camping there, 
and all were expert flycasters. One of the 
party returned to camp with his fishing | 
tacklo all out of kilter, and said thata mile 
or so up the stream he had dropped his line 
Into a deep pool and hooked the largest 
trout ho had ever fastened on to. He tried 
to play bis peize, bub the rascal tore the 
taok!e all to pieces The next day another 
cast forthe monarch of the pool,and met with 
no better success, he, too, returning minus 
some of his outfit. For several days the aly 
old fellow would not rise to anything we 
could throw to him, I niade up my mind to 
have that fish or stay there all year. 

“Lrigged my tackle and cautiously ap 
proached the hole. The poolis about 20 feet 
across, and it narrowed down to two feet 
where the creek passed under a fallen tree 
toa riffle beyond. The water was about 
elght feet deep near the bank where I stood 
and trees and underbrush surrounded the 
water hole, With great care, 80 as not to 
make any noise, 1 advanced my rod and 
cautiously extended it, so as to drop my fly 
close to the ledge of rocks where the big 
fish made hishome. I had hardly done so 
when there was a ‘swish, and the water 
broke, revealing a beautiful trout, but not 
the one Iwas after. In a second my real 
was spinning, for the fellow had been well 
hooked, Here and there he darted, and I 
was kept pretty busy fora minute playing 
him away from the dangerous root that 
extended into the pool In my excitement 
my foot slipped; before I could recover about 
80 feet of my line had been run off the reel 
and the gamey little fellow was down the 
stream, having darted under the body of 
the fallen tree, He bad gained the riffle 
below, Then came a splash anda jerk on 
the line that I could not account for, as I 
could not see beyond the tree for the brush, 
followed by a steady, hard pull, 

IT kept my line taut, but it was of no use, 
Foot by foot the line was taken from me— 
fifty, sixty, seventy-five feet—still I could 
not stop it. When the end was reached I 
was imazed, for the strain was terrific, but 
I held on until the line snapped, or, rather, 
the knot slipped from the reel. Away went 
the line down the stream. I dropped the 
rod and ran around the pool, hoping to 
catch up with the fish somewhere down the 
creek, Fifty feet below the log I was fuirly 
paralyzed to see my line cutting across the 
path and up the hillside. I wondered if 
that fish had legs and was escap!ng over the 
hills, for I heard the underbrush cracklin 
some distance ahead. Seizing the line 
followed, pulling as I scrambled through 
the brush. Suddenly the strain ceased, and 
I worked my way plone to the foot of a 
small sycamore tree. The line ran up the 
trunk, and, glancing upward, Isaw what I 
had on my hook. ‘There on a limb sat a 
terrified coon, with the hook firmly fastened 
in the tough hide of the corner of his 
mouth.”

GIGANTIC NESTS. 


Wenderful Mounds by Mallee Hens of 
Australia, 


The mallee hen of Australia lays its 
eggs in a huge nest. The nest isreally an 
artificial mound of gigantic proportions 
for the size of its maker, and the purposo 
it is to serve, 

This artificial mound js a co-operation 
incubator. It is builf by many pairs of 
birds, male and female working alike to 
construct it. These same pairs or flocks 
of binls annually repair and enlarge the 
queer looking cono, which rises up hke a 
turret dome from the leyel prairie. 

Many of these nests have measured as 
much as 50 yards or 150 fectaround their 
base. ‘That would give the largest one 
mossured a diameter of about 60 feet, 
Theso mound hosts are entered through 
a sort of tunnel cayity at the top of the 
cond. 

The hens of all the building and repair- 
ing pairs lay in this immense nest. The 
oggs ire deposited about six feet below 
the surface. While cach hen lays her eggs 
in the family mound, no hen drops her 
ozg closer than 20 inches of that of her 
neighbor. ‘Those ezys are deposited ina 
cayity made for it in a vertical position, 
carofully covered, and the surface as care- 
fully smoothed oyer by the hen before sho 
quits the nest, 

The eggs of the mallee hen are out of 
all proportion to her size, They are as 
large as those of a goose, and of large 
hens are yery much larger. 

The eggs thus laid and covered in this 
areat sand oyen in the hot districts are 
never azain disturbed by the hens. The 
oges are hatched by the heat; the sun 
bakes into the soil where they lay. It has 
neyer been known how the young chicks 
are excavated from their ege grave, fbr 
the eggs are deposited fully six inches be- 
low the surface, and the hardening rains 
do not aid thojr oxit yery much, 

Bush naturalists have beon curious to 
know how this peculiar fowl builds that 
nest. The birds have been soen working 
ab it,and tho moundshaye been inspect- 
ed, but tho piling of the dirt is not from 
the immediate yicinity, for that is un- 
disturbed. : 

These huge cones stand for years, to be 
annually nested in by the sanie flocks 
which originally constructed the family 
incubator,

First, he provides that the master of any 
foreign vessel arriving in the western 
waters of the United States from ‘ any 
foreign territory adjagent to the northern, 
north-eastern or north-western frontiers 
of the United States ’,shall report at the 
oftice of the United States Collector of 
Oustoms nearest to the point at which such 
vessel shall enter such waters. 

Canada is the only foreign country, ex- 
cept Newfoundland, adjacent to the United 
States northern, north-eastern or north- 
western frontiers, and the Stickeen River 
contains the only United States waters that 
the Government of Canada is very anxious 
to send vessels to during the next five 
years. 

The amendment next provides; ‘‘ And 
such vessel shall not transfer her cargo or 
passengers to another yessel or proceed 
further inland either to unload or to take 
in cargo without a special permit from such 
Collector, issued under and in accordance 
with such general or special regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may in his 
discretion from time to time prescribe.” 

The penalty provided for any infraction 
of this law is the seizure and forfeiture of 
the vessel. 

In other words, the Government which 
sits at the Washington of the North pro- 
vides ‘‘ an all-Canadian route the Yukon,” 
and the Government which sits at the 
Washington of the South is to have the 
absolute power of declaring from time to 
time whether and upon what conditions it 
will permit Canadians to use this all- 
Canadian route. 


The New York Evening Post, a reliable 
paper, gives us an idea of what some of 
these conditions may bo, Its Washington 
correspondent says ; 


‘* Tt has occured to the chairman of the 
two committees named that, before this 
privilege is granted, reciprocal favors 
should be extended to the United 
States. Our citizens both in Washington 
and in Alaska, are eager to get their share 
of this trade, and Dyea is regarded as the 
natural entrepot of the Klondike region, 
The United States Government will pro- 
bably ask that Canada shall accord the 
bending privileges to American fishermen 
on the Atlantic Coast,-so that they may 
transmi€ fresh fish over Canada railroads. 
They willalso ask Canada to relinquish the 
right to collect duties on the miners’ outfits 
under 2500 pounds per capita, which is 
about one year’s supply. On these outfits 
the Dominion is now collecting an ad 
valorem duty of 35 per cent. Since they 
are asking perpetual free trade on 
the Stickeen river, it is thought to be no 
more than fair that free trade should be 
accorded American miners going across 
the boundary line at Dyea. Then it will 
also be stipulated that, if any other rail- 
road line 18 projected through Americau 
and Osanadian territory, it shall not be de- 
barred by the monopoly offered to tho 
Canadian line now projected. This sub- 
ject is likely to attract considerable atten- 
tion in Congress and at the Treasury and 
State Departments.”

Without conceding for one moment that 
the pretensions of the United States Gov- 
ernment to dictate upon what terms Brit- 
ish vessels may navigate the Stikeen River 
are justitiable, it is difficult to charactize in 
polite language the conduct of the Domin- 
ioh Government in provoking such an 
issue. The plain duty of the Canadian 
Government was to build a railway this 
year from Teslin Lake, not to the head of 
an American creek, but to a Canadian sea- 
port. 


We submit that it is folly to go on with 
the bill. There is no time to lose; the 
terms of the contract are so objectionable 
that the bill will never be allowed to pass 
without the most strenuous opposition, if 
atall, The railway, if constructed, will 
never serve the purpose of an all-Oanadian 
route, and the whole scheme threatens to 
place Canada in a most humiliating posi- 
tion with regard to the United States. If 
the Government will withdraw this abor- 
tive measure and undertako to build a rail- 
way itself from Teslin Lake to Fort Simp- 
son, or the head of the Portland Canal, we 
feel confident it will haye the support of 
the opposition and the approval of the 
country.

Havana, Feb. 16.—The warship ‘‘Maine” 
lies at the bottom of the Harbor, a tamb 
for 100 of her crew. She was blown up at 
9.40 o'clock last night by an explosion well 
forward under the men’s quarters. 


Her magazine is further back between 
her coal bunkers. 

Some of the watch and a few of hor of- 
ficers and crew were killed outright. 

The explosion was terrific, shaking the 
city to its foundations, illuminating the 
harbor and causing terror to all within 
sight and hearing, 

Five minutes after the explosion the 
‘Alfonso XII.,” Spanish cruiser, lyin 
not far away, launched boats and hurrie 
them to the sinkiog battleship. They 
picked up the wounded sailors and those 
who were swimming. 

The weunded, as soon as they were 
brought ashore. were taken on stretchers 
to the casade Sorcorro, where all the phy- 
sicians in Havana were summoned. 

It is believed that all the officers® were 
saved, but two are not accounted for. 


The cause of the explosion is not yet 
known.

ONTARIO'S MINING POLICY CON. 
DEMNED. 


At the present time in Canada there are 
two separate bureaus for the collection of 
mineral statistics from British Columbia 
and Ontario. The former is a very credit- 
able institution, and is conducted in a thor- 
oughly competent manner, but the Jatter 
leaves much to be desired. . . . Asil- 
lustrative of such evils (ignorant legislation) 
it is only necessary to point to the mining 
laws of the Province of Ontario, which are 
greatly inferior to thote prevailing in Brit- 
ish Columbia, owing to the introduction of 
certain measures whereby the genuine min- 
ing prospector is placed aca distinct dis- 
advantage, . . . Where any real proof 
of mineral yalue of ground has been given, 
I consider that the Government should al- 
ways insist that, in order to hold the title, 
the owners should carry out thereon annu- 
ally some reasonable amount of mining 
work. This is the case in British Columbia, 
but in Ontario large blocks of claims are 
held by the payment of small sums, no 
work is necessarily done on them,and pros-

Without going into minute details, he 
would say that the assumption that he 
had been oither unable or unwilling to 
make full explanations in introducing 
the bill was unfounded.

SIR CHARLES TUPPER 


Complains That No Additional Light Has 
Been Thrown on the Transaction, 


Sir Charles Tupper complained that no 
additional light had been thrown on the 
transaction, except that admission that 
an anti-foreign control clause was necded. ° 
Its adoption as this stage showed the pre- 
cipitancy with which the contract had 
been adopted. (Hear, hear.) He agreed 
with soyeral of Mr. Blair's points: first, 
as to the importance of having this rail- 
way constructed; and, second, that it 
should be oyer an all-Canadian route It 
was difficult to understand the magnitude 
of the question inyolyed in the keepiug 
of the Yukon trade for Canada. From the 
first there had been a determined attempt 
on the part of United States citizens to 
aggrandize this trade. It was important 
that this should be counteracted, and, 
having looked at this question from a 
broad publio standpoint, he had come to 
the conclusion that the best and only 
available route was from the Stikine 
River to Teslin Lake. He urged that the 
Government should construct such a road, 
and while deprecating generally railway 
construction by the Government, he 
learned with pleasure that arrangements 
had been made by the Government for 
the building of the road. Perhaps he had 
gone further than ho ought in expressing 
that satisfaction. But a good many things 
had happened since. There was more 
light on the subject now, and the matter 
could be dealt with thoroughly. And if 
he had expressed a hasty opinion on that _ 
occasion, it was on the scanty informa- 
tion at hand. Since then facts had come 
to light which altogether altered the 
character of the arrangement. (Cheors.) 
He had no intention of expressing ap- 
proval of the proposal of the Rothschilds, 
having merely referred to their offer to 
build a road for 5,000 acres per mile in- 
stead of 25,000 to the present contractors, 
as an evidence of the enormous extrava- 
gance of the present bargain.

Mr. Langmuir Tells of Miswanagoment, 
Deception and Fraud—-Sharcholders 
Lose & Million, Creditors 8500,000, 


Toronto, Feb. 16.—A_ meeting of the 
sharvholders of the Farmers’ Loan and 
Savings Company was held yesterday 
afternoon in the Confederation Life Build 
ing 40 appoint an advisory conmittes to 
assist the liquidators Sn the winding up 
of the company's affairs, Several hundred 
shareholders were present, and Mr. J. W. 
Langmuir, manager of the Loronto Gon- 
eral Trusts Company, the iguidator, pre- 
sided, 

Mr. Langmuir presented a report, 
which showed that after unpaid stock 
anjiounting to $445,930 had been paid, 
there would not be sufficient assets to 
satisfy the creditors, which means a loss 
to the sharcholders of one million dollars 
in hard cash. 

Promising his report, Mr. Langmuir 
said the liquidators, owing to tho absence 
of tho manager from the office and the 
absconding of the accountant and teller, 
had entered upon their duties in an atti- 
tude of grave suspicion, which certainly 
had not been removed as thoexamination 
into the books nud business of the com- 
pany had proceeded, The failure of the 
company was munifestly due to exoep- 
tional mismanagemont and deceptive and 
dishonest practices of certain of the em- 
ployes and the incapacity of the auditors. 

With grave defects in bookkeeping and 
gross irregularitics in constant operation, | 
tho failure of the company was inevitable, 
and was deferred only by the systematio 
falsification, for some considerable time, 
by the manager and accountant of tho 
only official documents submitted to pub- 
lic scrutiny, the and Mabilities 
sheets and the profit aud loss statoments.

_ THE LICENSE REVENUE. 


One of the avenues by which the On- 
tario Government has escaped direct tax; 
ation is the revenue from licenses. For 
instance, while the city of Belleville con- 
tributed last year $8,510 in hotel and shop 

_ licenses, only $3,875.89 went into the city 
treasury. A few years ago the Govern- 
ment increased at one step the statutory 
licenses by $100, and appropriated the en- 
tire increase to itself. In Belleville alone 
that meant an augmentation of $2,500 in 
the provincial revenue. A glance at the 
total collections reveals the value to the 
Government of this encroachment on 
unicipal revenue :

It will be observed that whereas in 1876 
the manicipalities were allowed $123,000 
more than the province seized, in 1896 the 
Government took $81,000 more than was 
allowed to the people. No wonder Hardy 
is able to support a huge army of useless 
officials—‘‘ an army of placemen,”’ to use 
Hon. Edward Blake's language—to assist 
him in retaining power, by contributions 
to campaign funds and otherwise.

CARDS AND CORKSCREWS. 


The Liberal politicans have always as-

Period of Allotment. 

Proceeding to deal with the method of 
allotment of the mineral land subsidy, 
Mr. Sifton ~céiftended that the company 
could not select an acre until the 15th of 
June. If there were gold beds to be picked 
up anywhere in the Yukon, why did not 
hon. members go up there and get rich? 
It was perfectly clear that the Govern- 
ment had the best of this bargain. Why, 
before the company could commence 
operations these 100,000 people bound in 
there would be all over the country and 
take up the gold claims, No other com- 
pany would take the chances Messrs. 
McKenzie and Mann were taking. Mr. 
Osler, he was sure, would not put a 
dollar of his good money into 1b, 

Dealing with the ‘‘Onlooker”’ letter in 
the Citizen, he denounced as ‘‘falae'’ the 
estimate that the profit of operating the 
road should be a sufficient inducement to 
build the voud, As the Minister had at 
the outset identified Mr. Foster with the 
authorship of the article, Mr. Speaker 
insisted upon a withdrawal of the term. 
This done, Mr. Sifton denied that there 
was any monopoly. 

Value of the Grant. 

Then Mr. Sifton estimated the value of 
the grant. He said that, according to Mr. 
Ogilvie, the creeks and oanyons along 
which alluvial gold was found would 
only give a width in placer claims of 800 


feet. As the contractors had to take up ' 


in blocks 81,00 feet wide, there were only 
85,714 acres out of the whole $8,750,000 in 
which there was any possible chance of 


their getting gold. That represented , 


merely a grant of less than ten miles by 
six. This land grant, for which the Goy- 
ernment would get a great public work 
done, would be yalucloss without deyolop- 
ment, which meant the expenditure of 
large sums of money. 

In conclusion he said: If this project 
is carried through, as I have no doubt it 
will be, it will have tho effect of drawing 
to Canada within the next six months 
trade to the extent perhaps of twenty or 
twenty-five millions of dollars, that being 
a moderate estimate. I think it will con- 
duce to the honor and dignity of Canada 
in making that country safe to us from a 
national standpoint. It will remove the 
danger of the country being in the hands 
of an alien population, who will condemn 
the authority of this Government. These 
things I look to as important. 

‘‘Let my hon. friends opposite undor- 
stand that if this railway project is ob- 
structed, if it is stoppod hero or else 
where, and if that territory passes from 
the control of Canada by reason of thoro 
being no railway communication, the 
people of Canada will hold them to a bit 
ter account for it.’ (Choers,)

Where wore they 
born? No one knows. When did thoy dic? 
Thore is no record of thoir docense. For 
What were they distinguished? Absolutely 
nothing, or the trait of character would 
have boon brought out by the apostle. If 
thoy had been yery intrepid or opulent 
or hirsute or musical of cadence or crass 





of style or in any wise anomalous that 
foature would haye been caught by the 


apostoilo camera. But they were good 
poople, because Paul sends to then his 
high Christian regards, They were ordin- 
ary people moving in ordinary spheres, 
attending to ordinary duty and meeting 
ordinary responsibilities. 

What the world wants is a religion for 
ordinary people, If there be inthe United 
States 70,000,000 people, there are certain- 
ly not more than 1,000,000 extraordinary, 
and wo do well to turn our backs fora 
little while upon the distiguished and con- 
spicuous people of the Bible and consider 
in our text the seyon ordinary.

son of Newmarket. 

A fearless and aggressive paper was 
given by Prof. Mills of Guelph Agricvl- 
tural College on ‘The Public School 
‘System.’’ It had resulted, he claimed, in 
haying the best farmers, the best mechan- 
ics and the best business men as a class 
nicugrely educated. As a remedy he sug- 
gested a multiplication of technical 
schools, special grants to public schools 
teaching elementary science and agricul- 
ture. He would haye a technical school 
in every county and in the principal cities 
to give instruction in all the practical 
sciences, including agriculture, As the 
mutter now scood, there were too many 
High schools. It would be a great benefit 
to the province if one in each county were 
changed to a technical school. He also 
recolnmended a new residential building 
and a Department of Domestio Science 
for the Ontario Agricultural College at 
Guelph, 

1 rovincial Road Inspector A. W. Camp- 
bell, in the course of 4 paper on ‘ Roads 
and Road Exhibits,’’ stated that while 
Ontario was spending $3,500,000 on good 
roads, it was losing many times that on 
bad ones. He added later on: “One mile 
of bad road isa greater hindranee toa 
person attending a fafr than five miles of 
good road.'’ And still further he ironic- 
ally observed: “I have had some experi- 
ence with a ‘Good Roads’ exbibit at the 
Toronto Industrial Fair, and I must say 
that, with the exception of the special at- 
fractions offered by a corps of ballet 
COUCGrDy saelors, tumblers, etc., thore 
appeared FO M0 TO rea feature which 
etasebod a deoper or more Wittspe—a jp. 
terest.” :

Now York, Feb. 17.—A special cable to 
the Evening World from Havana says the 
officers of the Maine state the explosion 
was in the central magazine, and that 
the Maine was raised out of the water 
and then went partially to pleces.

THE LATEST ACCOUNTS 


Show That Bodies Picked Up Are Impos- 
sible of Identification—Capt. Sigsboe's 
Porsonal Thanks to Spain, 


Havana, Feb. 18.—The night of the 
disaster to the Maine a light wind from 
the southwest was blowing, and her head 
pointed in a southeasterly direction, She 
was moored in about twelve metres of 
water forward, and drew about 18 metros 
aft. The Spanish oruiser Alfonso XL. 
was about 200 metres from the American 
battleship. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press was in the cable office filling a 
message when the explosion ocourred. He 
saw from the window of that oflice a 





great column of fire shooting upwards, | 


liké a big blaze of fireworks, and he hur- 
ried to the wharf and to the quarters of 
Admiral Manterola. By that timo the 
correspondent could see flames extending 
over the whole ship, and a few moments 
1.4.6 ‘he Muine sank. The explosion so 
disjointed and twisted the battleship that 
her remains now appear like a pile of 
wreckage. All the upper deck structure, 
turrets and guns, are in a heap, and one 
boiler has been blown out of its plate, 
The foremast and bow of the Maine have 
collapsed and now only the end of her 
mainmast remains above water. 

The boats of the Spanish cruiser Al- 
fonso XLII. haye picked up a quantity of 
wreckago, including boats and a flag, and 
yesterday ton more bodies were found in 
the harbor and were taken to the morgue. 
It is impossible to identify them. 

Capt. Sigsbee's Personal Thanks. 

Captain Sigsbee 
Alfonso XII. yesterday and thanked the 
Spanish commander, Captain Manuel

CAPTAIN SIGSBEB, x 
Commander of the Wrecked Battleship, 
had rendered upon the occasion of the 
great disaster. Contrary to the roports 
current here yostoerday, the divers have 
not yet made any investigation 
wreck, and the general opinion expressed 
in Spanish circles is that the explosion 

occurred inside the Maine, 

Mr, Jose M. Mann of New York, a 
passenger on board the City of Washing- 
ton of the Ward Line, which was moored 
near the battleship Maine on ‘Tuesday 
night, at the time of the disaster to the 
battleship, in describing the catastrophe 
yesterday said: : 

‘While we were conversing in the cabin 
at about 20 minutes past nine on Tues- 
day night a loud report startled the com- 
pany. They rushed to the portholes and 
saw an immense flash shoot up in the alc 
with a terrifle report. Debris of all kinds 
and a large number of bodies wore thrown 
upwards, It was at first believed that the 
Maine was being flred upon, but, after- 
wards, as the City of Washington was 
struck by what turned out to be falling 
debris and she careoned, it was thought 
she was being fired upon. 

A Second Explosion. 

“A second explosion took place, and 
following it we heard groans and cries of 
help. The boats from the City of Wash 
ington and those of the Spanish cruiser 
Alfonso XII. were hurriedly launched 
and went to the rescue. I went in one of 
the boats of the City of Washington, and 
the scenes I witnessed wore heartrending 
beyond description. Two of tho small 
boats on board the City of Washington 
were stove in by debris from the Maine, 
which sank @yen with the water in about 
throe minutes after the explosion. The 
City of Washington was converted into a 
veritable hospital, Many of the rescued 
men were brought on board almost nude, 
and the passengers gaye them clothing. 
The ofticers ot the City of Washington did

WILL BE MODIFIED. 


A Victory of Importance Gained 
by the Opposition. 


Govrerament Takes Additional Power tn 


Regard to the Allotments to McKenazle 


and Manon—Mr, Fisher Made the An- 


nouncemont in Koplying to Mr. Mug- 


gart’s Criticolam—An Explanation by 
Mr, Osler. 


Ottawa, Feb. 18.—The Opposition 
goinod another yictory yestorday. The 
strong objections raised to tho enormous 
concessions granted to McKonzle & Mann 
in the selection of tholr subsidy lands 
has ovidontly worrled the Government, 
and Mr. Fishor was put up last night to 


announce that the contract would be 
modified. Mr. Fisher followed Mr. Hag- 
gart, who made a slashing critiolsam of 


the Government. 


Routine Proceedings. 


Mr. Richardson introduced a bill re 
spoocting shipment of grain. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in anawersto Sir 


Charles Tupper, said the Government two 
days ado received an offer to build a rail 
way into the Yukon from Mr. Llamilson 
Smith, There would be no objection to 
laying it on the table. 

Mr. Sifton informed Mr. Dayin thata 
permit to drodge for gold over JO. milos of 
tho North Saskatchewan had been granted 
to Cheyalior Drolet at a rental of 250 por 
anpuim for cach 5 miles, the lease boing 
for a term of 20 years. 

Mr. MoDougall asked for information 
rospocting the dismissal of ofliciuls in the 
County of Cape Breton since June, 1806 

Sir Louis Davies said jt was inconvenil 
ent to give information by way of an-* 
swers. Ho suggosted that Mr. McDougall 
should move for a return.

Mr. Haggart on the Yukon Contrne . 

Mr. Hagygart, on rising to: resume tho 
debate on the second reading of the Yu- 
kon bill, proceeded to criticize the nature 
of the proposed railway. He asked the 
Government to say whether they would 
permit the contractors to put down 28-1h. 
rails and draw thoir subsidy for cach ten- 
nijle section. 

Mr. Sifton—No, 

Mr. Haggart then proceeded to discenss 
the question of routes. Ho said the one 
by way of Chilkaé Pass and Dalton’s 
Trail to the Yukon River was unques- 
tionably the best Probably the reason 
why the Goyernment had abandoned this 
route was becuuse they feared trouble 
with the United States about bonding 
privileges, Personally he believed Pyra 
mid Harbor was in Canadian territory, 
and, although the Americans wore in 
possession to-day, ho did not anticipate 
tho slightest difficulty in regard to the 
bonding of goods. Ho believed it was of 
groator interest to the United States to 
refain the present bonding arrangement 
than it was to Canada. 

As to the Subsidy, 


Adyerting to the subsidy, he (Mr. 
Haggart) expressed the opinion that 1,- 
000,000 acres of selected gold lands would 
have been As good an inducementas 5,000 
square miles. With referonce to navigation 
rights on the Stikine, he pointed out that 
at the time of the acquisition of Alaska 
in 1867, Mr..Summner, the American, had 
nbandoned the contention that Groat 
Brituin lost her rights of the free use of 
tho rivers from Alaska to the sou. Hence 
he thought thers was no question as to 
our right to use these streams, 

Mr. Haggart pointed out that under 
the Russian treaty we had noright to the 
navigation of the Yukon and Porcupine 
Rivers. Aoccortling to Judgo Creaso of 
British Columbifi the treaty of Washing- 
ton was an extension of the Russian 
treaty, and according to Lord Carnaryvon's 
despatch in 1877, it was plain that the 
territorial rights of the United States 
were held to be paramount in the mouth 
of the Stikine River. In fact the United 
States could make such onerous regulia- 
tions in regard to transhipment at Wrangel 
that we would be better off with a rail- 
way starting directly from American ter- 
ritory. 

Taking Serious Ground. 


Sir Louts Davies—The hon, gentleman 
is taking very serious ground on an in- 
ternational question, und I’m sorry for it. 

Mr. Haggart—I am taking meroly the 
ground taken by the London Times, whon 
it expressed the hope that, haying undor 
taken the construction of a railway de- 
pending upon the enjoyment of tranship- 
mont facilities at Wrangel, it was to be 
hoped the Goyernment had taken the pre- 
caution to baye those facilities assured 
by arrangement with the Goyernmont at 
Washington. 

Then, continued Mr. Haggart, the very 
idea of parting with this vast area of 
mineral lands was repugnant to the peo- 
plo of Canada. They would rather pay 
the money to build the road, being will- 
ing to take the chance of this boing a 
valuable territory, rather than gamble it 
away. (Cheers.) Tho contention that the 
monopoly clause was no monopoly, ho 
showed to bo abavrd, while tho powor to 
issue ten million of dollars in bond on the 
road was excessive, and the security for 
operation of the road inadequate, 

Hon. Mr. Fishor Replies. 


Mr. Fisher replied. He pointed out 
that the last speakor had altogethor mis- 
apprehended the scope of the mining laws, 
which allowed flye miners to do theirown 
recording, so that the contractors would 
not have the adyantago of their discoypr- 
jos by merely watching transactions of 
the Government Recorder's office, Thon, 
as to the Jand grant. It did not actually 


belong to the company till the road had 
beon built and accepted by the Goyern- 


ment,

Mr. Hardy the present Premier, had never 
been tried. He was simply a stop-gap be- 
tween Sir Oliver Mowat and Mr. Whitney. 
‘Taking up the financial affairs of the Pro- 
vince, he said if our niunicipal affairs were 
managed as were the affairs of the Province 
we would soon be bankrupt. It was time 
the people took this matter in their own 
hands. Mr. Whitney had declared he 
would keep the expenditure within the 
revenue. The Government returns show 
that they have been running behind 
sbout a quarter million dollars annually, 
but the truth of the matter was that it was 
nearer half a million. We were stock- 
holders in a joint stock company and the 
Government are the directors. We had 
a right to look into the affairs of the com- 
pany and if the financial statement was i:- 
correct, they should vote to put those di- 
rectors out and put new ones in their places. 
He had the public documents before him to 
prove what he said and he would show that 
the Governmeut’s balance sheet was wrong. 
Mr. Harcourt, the Provincial Treasurer, 
claimed a surplus of $4,782,000. He figur- 
ed his assets at $4,816,009, and he got his 
surplus by subtracting the debts presently 
payable. But there were other debts 
coming due. There were $5,084,000 in 
railway debentures and annuities oulstand- 
ing If these were not charged up as lia- 
bilities, the Government was acting dis- 
honestly. As an illustration he took 
Belleville’s position, The city had a de- 
benture debt of $410000, of which the 
sum of $25,000 was to be paid this year, 
or, 4s the Provincial Treasurer would call 
it, presently payable. Therefore, accord- 
ing to his way of figuring, Belleville’s 
debt is only $20,000. If this city claimed 
this they would be perpretating a fraud. 
He read a circular issued last summer by 
the Government to all municipalties call 
ing upon them to show, not their debts 
presently payable, but their total liabilities, 
intluding debentures, bonuses, etc. That 
was the honest way of doing business. 
The Ontario Government were not worthy 
of our confidence because they had been 
juggling with figures. This was on a par 
with the management of Hon. Mr. Mulock's 
loun company, which had recently failed 
because of gross mismanagement. By the 
way, this was the same Mr. Mulock who, 
at the request of a number of the Reform 
party, had dismissed from the Belleville 
post office a young lady, the only support 
ofa widowed mother. Another case in 
point was the Hon. Mr, Ross’ 
pootry, or rather Dr. Holland's, which 
he appropriated. Ross claimed ho 
inaugurated the present school system of 
Ontario and gave Massachusetts and Aus- 
tralia their school systems. Ichad always 
been supposed Dr. Ryerson was the founder 
of our school system. Following out Mr. 
Harcourt’s way of calculating, 1t was an 
casy matter for anyone to get rich at once.

long tenure of office the Opposition had 
secured an array of accusations that were 
more than enough to hurl them from 
power, 

He first took up the mining question, 
He gave tho history of the famous Engle- 
due deal, or ‘*Engledue steal,” as he 
characterized it. Oertain individuals or a 
company headed by Col. Engledue, had an 
interest in some mines in the north west- 
ern part of the province and they discover- 
ed in prospecting that lands adjacent to 
their own wore rich in gold. They asked 
the Government for a tract of these lands 
and got the Government's consent, but 
whon they came to pick out the land they 
wanted it was found to comprise 100 
square miles of country, which was known 
to be rich in minerals. When the proposi- 
tion first came’ before Mr. Hardy, who 
was then Commissioner of Crown Lands, 
he very properly refused to listen to it, 
but when Hon Mr, Gibson took charge of 
tho department the request was renewed 
by Mr. J. K, Kerr, the Treasurer of the 
Grit campaign fund, and the deal went 
through, Now this land was the property of 
every man, woman and child in the pro- 
vince and the Government were the care- 
takers of it. The syndicate hold this land’ 
for three years and no man in Ontaris can 
prospect upon it, in other words the syn- 
dicate had a monopoly and could pick out 
what they want aad leave the refuse to us, 
the owners. That was the truth of the 
affair and it was unprecedented in Canadiau 
history, or eyen the history of England 
since that country had been properly gov- 
erned. The syndicate put up $20,000 as 
security, but as they take up land they pay 
for ib out of this money. A few good 
locations would eat up the $20,000, so that 
to-day it was no security. The syndicate 
wore to spend $30,000 the first year, $40,- 
OVO the second year, and $50,000 the 
thiid year in development and plant, but 
this was no burden, as these gentlemen 
inu t pay out a large sum in order to make 
the properties pay. 


Ife next dealt at some length with the 
finunces of the province, and said he would 
show that these men were totally unfit to 
controlthem, ‘The first Government of the 
province had kept their expenditure within 
their reyenu», ‘That was a sound busi- 
ness principle, and if any business concern 
did not follow this plan it would fail. This 
first Government deserve no credit for this, 
for they simply did their duty. They left 
a surplus of $3,810,000 by keeping within 
the revenue. It was not on paper, but act- 
ual, hard dollars lying in the bank. At 
the last session of the Legislature Mr. Ross 
leaped into the arena and took up the fin- 
ancial situation of the province. Mr. Har- 
cuurt first said the surplus left by the Sand- 
fivld McDonald government was less than 
$2,000,000 and ten minutes afterwards 
said it was $3,810,000. Mr. Ross, who will 
never be out-done, said the surplus left-by 
the McDonald Governmert was only $600, - 
000, TheGovernment that followed had 
never kept within the revenue and rapidly 
went into debt.; They soon began to sell 
the timber, the capital stock of the Pro- 
vince, and practically to-day the whole of 
it has passed out of the hands of the Gov- 
ernment. ‘The reason they gave for selling 
it was that they were ufraid it would burn 
up, but ithas been shown that this fear 
was groundless, asit was standing to-day. 
The money from these sales they poured 
into the general treasury and called it a 
surplus. Asan illustration, he said if a 
farmer made $100 in a year off a farm 
worth $10,000 he had a surplus of $100, 
but if he went behind $100 in a year and 
sold ten acres of his farm for 
$600 to pay his loss, according to 
Mr. Harcourt’s calculation he would have 
Bete of $500 instead of a deficit of 

109. 


The money from these timber sales has 
been used to keep up a horde of office 
holders, men who were born tired and 
insny of whom could not earn in private 
life as much as they were getting from the 
Governmen®, It didn’t apply to all, but 
in suine localities it applied to nine out of 
ten, In Nipissing and the two Algomnias 
you could hardly find anyone else but 
office holders. Although the Government 
had laid down the rule that oflice holders 
should pot take part in elections, to-day 
hundreds of them were working for the 
Grit party. He instanced a certain Mr. 
Boyd, # Superintendent of Colonization 
Roads, who was touring the constituency 
in which he lived, sizing up the political 
situation. If some of these  ofticials 
got into trouble they would have 
only themselves to blame. The National 
Policy had been accredited by the Reform 
party with depopulating Ontario until the 
population was no more than when Mr, 
Mowat took the leadership. If that was 
the case (but it was not), why was it necos- 
sary tO appoint such a very large number 
of additional officials ¢

brought face to face with it every day. The 
colleges were a credit tothe province and 
the High School system was also a credit- 
able institution. Now they came down to 
the Public School system. They all knew 
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that Dr. Ryerson originated this system 
and built it up on what he considered a 
foundation of rock, intending it to educate 
children for their future walks in life, but 
it did not doit. Ninety-five out of every 
hundred children began and ended their 
education in the Public School. Bearing in 
mind this fact the education of these child- 
ren should be of such 4 character as to be 
of the greatest advantage to them. Great 


care was necessary in moulding 
the curriculum to bring about this 
result. Mr. Ross said the Public 


School was a stepping stone to the High 
School, the High School to the College, and 
the College to the University, aud here we 
had the great educational chain completed. 
Mr. Ross had taken a delight in polishing 
his educational chain, but had no consid- 
eration for the 95 out of every 100 child- 
dren. The Opposition policy was to make 
the Public School what it was intended by 
its founders to be, and they were firmly 
entrenched in their educational position. 
They had been accused of having no policy. 
He had taken up this question and he 
would not turn back, (Applause). Their 

licy had been endorsed by Goldwin 
Smith, one of the leading educationists of 
the day. They would, if placed in power, 
appoint an advisory or consultative coun- 
cil, taken from every teaching body in the 
Province, whose advice would certainly be 
of some value to the Minister of Education. 


Mr. Whitney next took up the cost of 
school books. Mr, Ross had stated what 
the cost for school books was per capita 
of the pupils, but he did not remember the 
amount, nor did it matter to the people 
what it was. The people knew what the 
school books cost them, and they knew 
that Mr. Ross’ statement was much smaller 
than the experience of the people taught 


them. Mr. Ross had become awakened to | 


the fact that’ the people of the proyince 
were dissatisfied with the exorbitant prices 
charged for school books and he secretly 
appointed a commission to enquire into the 
question and see if the cost could noc be 
reduced. This commission was composed 
solely of men engaged in the paper busi- 
ness, book makers and publishers, and of 
course their answer was that the cost could 
not be reduced. He thought to satisfy the 
people by these tactics. Again he asked,

(Voices all over the house, ** Put them 
out !”), 

Mr, Whitney next touched upon the 
timber policy. He showed how the Hardy 
Government had played into the hands of 
American lumbermen during the past year 
and refused to restrict the exportation of 
logs from Canada to the United States. 
The north shore of Georgian Bay, which 
afew years ago was thickly dotted with 
sawmills in operation, surrounded by 
houses tenanted by the millmen, was to-day 
depopulated and the mills, wharves 
and, in some instances, steamboats were 
lying idle and rotting because the logs 
were now taken to the shores of a hostile 
nation to be sawn. He had been told by a 
prominent lumberman that five hundred 
million feet of lumber would be taken out 
by the Americans this year. While 
thousands of men are idle in this province, 
the product of our forests is giving em- 

loyment to Americans, ‘The Opposition 
bad pressed for a restriction on the export 
of logs at last session, and at first the Goy- 
ernment refused, hut afteywards did pass a 
bill prohibiting the exportation of logs, 
but it does not come into effect until the of 
tho license year, which is on April 30th, 
when the American lambermen will havo 
all their logs out. 

The last session, which had been intend- 
ed as a funeral dirge for the Opposition, 
had ended io a triumphal march for him- 
self and his followers. Mr. MoKay, of 
West Victoria, Mr. Oonmee, of Algoma, 
and Mr. Haycock, of Frontenac, all sup- 
porters of the Government, had all com- 
mended the Opposition on the stand they 
had taken on certain questions,

Announces Himself to Be «a Supporter of 
the Government in the MoKenzie- 
Mann Arraugement, 


Col. Sam Hughos arose to continue the 
debate on the second reading of the Yu 
kon Railway bill, and enthusiastic cheors 
greoted him from the Goyernment benches. 
Ho bogan by adinitting the ombarrass- 
ment of his position in being obliged to 
differ from his leader and party on this 
important question, but he was pleased to 
seo that the Government, in this con 
tract, was carrying ouf the old Conserva- 
tive policy. Ho admitcod that the acreage 
given was rather extensive, bué so much 
of it was usoless that i¢-did not signify 
greatly. Col. Hughes praised the.Goyern- 
monet for its policy of saving the Yukon 
trade to Canada, and thereupon Sir Wil- 
frid applauded him vyigorously. He en- 
dorsed the polloy of not calling for 
tenders, denounced the notion of Govern- 
iment construction, and was applauded 
again.

U.S. SECRETARY LONG 


Gives General Denial to Warlike Rumors 
and Says His Impression Is That the 
Disuster Was Accidental. 


Washington, Fob, 19.—The feature of 
yosterday at the Nayy Departmont was 
the large number of rumors of a warlike 
fendency that came to the attention éf 
the officials as requiring attention, and 
In every case contradicted. So formidable 
hus grown the disaster that at the close 
of office hours Secretary Long was induced 
to make the following statement as the 
tasicst manner of disposing at ono time 
of all these stories: : 

Must Have Been Accidental. 


‘Really no information has been re- 
ceived since Captain Sigsboo’s first des- 
patch adding to our knowledge of the 
disaster, All we know is that the Maine 
blew up There is abundant room for 
speculition of all sorts, but no conclusion 
can be arrived at until an examination 
has been made by the diyers and more 
facts obtained. It is a simple fact to say 
that such a thing might happen by design 
or it might happen by accident, as yet 
there is no indication of design. There- 
fore, my impression has been all along, 
and I rather think that the general opin- 
jon preponderate in the same direction, 
that i¢ must haye been accidental. 

No Secret Meeting of the Cabinet. 

“You may say absolutely that there 
has been no secret Cabinet meeting, that 
nothing has taken place in the Cabinet 
that the publio baye not been informed 
about; that the whole policy of this de- 
partment has been to give the public all 
the despatches; that the department has 
ho more knowlodge on the subject’ of the 
cause of the disaster or eyen the circum- 
stances attending it than haye the pub- 
lic, and that the report which was to the 
effect that Captain Sigsbeo had warned 
the departinent that the Maine was in 
danger from submarine mines or torpe- 
does is utterly without foundation, no 
such report eyer baying been rocelved 
from him or from anybody else." 

Regarding the Vizcaya. 

The Secretary also denied briefly and 
comprehensively wild rumors that he 
had requested the Chief of Police of New 
York to guard the Vizcaya, and that he 
had selected Constructor sBowles to go to 
Havana and raiso the Maine. 

A Concurrent Investigation. 


While no decision has yet been reached 
formally upon the application of the 
Spanish Government for authorization to 
examine the wreck of the Maine to ascer- 
tain the cause of the explosion, the officials 
soem to be inclined to regard her request 
as one that coulil not properly be refused 
und it is likely that each goyernment, 
will make an investigation concurrently. 


THE CAL 3... TY’S CAUSE. 


Request’ That Consul-General Lee Take 
Charge of the Investigation—HPxperts 
Have Not Commenced Work. 


Hayana, Feb. 19.—Lieut. Pedro Peral, 
brother of the inventor of the submarine 
appliance bearing their name; Senor 
Peral, the judge in the case of the Maine, 
and the members of the Technical Com- 
mission haye requested the {authorization 
of Consul-General Leo to take the deposi- 
tions of officers of the Maine, and to ap- 
polnt a commission to inspect the wreck 
of the Maine, and inyestigate the cause of 
the explosion, ‘Lhe United States Consul- 
General has not yet replied to the appli- 
cation, and consequently the experts have 
not commenced work, The divers aro 
only employed in recoyering the bodies of 
tho dead, Up to 9 o'clock this morning 
97 bodies had been recovered, and eight 
funoral wagons are omployed in carrying 
the bodies from La Macina to the Colon 
Cometery.

Now York, Fob. 19.—Miss Tfrancos Ki. 
Willard, tho president of the World's and 
National Women’s Christian ‘Temperance 
Union, who has been suffering from an 
attack of influonza with gastric complica- 
tions, died shortly aftor mnidnight Thurs- 
day night at the Hotel Hmpire, this city. 

At the bedside of Miss Willard at tho 
tlme of her doath were her nioco, Mra. 
W. W. Baldwin, Mrs. L, M, M, Stovons, 
yico- president of the Women’s Christian 
‘omporanoe Union; Miss Anna M Gor- 
don, who was Miss Willard'’s socretary, 
and Dr. Alfred BH. Hill. Miss Willard had 
been il for about three weeks. Sho had 
the best medical care and treatment that 
could be given, but in spite of all offorts 
she grew gradually worse until her do- 
mise. 





What Dr. Hill Said. 

Dr. Hill mado tho following statement:

LIQUOR MEN WIN. 





Prosecutors Must Swear That no Med- 
ical Certificate Exists. 


On the 11th November last Neil Mo- 
Guire, the bartender of the Windsor hotel, 
Madoc, was tried before Justice A. F, 
Wood, ex-M.P.P., and J. R. Ketcheson, 
and conyicted of selling liquor on Saturday 
night, and fined $20 and costs. 

From this conviction the defendant ap- 
pealed to Judge Lazier, who heard the ap- 
peal on the 25th November. Mr. Haverson, 
of the Ontario License-Holders’ Associa- 


tion, who pene for McGuire, contended 
that the information should haye alleged 


that ** the sale was without any requisition 
for medical purposes, as required by the 
License Act, being produced by the vendee 
or his agent,” and that the evidence and 
conviction failed in the same respect. 
County Crown Attorney Anderson con- 
ended that, under section 852 of the 
Criminal Code, the defendant must show 
such requisition if there were one. Mr. 
Haverson replied that the onus showing 
the existence of such a requisition only 
existed where the information negatived 
the existence of such a requisition. His 
nor reserved his decision, and on the 
th inst. gave judgment, sustaining Mr. 
taverson’s contention, and quashed the 
conviction,

British officers and non commissioned 
olicers group sailed to-day for Wost 
Africa, accompanied by linmense quanti- 
tles of war munitions. As even the un- 
alarmist Statist points out, the troubles 
nAugmont, It says: 

‘Besides India, we have on hand the 
campaign of the Nile, fighting in West 
Africa, Uganda, Zululand and Charter- 
land, numerous disputes with France, 
tie relations between the United States 
and Canada are far from satisfactory, 
and thore are critical situations both in 
tho far East and the near West. Added to 
this, "the state of France, the struggles of 
the nationalists of Austro-Hungary, the 
unrest in the Balkans, the apparent 
breaking up of the concert and the un- 
certainty as to how the powers will group 
anew, the army of Japan, the Cuban im- 
broglio, and the state of South Africa, 
and it must be admitted that the general 
outlook is not reassuring.” 


Growing More Critical. 


London, Feb, 21.—The press continues 
its warning that the situation in West 
Africa, between France and Great Bri- 
tain, is growing more critical. It is im- 
possible to abandon the British flag with- 
out loss. of honor, it is said. 

According _to the Daily Chronicle, 
France and Germany are casting covetous 
eyes upon Liberia and are contemplating 
its annexation, 

It is widely accepted that Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, is endeavoring to put back- 
bone into the Marquis of Salisbury’s 
dealings with France, Mr. Chamberlain 
persisting in viewing the matter purely 
from the point of view of the Colonial 
Oliicv, and urging above all things the 
maintenance of Great Britain’s interest 
as u colonizing power. 

Sir Thomas Pemyss Reid, editor of the 
Speaker, is responsible for the statement 
that Mr. Chamberlain would have pushed 
his pro-British policy in Africa to the 
risk of war, and the Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s attitude in opposing it, therefore, 
londs some countenance to the gossip that 
the Queen has informed the Marquis of 
Salisbury that she will never again sign 
a declaration of war. : 


A Revolution in France. 


London, Feb, 21.—A striking article in 
the Westminster Gazette, by William T. 
Stead, says: ‘“Lhe pews from the Niger 
is only surious because of the news from 
France, The net effect of the news from 
Paris to-day is that France is once more 
in full reyolution. The third republio, 
although nominally still in situ, no 
longer exists. The long-expected upset 
hus arrived at last, and has arrived al- 
most to the very day, exactly fifty years 
after the reyolution of 1848. The coup 
Wetat of General Boisdeffre differs from 
the coup d’etat of Napoleon III. only in 
the degree of brutality of its accessories, 
When tho chief of the French general 
staff, the nerve centre of the grey matter 
of the brain which directs, controls and 
governs the whole armed force of France, 
enters into a court of law to proclaim to 
a jury that unless they return a yerdict 
to his liking, ‘the chiefs who are at the 
head of the army ond who organizo na- 
tional defence, ux. ready to leave their 
task to others,’ there is no longer any 
Republic Goyernment in France."’ 


Sir Charles Dilke's Opinion. 

London, Feb. 21.—Sir Clarke Dilke, 
M.P., the well-known authority on for- 
vign affairs, whose quustion in the House 
of Commons Friday night elicited in- 
formation from Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain regarding the dangerous situation 
in West Africa, said in an interview 
that he thought the other powers would

G. T.R. ACTIVITY. 


One of Canada’s Trunk Lines Seeking 
Entrance to Ohio's Coal Fields—The 
Movement Now on Foot. 


Toledo, O., Feb. 21.—During the past 
few days ovidences have been accumulat- 
ing that the Grand Trunk Railway is 
actively seeking an entrance into Toledo 
and the bituminous coal flelds of Ohio. 
Thus far transactions on the part of the 
railway company appear to have been 
conducted with the utmost secrecy, and 
yery little of a definite character is known 
beyond the fact that just beyond the city 
limits certain farmers have signed con- 
tracts conveying to tho Grand Trunk 
people the right of way through their 
property. It is rumored now that the 
company has secured an option on a large 
tract of land inside the city limits, to be 
used for freight yards and other terminal 
purposes. The location of this ground is 
also being kept a secrot, although it is 
thought to be in the vicinity of the prop- 
erty of the Central Terminal Association, 
in the northern part of the city. It is gen- 
erally understood thatthe Toronto branch 
of the Grand Trunk will be very nearly 
a straight cut to Detroit, where it will 
connect with the main line. The building 
ofa Toledo line will give the Grand 
Trank direct access to the coal flelds of 
Ohio, a feature which the company seems 
to have had in yiow for a number of 
years past.

The Liberals held « meeting in the opera 
house last evening and while the attend- 
ance was nothing like as large as that of 
the Whitnoy meeting on Thursday evening 
last, still the house was fairly well filled. 
Those in charge had the Oddfellows’ band 
to play on the corner of Front and Bridge 
sts., «ud then march to the opera house in 
order to draw an audience. The speakers 
were given a fair hearing, except that some 
boys from time to time hissed Mr. Bertram 
and others, 

Some of those on the stage were; John 
G, Frost, S. Russell, W. R. Aylsworth, 
Thos. Ritchie, V. Nermilyea, Dr. Farley, 
W. B. Robinson, Ald. Wallace, D. R.

Lott, R. Templeton, H. Pringle, J. L. 
Biggar, A. G. Vermilyea, F. Landenberg- 
er, W. OC. Farley, John. McIntosh, Wm. 
McIntosh, D. V. Sinclair, Ald. Luscombe, 
W. H. Biggar, M.P.P., ex-Ald. Robinson, 
C. F. Aylsworth, Madoc. 


Mr. John Williams, President of the 
West Hastings Liberal Association, occu- 
pied the chair. “Tiva speech that lasted 
some twenty minutes he praised the Goy- 
ernment of Ontario and belittled Mr, 
Whitney and his colleagues. 


Mr. John G. Frost was the next speaker 
and was introduced as the man who nearly 
defeated the late Alex. Robertson. After 
touching upon several issues of the cam- 
paign and points that had nothing to do 
with the matters under discussion. he took 
up the recent changes in the post ollice 
staff, He said he was ono of those parties 
who tricd to have the post office in Bolle- 
ville kept under the Civil Service Act, but 
that Mr. Mulock, after considering the 
whole matter carefully, had decided that it 
would be impossible to retain the Bolle 
ville office and others in cities of about the 
same size under the Act and reduced them 
to the status of town offices. [Mr. Frost 
knew that such was not the case. He 
knew that Belleville was the only oftice in 
Caueda reduced, while Windsor, Sher- 
brooke, Fredericton, Charlottetown and 
other offices, which earned less revenue 
than the local office were still under the 
Civil Service Act.] In s6o far as the dis- 
missal of the young lady was concerned 
Mr. Mulock had nothing to do with it. 
He thought the Executive of the Reform 
Association were not too greedy in only 
appointing (wu clerks out of a staff of 
eight, and allowiog the Postmaster to ap- 
point the rest, Speaking of the two candi- 
dates in West Hastings, he said with all 
seriousness that Mr. Morrison was a Re- 
former until four years ago and had given 
his friends and neighbors no good reason 
for changing his views. He claimed Mr, 
Bleecker had never taken politics into 
municipal matters. 


Mr. S, Russell was introduced by the 
Chairman as the future member for Wist 
Hastings. He came forward in a slow, 
halting manner and spoke in a tone, as one 
who heard him expressed it, better suited 
to # country schoolhouse, His speech 
was 48 pointless and as dry as a desert. 
The audience gave a sigh of relief when 
the Chairman handed him a note to inform 
him that he had spoken long enough, and 
he soon subsided. 


Mr. H. G. Bleecker got a warm recep- 
tion upon rising. He said he had a lot of 
friends who had urged upon him the posi- 
tion of candidate. He wanted the Inrevtt- 
GRNOCER to take back the statement that he 
had said de could not carry the Riding. 
What he claimed he ssid was that he could 
not carry the Riding unless he had the 
people with him. He said he was running 
1is own show and did not have Mr. Corby 
at his back. There was laughter and cries 
of ** Hear, Hear,’”’ when he said he would 
not go into the issues of the day, as the 
audience was already wearied by the 
speeches that had been made. He wound 
up by saying that he had been credibly in- 
formed that the Government would spend 
$50,000 for a new building at the Deaf and 
Dumb Institute during the coming sum- 
mer, butif Mr. Morrison was elected he 
doubted if the money would be voted, 
(Cries of Oh! Oh }). 


Mr. Geo. H. Bertram, M.P., of Toronto, 
was next introduced. He is a good speaker 
and awakened ~ good deal of enthusiasm 
by his vigorous oratory,~ but the audi- 
ence were badly disappointed in his speech. 
He dealt in generalities without making 
any point in particular’ When wecame to 
condense his remarks of an hour we found 
he had said nothing after all. The surplus 
was all right; the Government was all 
right; the schools were all right; the timber 
policy was all right ; the mining policy was 
all right ; in fact everything was all right 
and the Opposition had no ground for fault 
finding, except in some little details. That 
avout sums up his whole speech.

Mr. Blair replicd that the action of the 
Goyernment regarding the Crow’s Nest 
lino, forbidding the employment of for 
eign labor, was a fair indication of the 
Goyernment’s intentions regarding other 
lines. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper—In the 
recent negotiations with the United States 
authorities respecting customs regulations 
ani the shipment of goods via Dyea and 
Skaguay to the Canadian Yukon terri- 
tory, Was any precaution observed or pro- 
vision made 80 that the negotiations pro- 
cecded without prejudice to the claim 
that Dyea and Skaguay are in British 
territory? 

Mr. Sifton replied that negotiations 
were unofficial, but it was understood 
that whatever was done was without pre- 
jucice to any claims Canada miaht have 
to possession of this territory. 

As to the Fast Line,

YUKON BILL DEBATE. 








Mr. Maclean of East York Vigorously 


Denounces Railway Monopolies. 


The debate on the Yukon Railway bill 
was resumed by Mr. MoClure (Liberal, 
Colchester), who strongly supported the 
bill on the ground that it was impera- 
tively needed in the interests of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Maclean (East York) said the Yu- 
kon Railway proposition before the House 
ought to be condemned because the time 
has come when”great monopolies must be 
rogulated, when the supremacy of the 
State over the great/corporations must be 
vindicated, and when an end must be 
put to those monopolies and the power 
they possess. He hoped yet to see some- 
thing done by the House in that direo- 
tion. After reyiowing the nature of the 
questions which had engaged Canada since 
Confederation, he said the great question 
to-day is the transportation problem, and 
he thought the Goyernment was bound 
to do something to regulate the transport- 
ation monopoly that exists to-day. We 
find, however, that instead of regulating 
this monopoly, the Goyernment are 
strengthoning it and eyen building it up. 
The Government was to be condemned 
for the position they have taken and for 
tho legislation they haye introduced in 
this House. No doubt there is a monopoly 
created by the legislation proposed to 
build the Yukon Railway. Speaking for 
himself and for a large section of the 
community, he made bold to say that we 
must restrain those monupolles and de- 
clare in fayor of the supremacy of the 
State over them; we must do something 
to minimize thelr strength and import- 
anoe, and not increase and streagthen 
them, as hon. gentlemen opposite are 
now doing. The contract is bad, because 
its terms are bad. Hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site contend that it is necessary in order 
to build this railway to give MoKenzie 
and Mann over 4,000,000 acres of most 
valuable mining lands. It is not necessary 
to do so, The Government have to-day a 
proposal whioh is a much better one for 
the people of this country than that 
accepted from MokKenzie and Mann, and 
he read the letter of Mr. Hamilton Smith, 
the general manager of the Rothschilds’ 
Financial Co., in support of his state- 
mont. This letter is published in our 
Ottawa correspondence to-day. He then 


omphasized the points of the letter and 
said:

jurisdiction or questions of compensation 
for malicious injuries, (Irish ‘*Oh's.’’) 
The olections for county and * district 
councils would be triennial, and all 
would retire together, The county coun- 
cils would be the sole rate collecting 
authority and would control the expendi- 
ture, ‘Thoy would ulso be responsible for 
dealing with exceptional distress, and 
would decide when the requests of boards 
of guardians for outdoor relief should be 
grauted, Dublin, Belfast, Cork, Limer- 
ick, Londonderry and Waterford would 
be constituted independent county coun- 
oils. The county would be responsible for 
half the extra expenditure. 

Mr. Balfour also pointed out that the 
bill provided that the occupier was liable 
to both the county cess and poor rate, 
whether in a town orrural district, which 
would inyolve a readjustment of rents, 
aun equal sum to be granted from the Im- 
perlal Exchequer as an agricultural grant. 

Mr. Balfour said he thought the bill 
was based upon broad, democratic lines, 
adding that if extrayagances occurred 
those responsible for them would bear the 
burden, while they would reap the bene- 
fits of any economy. 

Mr. Morley Welcomes the Bill, 


Mr. John Morley, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland in the late Liberal Administra- 
tion, welcomed the bill as being-‘'a genu 
ine democratic offort.’’ 

Mr. John Dillon. Chairman of the Irish 
Parliamentary party, said he thought the 
measure Was an immense advance over 
the bill of 1888, and fulfilled the promises 
of the Government; but, he claimed, it 
was nof equal to the English and Scotch 
measures. He pointed out that control of 
the police was not given to the councils, 
Neyertheless, he added, the bill would do 
much good, and his party would endeavor 
to execute it in good faith. 

Mr. John Redmond, the Parnellite 
leader, also welcomed the bill, but he 
criticized some points of the measure. If 
if worked successfully it would be an 
unanswerable argument in fayor of Home 
Rule. 

Col. Edward J. Sanderson, Conserva- 
tive member for North Armagh, said a 
majority of the landlords recognized the 
necessity of the measure, which offered 
an opportunity for all classes of Irishmen 
to unite for a common purpose, 

Mr. Timothy M. Healy, Irish Nation- 
list, member for North Louth, praised 
the bill, and Mr, Michael Davitt, Irish 
Nationalist, threatened opposition to the 
part of the bill promising relief to the 
landlords in the shape of an agricultural 
prrant, 

The Irish Local Government bill eyent- 
tially passed its first reading. 


LOWERING WAR CLOUD. 
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The Limit of Great Britain's Forbearance 
About Reached. 


London, Feb. 22.—Replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons yesterday 
Mr. Joseph Cu...ub-rlain, Secretary of 
State for tho Colonies, said he received 
yesterday a despatch from Lientenant 
Pilcher, commnding at Lokojah, stating 
he had received information that four 
French European officers, witha hundred 
men, had arrived at Argungu (or Argun- 
gi) on the Sokoto River, and within the 
sphere of Britfsh influenco, Mr Cham- 
berluin added: “I cannot believe that, 
pending the negotiations, the French 
Government can haye authorized this in- 
vasion of territory over which our rights 


have been recognized by the convention | 


between Great Britain and France.’’ 

The Times, commenting editorially on 
the news from Sokoto, says it cannot 
credit the report, and reproyes the levity 
of the Fronch 
situation. 

“Tho presence of o French force at 
Argungu,’’ the Times deolares, “would 
be so flagrant a breach 
construction of the Say-Bayrua agreo- 
mont of 1890 (Anglo-French treaty at 
Busah) that nothing but its immediate 
withdrawal could ayert the most doplor- 
able consequences.’’ 

Other papers publish silmilar articles, 
urging Lora Salisbury to intimate plainly 
that Great Britain's limit of 
ability’’ has been reached. 

Times Favors the White Pass. 

London, Feb, 22.—'The Times refers

Fares to, in Some Cases, Less Than 
One-Half Provious Sohedulos 


Toronto, Feb. 22,—The Canadian Pa- 
olfio are into the rate war in earnost. 
Yosterday they mado a big cub in the 
passengor rates botwoon Toronto and the 
prinoipal olties and towne In Ontario, and 
reduced tho fare between ‘Voronto and 
Montréal to less than one-half what it 
formerly was, In accordance with inatruc- 
tlons received from tho Canadian Paoitlo 
hoad offices in Montreal, Mr U. &. 
MoPhorson, the district passenger agent 
at Toronto, telegraphed the company's 
agonts at Hamilton, Guelph, Galt, Wood- 
stock, Chatham, London, St. Catharines, 
Ingersoll, Harriston, Windsor, St, Thomas, 
Peterboro, Owon Sound, Brampton and 
Dotrolt, authorizing thom to sell tiokets 
at the new rates. This telogram was sont 


out at 6.80 last evening, and read as fol- |

The Boycott Is On. 

Chicago, Feb. 22.—Western roads have 
assumed the aggressive in the war with 
the Canadian Pacific. They haye thrown 
that road out of the Western immigrant 
clearing house. The effect of this action 
will be that the Canadian Paciflo will be 
shut out from any participation in immi- 
grant traffic arriving at New York or 
Boston. Acting in harmony with this 
action of the roads, the trans-Atlantic 
stcamship lines, which are parties to the 
immigrant agreement, with the western 
roads, haye cabled to their agents not to 
sell tickets or prepare calling orders for 
tickets over the Canadian Paolfic. These 
instructions apply to all immigrant busi- 
ness. The South Pacific road is also a 
party to the boycott. , 





BURNED TO A CRISP.

ROTHSUHILDS® GREAT OFFER 


Would Build the Stikine-Teslin 
Road for a Million Acres. 


Ready to Construct a Line to the Vukoo 
Any a Much 


Loss Kate Than Provided for in the 


Country Over Koute at 


MecKenrie-Mann Contract~Letter Sont 


to the Premier Last Friday —Text of 


the Interesting Communication. 


Ottawa, Fob 22.—A lettor reached Pre- 
mior Laurlor on Friday night last which 
shows that thero are 


Messrs. McKonzic & Mann who believe 
Yukon gold flelds are worth owning. The 
lotter, given below, is signed by Hamil- 
ton Smith, general manager of the Roths- 
ehilds Financial Company, and has already 
givon the Ministry some anxious thought. 
Mombers of the Government have gone 
so fur as to affirm that Mosars. Mann & 
MoKenzie wore really doing a brave and 
patriotic ach in constructing «a rond 160 
miles long for tho trifiing consideration 
of four million acres of Yukon gold flelds. 
Other contractors there wore, but none 
so able, 80 munificont as to build rail- 
roads without cash subsidies. So ran the 
story. Some believed it, many did not, 
and now comes this offer that puts the 
bravery and the patriotism of the two 
favored contractors away in the back- 
ground. 

Mr. Smith aske for no 8,750,000 acres. 
He will be content if the Government is 
kind enough to present him with a cool 
million of that much-coyeted Yukon ter- 
ritory. If it is a question of the quantity 
of gold fields Canada is willing to give 
up for the necessary railroad, Hamilton 
Smith's offer is not to be despised. 

The letter containing the new offer has 
not been made public by the Goyernmoent. 
It has come to light by a more circuitous 
route, and at the present time is the 
property of some of the more prominent 
members of the Opposition. Here is the 
letter which reached Premier Laurier 
Friday last: 

The Rothschilds’ Letter. 


Rideau Olub, Ottawa, 
Feb, 18, 1898.

To the Right Honorable Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, G.C.M.G., Premier: — 
Sir,—In view of the strongly ex- 


pressed opposition to the subsidy of 
mineral lands, with power to the con- 
cesslonaire of selection in very many 
different localities, I beg leave te 
amend my proposition of the 14th In- 
6tant, as follows: 

If a charter {s granted to myselt 
and associates not later than the 10f% 
of March next, we will agree in the 
Present year to build a substantial 
mallway of three feet gauge (so con- 
structed that it afterwards can be easi- 
ly changed to a standard gauge), from 
Pyramid Harbor to tbe foot of Rink 
Rapids, a distance of about 288 miles, 
on condition that the Government willl 
give no new charter for railways from 
tthe Lynn Canal in the next five years; 
will authorize for that term proper 
traffic rates; and will give us a gramt 
in fee simple Gor ering mineral rights) 
of alternate sections of one mile square 
for a distance of ten miles on each side 
of the rallway from the sixtieth parad- 
lel of latitude to the northern terminus 
at Rink Rapids; this grant would em- 
brace a length of about 195 miles, and, 
belng at the rate of 6400 acres per mile 
of railway, would amount to, say, 1,- 
248,000 acres. 

In this connection I gay state that 
very little prospecting for gold has been 
thus far done in this locality. 

Permit me again to call your attention 
to the fact that the ooean terminus of 
this Dalton line fs nearer Dawson 
City than the northern terminus of the 
proposed Stikine Line,

If Mr. Jennings’ advice be carried out 
—that the rallway should be extend- 
ed ten miles nonth of the end of Lake 
Teslin—the distance from the inner ter- 
minus of the Stikine line to Dawson 
would be 550 miles, or thirty-seven 
miles further than from Pyram{d Har- 
bor to Dawson. 

Or if the Government atill insists on 
the Stikine line alone we will build that 
on the same general terms as the pro- 
visional contract with Messrs. McKenzie 
and Mann, ferone million acres, but with- 
out the right of lateral or end extensions 
of the blocks of Jand,. 

The Government Is, I belleye, inform- 
ed as to our financial ability to exe- 
cute such work, but If there are any 
doubts as to this, a cable or so to Lon- 
don would speedily give the desired in- 
formation.

A Point to Be Noticed. 


It will be noticed that the Rothschilds 
still cling to their first suggestion, that 
the road be built from Pyramid Harbor 
ever the Dalton trail to Rink Rapids, on 
the Lewis River, a point 57 miles from 
Fort Selkirk. And for this road they ask 
a land grant of 6 400 acres a mile for 195 
miles, to be selected in alternate blocks. 
But, if the Government insists on the 
route already mapped out the Rothschilds 
are still willing to construct the railway. 

All along the ability of the contractors 
to have the road completed in the time 
stipulated has been seriously questioned. 
But even should the railway bo ready by 
September 1st, very little is gained. There 
would be only a month anda half from 
that date and tho olose of navigation 
between Lake Toslin and Dawson City. 
The offer of the Rothschilds goss clearly 
to show that Messrs. Mann & MokKenzic 
were not the only contractors prepared to 
take the much talked-of ‘‘risk’’ in build- 
ing 150 miles of railway to the Yukun 
gold flelds. The Opposition will turn the 
Rothschilds offer to good use before the 
debate is over. 

A 2,750,000 Acre Present. ; 

The contention has been that, aside 
from the wisdom of un“ertaking the con- 
struction of the Yukon Raltlway asa 
Goyernmont work, tho land subsidy was 
most extravagant. And the proposal of 
the Rothachilds'’ alone would make it 
appear that Messrs, Mann & MoKonzie 
aro given «a million acres to build the 
road and 2,750,000 more as a prosent, 

Threat of Retaliation, 

New York, Fob. 22.—A Washington 
despatch to the Sun says: The State Do- 
partment, upon the commendation of 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage, has de-

James Vincent Cleary, D.D., Archbishop 
of Kingston, was born in Dungarvan, a sea- 
port town in the County of Waterford, Lro- 
land, on September 15, 1828, and was a son 
of Thos, Cleary. He reoived his element- 
ary education in a seleo private school ia 


his native town, andw the age of fif- 
teen was sont to Rome to receive his 
ecclessiastical education. After two 


years in Rome he was recalled to Jreland, 
and then spent five years in the Royal Col- 
lege of Maynooth, near Dublin. After 
being ordained asa priest he spent two 
yoars in the University of Salamanca, 
Spain, then being called home to vccupy 
the chair of dogmatic theology in St. John’s 
Oollege, Waterford, andin 1873 he was 
elevated to the Presidency of the College. 
Three years later he was promoted to the 
living of Dungarvan, his native parish, 
where he subsequently took an active in- 
terest in politics, and with the united ac- 
tion of his parish succeeded in electing the 
national candidats. In 1880 he received 
an order from the Holy See appointing him 
Bishop of Kingston, Onthe ground of ill 
health he appealed against the order, but 
to no avail, so. that after consecration at 
Romo he came to his new charge, where he 
was given a magnificent reception.

THE GREAT POWEK OF THE PRESS 


The Noted Divine Comimeonorate the 


000th Publleation of Hl rion . | 
by « Timely ormou From uo Most 
Unique ana Apparently Vrophetic 
fext—The Duty of the Pros 
Washington, Feb 20 Rey Dr. Tal 
mage thi morning preached from tho 
text.

In this toxé and from it I start to preac h 
a sermon in gratitude to God and the 
nowspaper press for the fact that I have 


had the opportunity of dolivering through 
tho newspaper pross 8,000 Sermons or ro- 
ligious addresses, so that I haye of many 
years been allowed the priviloge of preach- 
ing the gospel every wook to eyory nolgh- 
borhood in Christendom and in many 
lands outside of Christendom. Many have 
wondered at the process by which it has 





come to pass, and for the first time in 
public place I state the three causes, 
Many yours ago a young man who has 


his profession 
distant clty. 


since become eminent in 
was then studying law ina 
Ho came to mo and said that for lack of 
funds ho must stop bis studying unless 
through stenography I would give him 
sketches of sermons, that he might by 
the sale of them seours means for the 
completion of his education, I positively 
declined, because it seemed to me an im- 
possibility, but after some months had 
passed, and I had reflected upon the great 
sadness for such a brilllant young man 
to be defeated in his ambition for the 
logal profession, I undertook to serve him, 
of course free of charga Within three 
weeks there came a reqyuest for those 
stenographio reports from many parts of 
the continent. 

Time passed on, and some gentlemen 
of my own profession, evidently thinking 
that thero was hardly room for thom and 
for myself in this continent, began to 
assail mo, and became so violent in ,their 
assault that the chief nowspapers of 
America put special correspondents in my 
church Sabbath by Sabbath to take down 
such reply as I might make. I never made 
roply, excopt once for about three minutes, 
but those correspondents could not waste 
their time; and so they telegraphed the 
sermons to their partioulsr papers. After 
awhile Dr. Louis Klopsch of New York 
systematized the work into a syndicate 
until through that and other syndicates 
he has put the discourses weok by week 
before more than 20,000,000 people on 
both sides the sea. ‘Thére have been so 
many guesses on this subject, many of 
them inaccurate, that I now tell the true 
story. I have not improved the opportun- 
ity as L ought, but I feel the time has 
come when as a matter of common jus- 
tice to the newspaper press should make 
this statement in a sermon commemora- 
tive of the fwo thousandth full publica- 
tion of sermons aud religious addresses, 
saying nothing ef fragmentary reports, 
which would run up into many thousands 
more. 

Thore was one incident that I might 
mention in this connection, showing how 
an insignifloant eyent might influence us 
for a lifetime. Many years ago on a Sab- 
bath morning on my way to church in 
Brooklyn a representative of a prominont 
newspaper met me and said, ‘‘Are you 
going to give us any points to-day?’ I 
said, ‘‘What do you mean by ‘points?’ ”’ 
He replied, “Anything we can remem- 
ber.’ I said to myself, ‘We ought to be

What One interroghtiow PUP Ve" Ns 
that morning started in mo the desire of 
making points all the time and nothing 
but points. 

And now how can I more appropriately 
commemorate the two-thousandth publi- 
cation than by speaking of the news- 
puper press as an ally of the pulpit and 
montioning some of the trials of news- 
paper men? 

The newspaper is the great educator of 
the nineteenth century. There is no force 
compared with it. It is book, pulpit, plat- 
form, forum, all in one. And there is not 
an interest—religious, literary, commer- 
cial, scientific, agricultural or mechanical 
—that is not within its grasp, All our 
churches and schools and colleges and 
asylums and art galleries feel the quaking 
of the printing press. 

The institution of newspapers arose in 
Italy. In Venice the first newspaper was 
published, and monthly, during the time 
Venice was warring againstt Solyman II. 
in Dalmatia, it was printed for the pur- 
pose of giving military and commercial 
information to the Venetians. The first 
newspaper published in Hngland was in 
1588 and called the English Mercury. 
Who can estimate the political, scientiflo, 
commercial and religious revolutions 
roused up in England for many years 
past by the press? 

The first attempt at this institution in 
France was in 1681, by a physician, who 
published the News, for the amtsemont 
and health of his patients. The French 
nation understood fully how to appreciate 
this power. So early as in 1820 there wore 
in Paris 169 journals. But in the United 
States the newspaper has come to unlim- 
ited sway. Though in 1775 there wore but 
87 in the whole country, the number of 
published journals is now counted by 
thousands, and to-day—we may as well 
acknowledge it as not—the roligious and 
secular newspapers are the great educators 
of the country. 

But, alas, through what struggle the 
nowspaper has come to its present deyelop- 
ment! Just as soon as it began to demon- 
atrato its power superstition and tyranny 
shackled it, There is nothing that despot- 
ism so much fears and hates as the 
printing press. A great writer in the south 
of Europe deolared that the King of 
Naples had made it unsafe for him to 
write on any subject save natural history. 
Austria could not bear Kossuth’s journal- 
istic pen ploading for the redemption of 
Hungary. Napoleon I., wanting to keep 
his iron heel om the neck of nations, said 
that the newspaper was the regent of 
kings and the only safe place to keep an 
editor was in prison. But the great battle 
for the freedom of the press was fought 


in the court-rooms of Kngland and the 
United States before this century began, 
when Hamilton made his groat speech in 
behalf of tl dom of J. Peter Zenger's 
Guzetto in A i, und when Erskine 
mado his wh in boebalf of the 
frocdom t ’ i Pal Rights of 
Man” in tn The raothe Mara- 
thon and the Thermopylae where the 
battle was fought which decided the free 
dom of the preas in England and Amerk , 
and all the powers of earth and hell will 
nover again be ablo to putupon the print 
ing press the handcuffs and the hopples of 
liter iry and politioal despotism 

It is romarkable that Vhomas Jofferson, 
who wrote the Declaration of Ind pond 
once, also wrote those words, ‘‘If I had to 
ohoose betwoon a government without 
newspapers and nowspapora without a 


government, I would profer the latter."’

There are only two kinds of nowspapers 
—the one good, very good, the other bad, 
very bad. A nowspaper may be started 
with an undecided character, but after it 
has been going on for years everybody 
finds out just what if is, and it is very 
good or itis very bad. Lhe one paper 
$ the embodiment of news, ‘the ally of 
virtue, the foe of crime, the delectation 
of cleyvated taste, the mightest agency on 
earth for making the world better. The 
other paper is a brigand among moral 
forces; \¢ is a beslimer of reputation, it 
is the right arm of death and hell, it is 
the mightiest agency in the universe for 
inaking the world worse and battling 
aguinst the cause of God, the one an 
angel of intelligence and mercy, the other 
a fiend of darkness. Between this arch 
angel and this fury is to be fought the 
creat battle which is to decide the fate of 
the world. If you haye any doubt as to 
which is to be victor, ask the prophecies, 
ask God; the chief batteries with which 
he would yindicate the right and thunder 
down the wrong are now unlimbered 
Tho great Armageddon of the nations is 
not to be fought with swords, but with 
steel pens; nob with bullets, but with 
type; nob with cannon, but with lightn- 
ing perfecting presses, and the Sumiters, 
and tho Moultries, and the Pulaskis, and 
tho Gibraltars of that conflict will be the 
editorial and reportorial rooms of our 
great newspaper establishments. Men of 
the press, God has put a more stupendous 
responsibility upon you than upon any 
otbor class of persons. What long strides 
your profession has made in influence and 
power since the day when Peter Sheffer 
invented cast metal type, and because two 
books wore found just alike they were 
ascribed to the work of the devil, and 
books were printed on strips fof bamboo, 
and Rey. Jesse Glover originated the first 
American printing press, and the com- 
mon council of New York, in solemn 
resolution, offered $200 to any printer 
who would come there and liye, and 
when the speaker of the House of Parlia- 
ment ip England announced with indig- 
pation that the public prints had recog- 
nized some of their doings, until in this 
day, when we haye in this country many

Now York, Vob. 24.—A despatch to 
the World from Hayana gays: ‘The situa’ 
tion in Havana jis more grave than o 
week ago.

plates. 

One important discoyery made was the 
position of the bodies found in the wreck, 
one hundred of which were floating about 
the torn compartments.

When Oliver Goldsmith re- 
coived a friend in his house, he (the an- 
thor) had to sit.on the window, because 
there was only one chair, Linnaeus sold 
his splendid work for a ducat. Defoe, 
the author of so many volumes, died pen- 
niloss. The learned Jc’inson dined behind 
a screen because his olothes were too 
shabby to allow him to dine with the 
gentlomen who, on the other slde of the 
screo, were applauding his works. And 
so on down to the prosent time literary 
toll is a great struggle for bread. The 
world seoms to have a grudge against o 
man who, as thoy say, gots his living by 
his wits, and the day laborer says to the 
man of literary toll, ‘‘You come down 
here and shove a plane and hammer a 
shoe last and break cobblestones and earn 
an honest living as I do instead of sitting 
there in idleness scribbling!'’ But there 
are no harder worked men in all the 
earth than the newspaper people of this 
country. I¢ is not a matter of hard 
times; it is characteristic at all times. 
Mon have a better appreciation for that 
whioh appeals to the stomach than for 
that whioh appeals to the brain. Thoy 
have no idea of the jmmense finanolal and 
intellectual exhaustion of the nowspaper 
press, Ob, men of the press, it will bee 
great help to you, if when you get home 
late at night, faggod out and neryous 
with your work, you would just knoel 
down and commend your case to God, 
who has watohod all the fatigues of the 
day and the night, and whohas promised 
to be your God and the God of your 
ohildren forever!

Advisory Board of Manitoba, and Mr. 
Rovhou, one of the French school in- 
apectors. These gontleynen had frequent 


interviews with Sir Wilfrid Laurior. 
Archbishop Bruches! and Bishop Begin 
were %ognizant of the proceedings. Both 
Mer, Langevin and Prof. Bryco havo ro- 
turned to Winnipeg and Inspector Rochon 
wall return to-day. 

It is sald that, acting upon the papal 
injunotion to accopt all concessions offer- 
ed, His Grace of St. Boniface, came to a 
decision to agree to the conditions inposed 
under the present Manitoba school law, 
Without insisting upon such legislative 
amendments as would embody these 
further concessions in the Provinoial 
School Act. The understanding is that 
thoso concessions will be carried out in 
the administration of the Act, 

According to Inspector Rochon, a set 
of French text books has been agreed upon 
for use in the schools in which the pupile 
aro French speaking. ‘This, of course, is 
contrary to the spirié of tho Manitoba 
school law, but it is possible that means 
will bo found for gotting over the dim- 
culty in that regard. Upon this under- 
standing the minority, as represented by 
Archbishop Langeyin, will acoept the 
provision of the present Act which 
recognizes the right of Roman Catholics 
with 25 school children in small districts 
to select 4 teacher of their own denomin- 
ation. While it is scarcely probable that 
tho agreoment, or truce, or whatever it 
may be called, has been concluded in 
detail, ig is as good as assured that the 
basis of a settlement has been arrived at. 
“It just amounts to this,’’ said your 
correspondent's informant, ‘that Arch- 
bishop Langeyin was induced to come to 
Ottawa, where he would come in contact 
with more softening influences than sur- 
round him at 56. Boniface."’ 

“Sunny ways, for instance?’’ 

‘‘Well, perhups so. You may take my 
word for it, that Sir Wilfrid has played 
anactive partin the negotiations. At 
ay rate, when the truce 1s finally and 
oliiclally proclaimed he will not be slow 
to take credit for the result.’’

SAFE-BLOWING IN MONTREAL. 





Rascals Got Away With Swag Valued at 
From $10,000 to 815,000, 


Montreal, Feb.24.—At 8 o'clock yester- 
day three burglars entered the Belfast 
dry goods warehouse of Haycock & Dud- 
geon, 2401 St. Catharine street, ransacked 
the premises, blew open the large safe 
with a powerful charge of gunpowder, 
took whatever contents were of value, set 
fire to the building and escaped over the 
snowclad roofs of back premises. One or 
more of the men were evidently badly 
cut, as a trail of blood shows the path 
which they took to at least temporary 
safoty. It was in many respects the most 
daring and well-planned of a_ series of 
crimes, with robbery as the sole end in 
view, that has cyer been perpetrated in 
Montreal, and it is quite evident that the 
flring of the building was an after- 
thought, and done with a view to cover- 
ing up the original crime. The estimated 
loss is from ten to {fifteen thousand dol- 
lars.

Dungarvan. James Vincent Cleary re- 
ceived his elementary education in a 
select private school of his uative town. 
The Hnglish course ombraced Grecian, 
which were 


pupils, The Bishop of Waterford, to 
whom James Vincent Cleary was sub 
jected, recalled the latter from Rome, and 
placed him in the Royal College of May- 
nooth. Here he passed flye years in the 
pursult of ecolesiastical scionces. Philoso- 
phy, history, dogmatic and moral theology, 
scriptural exegesis and canon laws con- 
stituted the ourriculum. He won the 
highest prizes at the college in each de- 
partment of study. His course in May- 
nooth haying been completed in five 
years, he recelyoa tho~ order of deacon- 
ship, which bound him irrevocably to the 
ecclesiastical state, and he returned home 
to Dungarvan in June, 1851, being still 
too young to be admitted to the priest- 
hood. In the following September, the 
day after he had completed his twenty- 
third year, which is the prescribed age, 
he was ordained priest in his native town, 
at the hands of the Bishop of Waterford, 
and immediately proceeded to Spain, 
where he entered the famous University 
of Salamanca, J 

In 1854 he was summoned home by his 
bishop to occupy tho chair of dogmatic 
theology and scriptural exegesis in St. 
John College, Waterford. Soon his health 
gave way under the strain of oxcessive 
labor, and for some years he was com- 
pelled to relax his studies. In 18638, after 
three days public examination, the degree 
of D.D. was conferred upon him. ‘Ten 
years after this Dr. Cleary was appointed 
to the office of president of the Waterford 
College, and also filled tho post of doc- 
trinal expositor in the Cathedral of Water- 
ford. In 1876 he was promoted to the liy- 
ing of Dungarvan, his native parish. It 
was then that Dr. C'cary first took any 
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partinont has informally expressed to the

theory. In the noxt column there is a 
miserable, contemptible divorce case. 
Which do you read first? You dip into the 
editorial long onough to say, ‘‘Well, 
that's very ably written,’’ and you read 
the divorce case from the “long primer’’ 
typo at the top to the ‘*‘nonparell’’ type at 
the bottom, and then you ask your wife 
if sho has read it! Oh, it is only acase of 
supply and demand! Nowspaper men are 
not fools. They know what you want, 
and they give it to you. L[ belloye that if 
the ohurch and the world bought nothing 
but pure, honest, healthful nowspapers, 
nothing but pure, honost and healthful 
newspapers would be published. If you 
should gather all the editors and the re- 
porters of this country in one great con- 
yention, and ask of them what kind of a 
paper they would prefer to publish, I be- 
lieve they would unanimously say, ‘We 
would prefer to publish an elevating 
paper.’ So long as there is an iniquitous 
demand there will be an iniquitous sup- 
ply. I make no apology for a debauched 
newspaper, but Iam saying these things 
in order to divide the responsibility be- 
tween those who print and those who 
read, 

Another temptation of the newspaper 
profession is the great alluremoent that 
surrounds them. Hvyery ocoupation and 
profession has temptations pecullar to it- 
self, and the newspaper profession is not 
an exception. The great demand, as you 
know, is on the nervous force, and the 
brain is racked. Tho blundering political 
speech must read well for the sake of the 
party, and so the reporter or the editor 
has to make it read well, although every 
sontence woro a catastrophe to the Eng- 
lish language. The reporter must hear all 
that an inaudible speaker, who thinks it 
is vulgar to speak out, says, and jit must 
be right the next morning or the next 
night in the papers, though the night be- 
fore the whole audienco sat with its hand 
behind its ear in vain trying to catch it. 
This man must go through killing night 
work, He must go into heated assemblages 
and into unyventilated audionce rooms 
that are enough to take the life out of 
him. He must visit courtrooms, which are 
almost always disgusting with rum and 
tobacco. He must expose himself at the 
fire. He must write in fetid alleyways. 
Added to all that, he must have hasty 
mastication and irregular habits. To bear 
up under this tremendous neryous strain 
they are tempted to artifloial stimulus, 
and how many thousands haye gone down 
under their pressure God only knows, 
They must have something to counteract 
the wet, they must haye something to 
keep out the ohill, and after a scant 
Igho's slecp'thoy must hayo something 
to reyive them for the morning’s work. 
This is what made Horace Greeley such 
a stout temperance man, I said to him, 
““Mr. Grecley, why are you more eloquent 
on the subject of temperance than any 
other subject?’’ He replied, ‘‘I have seen 
so many of my best friends in journalism 
go down under intemperance.’? Oh, my 
dear brother of the newspaper profession, 
what you cannot do without artificial 
stimulus God does not want you to dol 
There is no half way ground for our lit- 
erary people between teetotalism and dis- 
sipation. Your professional success, your 
domestic peace, your eternal salvation, 
will depend upon your theorles in regard 
to artifloial stimulus. I haye hadso many 
friends go down under the temptation, 
their brilllancy quenched, thelr homes 
blasted, that I ory out this morning in 
the words of another, ‘‘Look not upon 
the wine when it is red, when it giveth 
its color in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright, tor at the last it biteth ikea 
serpent, and it stingeth like an adder.’’ 

Another trial of this profession is the 
fact no one seems to care for their souls, 
They feel bitterly about it, though they 
laugh. People sometimes laugh the loud- 
ost when they feel the worst. They are 
expected to gathor up religious proceed- 
ings and to discuss religiaus doctrinos in 
the editorial columns, but who expects 
them to be saved by the sermons they 
stenograph or by tho doctrines they dis- 
cuss in the editorial columns? The world 
looks upon them as professional. Who 
preaches to reporters and editors? Some 
of them came from religious homes, and 
when they left the parental roof, whoever 
regarded or disregarded, they came off 
with a father’s benediction anda mother’s 
prayer. They neyer think of those good 
old times but tears come into thoir oyos, 
and they move through these great cities 
homesick. Ob, if they only knew what a 
helpful thing it is fora man to put his 
weary head down on the bosom of a sym- 
pathetic Christ! He knows how neryous 
and tired you are. Ho has a heart large 
enough to take in all your interests for 
this world and the next. Oh, men of tho 
newspaper press, you sometimes get slick 
of this world, it seems so hollow and un- 
satisfying! If there are any people in all 
the oarth that need God, you are the 
men, and you shall have him if only this 
day you implore his mercy.

The Great Cavals—Their Cost. 


The Suez Canal is about 100 miles in 
length and cost $1.000,000 per mile for its 
construction. The Corinth Canal is 4 
miles in length, and cost completed, with 
its approaches, one million per mile. The 
proposed Nicaragua Canal will cost per 
mile, with its terminals and approaches, 
cortuinly not less and probably more than 
the sum named. The canals of Suez and 
Corinth are real maritime canals, built 
without locks, upon the sea level. The 
one, that of Co:inth, ia situated in the 
temperate zone, where the rainfall is 87 
or 40 inches per annum. ‘The other, that 
of Suez, is located in a region without 
rain. Neither of these is threatened In its 
course by streams Hable to sudden and 
perilous floods, so common in the tropical 
region of Central America, These two 
great works afford no real parallel to the 
Nicaragua project, elther as to cost or 
feasibility. The one work parallel to this 
undertaking Is vory near, very like it, 
both in place and clroumstance; it is that 
of the Panama Canal across the Isthmus 
of Darioe.

It had been an anxious 10 days on 
bourd the Atlantic passenger liner, for 
half of that time they had drifted help- 
lessly on the Newfoundland Banks, their 
anchoring chains 1 ying been lost, and 
the machinery being useless on account 
of the break of the tail shaft, which it 
Was impossible to repair at sea. The story 
of the accident and the experiences on 
board up to the time the boat’s crew left 
in search of help, on the 18th, has al- 
ready been told by that crew, who were 
picked up and taken to New York. When 
this boat left the steamer was at anchor 
on the banks. That night a gale raged, 
arid the ship was torn from her anchor- 
age, and she began to drift for five days. 
She was unable to do anything except 
keep her head to the wind.

Halifax harbor Captain Peirot was pre- 
sented with an address signed by all the 
passengers, to which he made a suitable 
and modest reply.
